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Jeremiah  XXIX.  7. 

And  feek  the  Peace  of  the  City,  whither  I 
have  caufed  you  to  be  carried  away  Cap- 
fives,  and  pray  u?ito  the  Lord  for  it :  For 
in  the  Peace  thereof  pall  ye  have  Peace.  . 


HIS  is  a  Part  of  the  Prophet  Jeremiatis 
Letter  which  he  fent  to  the  Jews,-  then 
in  Captivity. in  Babylon,  concerning  their 
Conduct  towards  the  Government  of 
the  People  amongft  whom  they  had  been  carried 
away.  It  was  natural  to  fuppofe,  that  Perfons  un- 
der that  uncomfortable  State,  would  become  fallen 
and  unfociable,  deprived  of  their  native  Country,  for 
the  Excellencies  of  which  they  had  fach  heightned 
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Prejudices,  and  difperfed,  with  all  the  Difgrace  of 
Bondage,  amongft  a  People  of  whofe  Country,  whofe 
Polity,  and  whofe  Religion,  they  had  a  fovereign 
Contempt.  Add  to  this,  that  fome  falfe  Prophets, 
in  order  to  footh  them  under  their  Affliction ,  had 
given  them  AfTurances  of  a  fpeedy  Return  j  which 
made  them  lefs  anxious  about  reconciling  their  Con- 
dition, and  rendering  it  lefs  irkfome  to  their  Minds. 

On  this  Account  the  holy  Prophet,  pitying  the 
melancholy  State  of  his  Countrymen,  fends  this  fea- 
fonable  Inftruclion,  and,  under  the  Authority  of 
Him,  who,  in  the  midft  of  Judgment  always  remem- 
bers Mercy,  points  out  to  them  the  true  Method  how 
they  might  alleviate  their  Misfortunes,  and  render 
their  Captivity,  by  degrees,  lefs  painful  to  them. 
The  Almighty  defigned  this  Inftance  of  his  Indigna- 
tion againft  them  to  be  felt,  and  acknowledged  as  a 
jufl  Punifhment  due  to  their  Obftinacy  j  but  he  was 
willing  they  fhould  turn  this  Calamity  to  their  own 
Good,  as  well  as  to  the  Service  of  thofe  into  whofe 
Hands  they  were  delivered  up.  Like  thefe  good  Figs, 
faith  the  Lord  God  of  Ifrael,  fo  will  I  acknowledge  them 
that  are  carried  away  captive  of  Judah,  whom  I  have 
fent  out  of  this  Place  into  the  Land  of  the  Chaldeans  for 
their  good.  For  I  will  fet  mine  Eyes  upon  them  for 
good,  and  I  will  bring  them  again ,  and  I  will  build 
them,  and  not  pull  them  down,  Jer,  xxiv.  5,  6. 
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Their  kind  Inftru<5lor  therefore  advifes  them,  in 
the  fifth  Verfe  of  this  Chapter,  Build  ye  Houfes,  and 
dwell  in  them,  and  plant  Gardens,  and  eat  the  Fruit  of 
them,  Take  ye  Wives,  and  beget  Sons  and  Daughters, 
and  take  Wives  for  your  Sons,  and  give  your  Daughters 
to  Hujbands,  that  they  may  bear  Sons  and  Daughters, 
that  ye  may  be  increafed  there,  and  not  di minified  j  and 
then  he  adds  in  the  Text,  Seek  the  Peace  of  the  City, 
whither  I  have  caufed  you  to  be  carried  away  Captives, 
and  pray  unto  the  Lord  for  it :  For  in  the  Peace  thereof 
ye  JJjall  have  Peace, 

There  is  fomething  in  this  Sentiment  very  ftrik- 
ing,  and  worthy  of  our  Attention  :  both  as  it  con- 
veys a  proper  Leflbn  in  general,  not  to  yield  too 
much  under  the  Weight  of  our  Misfortunes,  and 
give  ourfelves  up  to  Mifery,  but  to  endeavour  to  raife 
our  Spirits,  turning  our  Calamities  into  fuch  Advan- 
tage as  they  are  capable  of  producing  j  and  more 
efpecially  as  it  recommends  to  us  the  Principles  and 
Maxims  of  an  enlarged  and  noble  Policy,  founded  on 
the  true  Nature  of  Society,  and  unreftrained  by  thofe 
Boundaries  and  narrow  Circumfcriptions,  which 
are  deftructive  of  public  and  national  Interefts.  I 
mall  firft  confider  what  thefe  are :  and  then  make 
fome  Obfervations  upon  them  not  foreign  to  the  pub- 
lic-fpirked  Inititution  we  are  met  this  Day  to  pro- 
mote. 
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The  principal  Point  to  which  the  Prophet  forms 
his  Advice  is,  that  the  Captives  might  render  their 
prefent  Situation  as  tolerable  as  the  Nature  of  it 
would  admit ;  and  the  Means  recommended  are,  their 
performing  fuch  Services,  and  acting  fuch  ufeful 
Parts  towards  the  State,  as  could  not  fail  to  remove 
the  Contempt  their  new  Maflers  had  formed  of  them, 
and  to  conciliate  their  Regards.  He  made  no  doubt 
that  fo  large  an  Acquifition  of  new  Members  in  the 
Commonwealth,  would  be  highly  acceptable  to  any 
well  conflituted  Government  -,  but  he  was  aware  that 
thefe  dejected  People,  in  fullen  and  morofe  Indigna- 
tion, might  refent  their  Bondage,  and  remain  an  ufe- 
Iefs  Burthen  where  they  were  fixed :  This  of  Courfe 
would  have  excited  the  Wrath  of  their  powerful  Ad- 
verfaries,  and  might  have  produced  Severities  even 
too  heavy  for  their  prefent  Punifhment. 

H  e  firfl  directs  them  therefore  to  mix  and  incor- 
porate with  their  new  Maflers,  as  far  as  their  own 
national  Conflitutions  would  admit.  By  building 
Houfes  they  would  fliew  an  early  Confidence  and 
Acquiefcence  in  the  new  Government  they  were  fub- 
ject  to  j  and  this  moreover  would  be  particularly 
pleafing  to  the  King  of  Babylon^  who  prided  himfelf 
upon  inlarging  his  City,  and  extending  its  Buildings : 
By  Marriages  they  would  of  Courfe  occafion  an  Ac- 
cefs  of  Strength ;  as  in  the  Multitude  of  People  is  the 
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King's  Honour  ;  but  in  the  Want  of  People  is  the  Deflruc- 
tion  of  the  Prince :  (Prov.  xxiv.  28.)  and  by  tilling  their 
Lands,  they  would  give  infallible  Proof  of  their  Induf- 
try  and  Labour,  and  be  an  abundant  Source  of  Plenty 
and  Wealth  to  the  Country  they  inhabited.  By  thefe 
Meafures  they  would  do  important  Service  to  Society  -, 
and  they  themfelves,  from  being  engaged  in  fuch  Em- 
ployment, would  at  length  contract  fome  Affection 
for  their  new  Country  j  and  begin  lefs  to  perceive 
and  lament  the  Diftaiace  and  Want  of  their  own. 
And  we  find  that  this  actually  took  Place  j  and  Num- 
bers of  them  were  {o  mixed  and  blended  in  the  Cities 
where  they  dwelt,  that  they  never  returned  into  their 
own  Country. 

A  f  t  e  R  having,  by  thefe  Directions,  formed  them 
into  proper  Inhabitants  of  the  Country,  the  Prophet 
then  adds  his  Advice  to  them,  as  Subjects  of  the  Go- 
vernment :  Seek  ye  the  Peace  of  the  City.  And  in  this 
he  points  out  to  them  the  Obligations  they  were  un- 
der, not  only  to  fubmit  willingly  to  the  Laws  and 
civil  Authority  of  the  Nation  to  which  they  were 
fubject,  but  that  they  mould  do  their  utmoft  to  fup- 
port  the  Eftablifhment,  and  confult  the  Peace,  and 
Plenty,  and  Dignity  thereof. 

This  is  the  Voice  of  Reafon,  and  arifes  out  of 
the  very  Nature  of  civil  Government.  Men  who  are 
received  into  Society,  and  expect  to  be  protected  in 
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their  Rights  and  Property,  become  Members  of  that 
Community ;  they  are  Parts  of  the  Whole,  they  have 
their  refpeetive  Functions  to  execute,  and  by  their 
Conduct  form  the  Happinefs  of  the  Body  Politic. 
Happinefs  is  to  the  focial  Body,  what  Health  is  to 
the  natural  one :  Thefe  are  the  true  Ends  and  moil 
defireable  State  of  each  ;  and  thefe  Ends  in  both  are 
to  be  attained  by  the  fame  Methods,  by  all  the  Parts 
executing  duly  the  various  Offices  which  belong  to, 
and  were  appointed  for  them  :  By  the  Neglect  and 
notorious  Failure  from  any  of  thefe,  the  good  Condi- 
tion of  the  Whole  is  affected,  and  impaired.  When 
Men  entered  firff  into  Society,  the  primary  End  was 
indifputably  private  Security ;  but  when  national 
Communities  were  formed,  then  arofe  other  great 
Objects  of  their  Attention,  the  Safety,  the  Happi- 
nefs, and  the  Honour  of  the  Public ;  and  a  if  eady 
and  united  Purfuit  of  thefe  great  Ends,  became  the 
Duty  of  Individuals. 

The  Government  of  this  Country  of  Babylon  was  an 
arbitrary  one,  and  the  Plead  of  it  wicked  and  tyran- 
nical; but  the  Prophet's  Advice  and  Direction  fuggeft, 
that  fuch  Powers,  as  they  are  the  Ordinance  of  God, 
(Rom.xm.  i .)  are,  in  the  ordinary  Courfe  of  Things,  to 
be  fupported.  It  has  been  properly  obferved,  that 
the  worft  Governments  are  better  than  none  at  all. 
The  very  worft  cannot  fubfift  without  Laws  founded 
on  Truth  and  Equity,  by  which  Men  are  much  more 
happily  provided  for,  than  they  can  be  by  Anarchy 
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and  Confufion :  and  the  fatal  Confequences  of  a  Dif- 
ibiution,  or  Subverfion  of  a  Constitution,  are  fuffi- 
cient  Reafons  for  our  fupporting  it,  be  its  Nature 
and  Formation  what  it  will.  It  muft  be  left  to  God 
alone  to  judge  how  long  fuch  a  Form  mould  fubfiit ; 
whilft  it  does  fubfift,  the  private  Judgment  of  Indi- 
viduals is  not  to  determine  what  degree  of  Subser- 
viency is  due  to  it :  Its  Security  from  hoftile  Force, 
its  Reputation  abroad,  the  Cultivation  of  its  Trade, 
its  internal  Improvement,  its  Wealth  and  its  Gran- 
deur, are  to  be  the  joint  Aim,  and  uniform  Labour 
of  all  who  live  under  its  Protection. 

And,  that  this  might  not  feem  a  forced  and  re- 
trained Submiflion,  put  on  through  Fear,  and  not 
the  genuine  Dictate  of  their  Heart,  the  Prophet  adds 
to  his  Instructions,  that  they  mould  pray  unto  the 
Lord  for  it :  He  makes,  you  fee,  Religion  a  necef- 
fary  Part  of  the  Duty  of  every  faithful  Subject  j  and 
intimates,  that  no  Man  can  be  a  true  Friend  to  his 
Country  who  does  not  keep  up  an  Intercourfe  and  an 
Intereft  with  Heaven  for  its  Prefervation.  To  the 
fame  Purpofe  Chriftianity  prefcribes,  that  Supplica- 
tions, Prayers,  and  Inter  cefjions,  be  made  for  Kings, 
and  all  that  are  in  Authority,  (i  Tim.  ii.  i.)  The 
Nature  of  the  Governments,  and  the  Difpofition  of 
the  Rulers  of  them,  were,  in  the  Apoftle's  Time, 
full  as  opprerhve  as  in  the  Times  of  the  Prophet,  and 
yet  they  both  concur  in  prefcribing  this  Duty,  and 
give  the  fame  Reafon,  that  ye  may  lead  a  peaceable 
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Life,  fays  the  former ;  that  ye  may  have  Peace  >  fays 
the  latter.  It  is  indeed  a  fundamental  Duty,  that  we 
fhould  incefTantly  implore  the  Protection  and  Blef- 
fing  of  Heaven,  that  we  may  live  in  Security,  and  a 
full  Enjoyment  of  thole  good  Things  which,  without 
G  o  d's  continual  Providence,  we  can  never  depend 
upon.  And  as  the  Happinefs  of  Life  altogether 
arifes  from  the  Benefits  of  Society,  and  the  Benefits 
of  Society  are  produced  by  a  due  Execution  of  the 
Laws,  and  Administration  of  the  Authority  of  thofe 
who  prefide  over  us,  it  is  incumbent  upon  us  to  beg 
the  divine  Affiftance  upon  their  Labours,  for  the 
more  eafy  and  effectual  Difcharge  of  fo  important  a 
Talk. 

It  might  feem  harm  to  a  Nation,  convinced  by 
perpetual  Proofs  that  its  own  Religion  was  the  true 
one,  to  be  directed  to  fend  up  their  Prayers  to  Hea- 
ven, for  the  Prefervation  and  Profperity  of  a  King 
and  Kingdom  involved  in  the  Profeflion  of  the  grofF- 
eft  Superftition  and  Idolatry.  But  the  Advice  given 
does  not  imply,  that  they  fhould  either  approve  of 
Idolatry,  or  by  their  Prayers  feek  the  Eftablifhment 
of  it.  Their  own  private  Endeavours,  and  their  In- 
terceffion  with  Heaven  for  the  divine  Affiftance, 
were  for  the  Support  of  the  Civil  Government  only  : 
And,  befides  the  Duty,  there  was  the  greater!  Pro- 
priety in  fo  doing  >  for  by  it  they  could  not  but  give 
a  very  favourable  Idea  of  the  Jewifi  Religion,  of 
whofe  contracted  and  intolerant  Nature  the  Idolaters 
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had  received  ftrong  Impreffions :  It  would  certainly 
difpofe  thefe  latter  readily  to  connive  at  the  Profes- 
sion of  a  Religion,  whofe  catholic  Spirit  was  fo  ma- 
nifefted  by  their  praying  for  their  Enemies,  as  it 
would  convince  them,  that  the  Eflablifhment  need 
not  fear  any  Disturbance  from  that  Quarter.  It  was 
enough  for  the  Policy  of  thofe  Times,  that  Men 
faithfully  executed  their  refpec~live  Duties  in  the  State, 
and  quietly  performed  the  Offices  of  their  Religion, 
without  molefting  the  eftablifhed  Faith.  It  was  re- 
ferved  for  the  falfe  Principles  of  corrupted  Christia- 
nity to  require,  that  Men  fhould  unite  in  religious 
Opinions,  in  order  to  their  becoming  good  Subjects ; 
and  that  the  Magistrate  fhould  prefcribe  the  National 
Faith,  with  Penalties  upon  DifTent  j  by  which  means 
numberlefs  ufeful  and  valuable  Subjects  have  been 
forced  from  their  Home,  to  feek  Peace  and  Quiet  to 
their  Confciences,  under  more  mild  and  more  Chrif- 
tian  Constitutions. 

These  were  Instructions  given  by  a  Jewifi  Pro- 
phet to  his  Countrymen  -,  and  they  might  give  a 
more  juft  and  equitable  Idea  of  the  Spirit  and  Tem- 
per of  HIM  who  gave,  and  of  thofe  who  preached, 
the  Jewifi  Law  and  Religion,  than  the  Enemies  of 
Revelation  are  willing  to  entertain ;  though,  for  Rea- 
fons  justifiable  in  all  Respects,  the  Institution  was 
local  and  partial,  and  contained  fomc  Things  in  it 
contrary  to  the  general  turn  of  human  Policy.  They 
contain  Duties  incumbent  on  all  Subjects ;  fuch  as 
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arc  founded  on  the  Nature  of  civil  Society  j  and,  like 
all  other  Duties,  have  their  Intercfts  mfeparably  con- 
nected with  them,  The  Prophet  clofes  up  the  Ad- 
vice by  adding,  In  the  Peace  t hereof  ye  Jhall  have 
Peace:  If  by  your  Induftry,  and  a  due Difcharge  of 
your  refpective  Callings,  the  Nation  is  inriched,  you 
will  likewife  partake  of  its  Increafe  and  Plenty ;  if 
you  Till  and  Cultivate  the  Land,  you  will  of  courfe 
eat  the  Fruit  thereof;  if  by  your  Fidelity  Govern- 
ment is  fupported,  your  Perfon  and  Property  derive 
the  greater  Security  from  thence ;  and  if  by  the  Effi- 
cacy of  your  Prayers  the  divine  Favours  are  fhower- 
ed  down  on  the  Community,  they  are  gracious  Re- 
turns to  the  Piety  of  every  Individual. 

But  if  thefe  Directions  were,  by  the  Prophet's 
Authority,  enforced  on  thefe  Captives,  who  came  with 
the  ftrongeft  Prejudices  and  Averfion  againft  this  new 
Country  arrd  its  Inhabitants  ;  how  much  more  obli- 
gatory rauft  they  be  on  Thofe  who  are  original  Sub- 
jects of  a  Government  ?  Here  the  Workings  of  Na- 
ture confpire  with  Duty,  to  confult  the  Intereft  and 
Happinefs  of  our  Mother-Country.  Providence  has 
formed  us  fufceptible  of  the  ftrongeft  Attachments 
to  it,  and  this  common  Object  of  our  Love  cements 
us  one  with  the  other.  The  Mountains  and  the 
Vallies,  the  Rivers  and  the  very  Soil  gain  our  Affec- 
tions ;  and  its  very  Defects,  in  our  Eftimation,  are 
Beauties  and  Graces. 
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And  in  This  Providence  has  been  Singularly  kind, 
that  thefe  Connections  and  Attachments  are  not  lef- 
fened  by  any  Companions  made  between  one  Coun- 
try and  another.  The  parched  African^  under  a 
defpotic  Yoke,  is  not  lei's  fond  of  his  Situation,  than 
an  EngHJhman  enjoying  his  temperate  Climate,  under 
a  Patriot  King.  By  thefe  local  Attachments,  and 
national  Unions,  the  wife  Author  of  Nature  car- 
ries on  the  Improvement  of  the  various  Parts  of 
the  Creation,  which,  without  them,  would  be  left 
defolate  and  uncultivated.  Nor  do  we  fee  that  any 
ill  Effects  arife  from  this  partial  fort  of  Affection  j 
or  that  it  counteracts  the  general  Spirit  of  Benevo- 
lence towards  the  Whole  of  our  Species  j  any  more 
than  private  Friendfhip  affects  the  Love  of  our 
Country ;  or  Family  Affections  prevent  the  contract- 
ing of  private  Friendships.  Love  and  Benevolence 
are  the  Points  from  whence  fpring  all  thefe  particu- 
lar Affections  5  and  they  may  be  confidered  as  fo 
many  concentric  Circles,  more  or  lefs  extended  in 
their  Formation,  but  all  fimilar  in  their  Parts,  and 
clear  of  any  Interfection. 

Under  this  Impulfe  of  Nature,  and  with  a  View 
to  the  various  and  reciprocal  Advantages  arifmg  from 
it,  Men  unite  in  Society,  and  mutually  concur  in 
eftablifhing  the  Security,  and  advancing  the  Happi- 
nefs  of  the  Government  they  live  under.  Notwith- 
standing this,  we  have  an  Inftance  in  our  ownCoun- 
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try,  in  which  the  Impulfe  of  Nature,  every  local  At- 
tachment, and  each  focial  Duty  and  Intereft,  can  be 
fuperfeded  by  the  baneful  Influence  of  a  corrupted 
Religion.  And,  though  born  upon  the  fame  Spot, 
and  in  an  equal  Capacity  of  enjoying  every  Advan- 
tage in  common  with  their  Fellow-Subjects,  great 
Numbers  of  our  Countrymen  live  in  conftant  En- 
mity with  us ;  form  a  Schifm  in  the  Body  Politic,  of 
the  moft  dangerous  and  deftructive  Kind ;  and,  in 
every  Refpect,  counteract  the  judicious  Directions 
given  by  the  Prophet,  concerning  the  Part  every  Man 
fhould  take  in  the  Service  of  the  Country  in  which 
he  is  placed. 

This  Evil  indeed  does  not  appear  fo  confiderable 
in  this  our  native  Ifland,  as  the  Number  of  Papifts 
do  not  bear  any  Proportion  to  thofe  of  the  eftabliih- 
ed  Religion:  But  in  an  adjacent  Country,  this  Cala- 
mity appears  in  fo  formidable  a  Shape,  as  to  call  for 
public  Redrefs.  A  very  large  Part  of  the  Inhabi- 
tants, I  think,  in  the  loweft  Computation,  four  to 
one,  are  bred  under  the  ftrongeft  Averfion  to  the 
Laws,  the  Authority,  and  the  Conftitution  of  their 
Country.  They  are  taught  that  the  Government  is 
illegal,  and  the  eitablifhed  Religion  falfe ;  and  that 
it  is  their  Bufinefs,  and  their  Duty,  to  overturn  them 
both. 

Instructed  with  thefe  Sentiments,  inftead  of 
incorporating  or  uniting  with  their  Fellow-Citizens, 

they 
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they  withdraw  from  the  public  Service  and  Improve- 
ment. If  by  Marriage  they  increafe  their  Numbers, 
thofe  Numbers  only  make  a  more  formidable  Sepa- 
ration. Inftead  of  tilling  and  cultivating  their  Lands, 
they  choofe  to  live  an  idle  and  unprofitable  Life,  left 
the  Community  mould  be  benefited  by  their  Labour ; 
and,  like  the  Jewifh  Captives  in  Babylon ,  they  are 
taught  by  falfe  Prophets  amongft  them,  that  the  Time 
is  at  Hand,  when  they  fhall  be  reftored  to  their  an- 
tient  Inheritance,  of  which  at  prefent  they  are  un- 
juftly  di veiled.  Inftead  of  feeking  the  Peace  of  the 
City  where  they  dwell,  they  either  continue  at  home 
ready  with  open  Arms  to  receive  the  invading  Ene- 
my, or  elfe  they  transfer  themfelves  early  abroad, 
and  form  the  fierceft  Battalions  in  their  Camp.  It 
is  not  to  be  imagined  that,  acluated  by  this  Spirit, 
they  can  apply  to  Heaven  for  its  Bleffings  on  the  Na- 
tion. No ;  they  entreat  the  Almighty  to  blaft  our 
Endeavours  for  its  Security,  and  pioufly  devote  it  to 
Deftruction. 

What  a  wretched  State  is  this  to  themfelves ; 
how  dangerous  to  the  Public  ?  Unfeeling  of  all  thofe 
pleafing  Senfations  other  Men  enjoy  at  the  encreaf- 
ing  Profperity  of  their  native  Home,  they  are 
happy  only  in  the  public  Danger,  and  gain  Hopes 
only  from  its  Ruin.  There  is  perhaps  no  Inftance 
fimilar  to  this  in  any  other  Country  in  the  World, 
where  Men  are  taught  to  difavow  the  Authority 
of  the   Government   they  live  under ;    and    upon 
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Principle,  endeavour  to  fubvert  the  Conftitution. 
The  Proteftants  in  France,  whilft  they  can  with  Im- 
punity perform  their  religious  Duties,  feek  not  to 
diflurb  the  Repofe  of  their  Country :  they  unite  in 
rejoicing  at  its  Happinefs,  and  in  the  Increafe  of  its 
Glory.  And  where  are  there  to  be  found  more  faith- 
ful Subjects,  or  more  truly  ferviceable,  in  Times  of 
real  Danger,  than  in  the  Proteftants  of  Hungary, 
though  labouring  under  perpetual  Oppreffion  from 
their  inveterate  Enemies  ?  It  is  the  intolerant  Spirit 
of  Popery  only,  that  undertakes  to  withdraw  from 
Subjects  the  Allegiance  due  to  their  King  and  Coun- 
try, and  to  transfer  it  whither  it  belt  fuits  its  cruel 
and  ambitious  Purpofes.  I  do  not  fay  that  there 
may  not  be  fome  Individuals  profefling  that  Religion, 
who,  either  foothed  by  the  Lenity  and  Indulgence  of 
the  Government  they  live  under,  or  overcome  by  the 
Force  of  natural  Temper,  fuperfeding  the  evil  Prin- 
ciples with  which  they  are  educated,  may,  in  Times 
of  Tranquility,  acquiefce  under  it,  and  feem  not  wil- 
lingly to  covet  an  Exchange ;  but  the  Spirit  and  Te- 
nor of  their  Religion  points  that  way  -3  and  whenever 
a  fair  Opportunity  offered,  even  thefe  would  moll 
heartily  concur  in  promoting  the  Catholic  Caufe. 

To  remedy  this  grievous  Evil,  unknown  in  any 
other  Country,  the  Inftitution  of  the  Protestant 
Charter  Schools  was  formed ;  for  the  Support  and 
Succefs  of  which  we  are  met  on  this  Solemnity,  to 
implore  the  divine  Affiftance,  and  to  excite  the  Bene- 
volence 
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volence  of  our  Fellow-Citizens,  who  are  equally  con- 
cerned in  the  great  Event.  This  Method  feems  to 
be  the  moil  proper,  and  the  moft  effectual,  that  could 
be  thought  of.  To  endeavour  to  force  Men  into  a 
Profeffion  of  any  Sentiments,  and  to  require,  by  Acls 
of  Violence,  an  Unity  of  Opinion,  is  not  the  proper 
Way  for  Proteflants  to  acl:  in,  for  the  mbduing 
their  religious  Enemies.  This  is,  or  ought  to  be  at 
leaft,  the  appropriated  Warfare  of  the  Church  of 
Ro?nc.  And  it  is  evident,  that  it  would  be  altoge- 
ther ineffectual  to  attempt  the  Converfion  of  thofe 
that  have  long  imbibed  the  Prejudices  of  their  Party, 
are  grown  old  in  their  Averflons,  and  are  become 
incapable  of  receiving  the  Light.  And  indeed,  this 
Method  of  inftrucYmg  their  Children,  the  only  Pro- 
fpecl  remaining  for  the  Accomplishment  of  fo  great 
a  Defign,  feemed  to  be  attended  with  infuperable 
Difficulty.  To  have  forced  them  away  from  their 
Parents,  would  have  been  inconfiflent  with  the  Tem- 
per of  our  Religion,  and  would  certainly  have  been 
retorted  upon  us  in  Popifh  Countries ;  whilfl  there 
was  little  Reafon  to  imagine,  that  the  Parent  would 
refign  up  his  Offspring,  into  the  Power  of  thofe 
againft  whom  he  had  fo  flrong  a  Difgufl,  to  be  in- 
ftructed  in  the  Principles  of  a  falfe  Religion. 

And  yet  fo  it  is ;  the  wife  Providence  of  God  has 
overcome  what  feemed  almoft.  invincible  in  the  firft 
Attempt.     Thefe   wretched  People,  poor  and  defti- 
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tute  through  their  own  Folly  and  Idleness,  however 
darkened  in  their  Underftanding  about  the  Truths  of 
their  Profeffion,  yet,  flruck  with  the  Humanity  and 
Tendernefs  of  the  Inftitution,  fubmit  to  its  Rules, 
and  with  Comfort  and  Confidence  entruft  their  Chil- 
dren to  be  thus  educated.  The  Goodnefs  of  Nature 
we  fee,  breaks  through  all  the  cruel  Inftruction  of 
their  Priefls.  They  feem  aflured  from  daily  Ex- 
perience, that,  thus  far  at  leaft,  the  Religion  of 
Proteflants  is  not  erroneous. 

The  Nature,  Conftitution,  and  Method  of  con- 
ducting thefe  Schools,  have  been  often  explained, 
and  are  now  well  known,  and  the  bell  Effects  may 
be  expected  from  them.  Labour  and  Induftry  will 
be  taught  thefe  Children  from  their  Infancy,  and 
Truth  and  Fidelity  will  grow  up  with  them,  and  in- 
creafe  with  their  Years.  They  will  fee,  when  their 
Underftanding  is  ripened  enough  to  difcern  fuch 
Things,  that  whatever  the  corrupted  Part  of  Chrif- 
tianity  may  teach,  no  Religion  does  with  fuch  Exact- 
nefs  fet  forth  the  NecefTity  of  Subordination,  better 
reconcile  the  Inferiority  of  Station  to  the  Mind,  dic- 
tate Patience  and  Contentment  in  the  lower  Offices 
of  Life,  with  ftronger  Motives,  or  enforce  Induftry 
and  AfTiduity  in  our  refpective  Callings  with  jufter 
Reafoning,  than  the  true  Religion  of  Chrift.  They 
will  learn,  that  Monadic  Lazinefs,  and  ufelefs  Secef- 
fions  from  the  World,  are  the  Doctrines  of  the  Re- 
ligion 
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ligion  they  Have  happily  efcaped  from  ;  and  that  we 
are  then  effentially  performing  the  Will  of  our  great 
Creator,  when  we  confcientioufly  difeharge  the  Offi- 
ces of  this  Life,  which  are  all  fo  far  honourable  as 
they  contribute  to  the  Welfare  and  Happinefs  of  the 
Whole.     By  thefe  Inflitutions  they  will  be  taught, 
the  Distinction  between  a  Subject  and  a  Slave  j  they 
will  fee  how  confident  true  Government  is  with  the 
effential  Liberties  of  Mankind ;  they  will  behold  them 
preferved  in  the  jufleft  Balance  by  an  Englifi  Confti- 
tution ;  and  protected  by  the  mofl  upright,  and  moil 
gracious  of  Princes.     Above  all,  they  will  learn  the 
true  Nature  of  the  Chriflian  Religion ;  how  admi- 
rably it  is  adapted  to  improve  the  Happinefs  of  Man- 
kind in  this  World  ;  how  friendly  it  is  to  the  Liber- 
ties of  the  People,  whilfl  it  places  Authority  on  its 
true  Foundations.     They  will  learn,  that  it  is  peace- 
able and  gentle,  and  prefcribes  univerfal  Benevolence 
as  a  Touchftone  of  its  Truth.     They  will  with  little 
Pains  be  taught,  how  eafily  its  Precepts  are  recon- 
cileable  with  Practice,  to  Minds  yet  unvitiated ;  how 
highly  claiming  our  Belief  of  its  fublimer  Doctrines, 
when  drawn  unmixed  from  the  Fountain  of  Truth  j 
how  chafte  and  fimple  in  its  external  Drefs ;  how  de- 
cent in  its  Rites ;  how  orderly  in  its  Ceremonies ; 
how  perfect  in  itfelf ;  and  how  independent  of  the 
Will  of  depraved  and  interefted  Men,  for  the  un- 
locking of  its  Myfteries,  or  the  difpenfmg  of  its  Be- 
nefits.

W  h  e  n  they  have  heen  taught  the  Value  of  thefe 
important  Bleflings,  efpecially  when  their  Years  ena- 
ble them  to  perceive  their  comparative  Excellency, 
in  relpecl  to  theDarknefs  and  Corruption  from  which, 
by  a  gracious  Act  of  Providence,  they  have  happily 
been  releafed,  they  cannot  but  love  and  reverence  a 
Conftitution  lb  Angularly  blefled  with  civil  and  reli- 
gious Liberty  j  they  muft  feel  for  its  Prefervation ; 
and  be  ready  to  vindicate  it  on  every  Emergency. 

It  is  upon  this  Confideration,  I  apprehend,  that 
the  Plan  of  thefe  Charter  Schools  proceeds :  that 
Men,  who  would  othervvife  be  bred  in  the  contrary 
Notions,  be  taught  to  know  and  value  the  Happi- 
nefs  of  a  Proteftant  Government,  and  by  that  Means 
become  real  Friends,  inftead  of  Enemies.     Merely 
to  diffent  from  the  National  Religion,  does  not  alarm 
a  free  Community ;  which  does  not  require  that  Simi- 
larity of  Worfhip,  fo  precifely  commanded  by  fome 
other  Governments.     And,  however  earnefl  and  fo- 
licitous  every  true  Proteftant  muft  be,  to  gain  over, 
by  the  ordinary  Methods  of  Reafoning  and  Perfua- 
fion,  any  Profelytes  from  the  dangerous  Errors  of  that 
falfe  Religion  j  yet  the  Public  would  have  indulged 
them  in  their  Belief,  and  have  let  them  enjoyed,  un- 
noticed, the  Delufions  and  Vanities  of  their  Priefts, 
were  there  not  fuch  a  Mixture  of  falfe  Politics  with 
that  corrupted  Faith  ;  and  fuch  a  Angular  Antipathy 
in  it  to  the  civil  Liberties  of  this  Country,  that  it 

became 
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became  a  very  important  and  national  Concern  to 
remove  the  Evil.  It  is  the  engrafting  Cruelty  on  the 
mofl  humane  and  merciful  Doctrines  of  Chrift ;  it  is 
the  Claim  of  difpenfing  with  the  immutable  Decrees 
of  Heaven,  and,  by  that  Means,  unfettling  all  mo- 
ral and  civil  Obligation ;  it  is  their  fubverting  King- 
doms, and,  by  all  kind  of  Artifice,  and  every  degree 
of  Compulfion,  endeavouring  to  extend  the  Pale  of 
their  Church,  that  oblige  Proteftants  to  ufe  every 
juftifiable  Method  of  preventing  thefe  Mifchiefs. 

Dreading  the  Effects  of  thofe  Principles,  whilft 
they  are  furrounded  with  fuch  Multitudes  of  igno- 
rant and  barbarous  Enemies,  ready  to  overwhelm 
them,  when  aided  and  directed  by  foreign  Force,  the 
Proteftants  of  Ireland  have  projected  this  Benevolent 
and  Chriftian  Method  of  overcoming  their  Foes  : 
and,  not  being  fufficient  themfelves  for  the  great  Ex- 
pence  attending  the  effectual  Accomplifhment  of 
their  Defign,  they  call  upon  Us,  allied  to  them  by  all 
the  Bonds  of  Union,  by  Blood,  by  Religion,  by  Laws., 
by  our  common  Advantages,  and  by  our  common 
Dangers,  that  we  would  aflift  them  with  our  Con- 
tributions. This  brave  and  Proteftant  People,  felt 
the  expiring  Struggles  of  that  relentlefs  Party,  and 
dread  the  moft  diftant  Profpects  of  its  Recovery  :  It 
was  the  Happinefs  of  this  Kingdom,  fcarce  to  have 
known  the  Evil  before  it  was  removed  from  us  j  and 
that  makes  fome  of  us  too  focn  forget  the  Hand  of 
Providence,    that  fo    gracioufly  interpofed   for  our 
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Efcape ;  and  the  glorious  Imtrument  employed  for 
that  important  Purpofe. 

E  u  t  if  ever  there  can  be  a  Neceftity  of  recollect- 
ing the  Danger  we  were  in  from  that  Quarter,  and 
reviving  the  Spirit  that  fhewed  itfclf  in  Abhorrence 
of  Popifh  Slavery  and  Superflition,  it  is  at  this  Time, 
when  a  Variety  of  Alarms  at  prefent  furround  us. 
We  hear  with  Pain  of  powerful  Princes,  whofe  Fa- 
milies have  long  been  fleady  and  uniform  in  the  Sup- 
port of  the  Truth,  deluded  into  the  oppofite  Intereft; 
we  have  lately  been  informed  of  a  flourifhing  Semi- 
nary of  Proteflantifm  in  another  great  Kingdom  be- 
ing totally  deflroyed,  and  its  Funds  cut  off  by  pub- 
lic Authority,  by  a  Power  which  owes  the  Preferva- 
tion  of  its  Crown  to  its  own  Proteflant  Subjects,  and 
its  Proteflant  Allies.  Thefe  melancholy  Events  we 
muff  fecretly  lament,  unable  either  to  prevent  or  re- 
medy them.  But  whilfl  this  fierce  and  imbittered 
Spirit  keeps  working  within  our  own  Bowels,  whilfl 
it  is  the  general  Apprehenfion,  that  the  great  Enemy 
of  the  Peace  and  Happinefs  of  Britain,  has  thought 
it  the  mofl  effectual  Way  of  annoying  us,  to  take 
the  Advantage  of  this  weak  Part  of  our  Sifter  Ifland, 
it  behoves  us  to  try  every  Method,  compatible  with 
Proteflant  Principles,  to  fubdue  or  to  remove  it. 

There  are  fome  of  fuch  contracted  Minds,  that 
they  do  not  regard  what  does  not  immediately  affect 
them,  or  fall  within  the  narrow  Compafs  of  their 

own

own  little  Interefts;  but  the  generous,  the  public- 
fpirited,  thofe  who  take  into  Confideration  the  Con- 
nections and  Dependencies  of  one  State  upon  ano- 
ther, and  fearch  into  the  more  remote  but  certain 
Confequences  of  Things,  muft  fee  how  nearly  we  are 
concerned  in  the  Prefervation  and  Profperity  of  that 
Ifland.     They  will  with  Pleafure  obferve,  that,  by 
giving  a  chearful  Support  towards  this  ufeful  and 
national  Charity,  they  give  Light  to  the  Blind,  and 
Bread    and  Cloathing  to  the  Hungry  and  Naked. 
They  fupply  an  extenfive  and  uncultivated  Country 
with  vigorous  and  induftrious  Hands  for  its  Improve- 
ment i  they  create,  as  it  were,  faithful  Subjects  out 
of  the  Dregs  of  Popery  and  Difaffection ;  and  they 
ftrengthen  and  enrich  a  free  and  brave  People,  whofe 
Merit,  with  all  true  EngliJJ:me?iy  muft  ever  be,  their 
firm,  and  uniform,   and  undirTembled  Loyalty  and 
Affection  to  the  common  Father  of  both  Countries. 

May  the  Almighty  blefs  and  profper  this  impor- 
tant Work  in  your  Hands,  and  incline  the  Hearts  of 
the  Pious  and  Benevolent  to  affift  you  in  thus  pro- 
moting his  Glory,  and  the  Good  of  Mankind,  through 
JfsusChrist  our  Saviour  and  Redeemer,  to  whom, 
with  the  Father,  &V.

GEORGE  the  Second,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, France,  and  Ireland,  King,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  &c. 
—To  all  Perfons  to  whom  thefe  Prefents  fliall  come.— For- 
afmuch  as  we  have  received  Information  by  the  Petition  of  the  Lord 
Primate,  Lord  Chancellor,  Archbifhops, Noblemen,  Bifhops,  Judges, 
Gentry,  and  Clergy  of  our  Kingdom  of  Ireland,  That  in  many  Parts 
of  the  faid  Kingdom  there  are  great  T rafts  of  Land  almofl  intirely 
inhabited  by  Papifts,  who  are  kept  by  their  Clergy  in  great  Ignorance 
of  the  true  Religion,  and  bred  up  in  great  DifafFection  to  the  Go- 
vernment :  That  the  Erecting  of  Englif  h  Proteftant  Schools  in  thofe 
Places,  is  abfolutcly  necefTary  for  their  Converfion;  that  the  Englifh 
Pariih  Schools  already  eftablifhed,  are  not  fufflcient  for  that  Pur- 
pofej  nor  can  the  Refidence  of  the  Parochial  Clergy  only,  fully 
anfvver  that  End. 

D  2  To 
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To  the  Intent  therefore,  that  the  Children  of  the  Popifh,  ; 
other  poor  Natives  of  the  faid  Kingdom,  may  be  initructed  in 
Engliih  Tongue,  and  the  Principles  of  true  Religion  and  Loya 
and  that  fo  good  a  Defign  may  the  more  effectually  be  carried 
The  Lord  Lieutenant,  and  fome  of  the  chief  Nobility,  Gentry, 
Clergy  of  the  faid  Kingdom,  are  appointed  CommiiTioners  to  ( 
cute  thePurpofes  of  this  Charter,  and  have  a  Power  to  elect  otl 
in  the  Room  of  their  deceafed  Members;  and  are  confritute 
Corporation  or  Body  Politic,  by  the  Name  of  The  Incorporated 
ciety  in  Dublin,  for  promoting  Engliih  Proteftant  Schools  in 
land :  And  are  capable  to  receive  and  enjoy  in  Fee,  and  in  Pei 
tuity,  any  Manors,  Lands,  Tenements,  &c.  the  fame  not  exa 
ing  the  Value  of  Two  Thoufand  Pounds  per  Annum,  and  any  Si 
or  Sums  of  Money,  that  (hall  be  given  them  by  any  Perfon  or  1 
fons,  Bodies  Politic  and  Corporate,  &c.  to  be  applied  for  the  E 
blifhing  and  Supporting  Englifh  Proteftant  Schools,  in  fuch  PI, 
of  tlie  Kingdom  as  they  fhall  think  proper. 

The  faid  Society  is  impowered  to  nominate  and  appoint  Sch< 
mafters  and  SchoolmiftrefTes,  to  be  approved  and  licenfed  by 
Archbiihops  and  Bifhops  refpectively,  to  continue  during  the  P 
fure  of  the  faid  Society ;  who  are  to  be  fupported  by  the  Soci 
and  provided  with  all  Things  necefTary  for  the  Inftruction  of 
poor  Children  in  the  Principles  of  the  Proteftant  Religion,  R( 
ing,  Writing,  and  Arithmetic  -,  as  likewife  with  proper  Books, 
all  necefTary  Materials  fit  for  teaching  them  Hufbandry,  Houfevv 
ry,  Trades,  Manufactures,  6cc.  in  order  to  bring  them  up  to  Vir 
Labour,  and  Induftry. 

The  Society  is  likewife  impowered  to  nominate  Perfons  to  rec 
Subfcriptions,  Benefactions,  &c.  in  any  Part  of  his  Majefty's  Do 

nions,  from  all  well-difpofed  Perfons The  Society  may  elect 

admit  Subfcribers  (being  Proteftants)  to  be  Members,  to  affiii 
tarrying  on  the  Defign  aforefaid.

REV    I    E    W 

OF    THE 

Rife  and  Progrefs  of  the  Incorporated  Society  in  Dub- 
lin, for  Promoting  Englijh  Proteftant  Schools  in 
Ireland,  from  the  Opening  of  His  Majefty's  Royal 
Charter,  February  6th,  1733,  to  March  25th,  1755. 

THE  flow  Advances  which  the  Proteftant  Religion,  and  a  Spirit 
of  Induftry,  have  made  among  the  common  People  of  Ireland, 
for  an  Age  paft,  being  obferved  by  fome  worthy  Perfons  of 
this  Kingdom,  they  formed  themfelves  into  a  voluntary  Society  for  fet- 
ting  up  Parochial  Schools,  as  the  beft  Remedy  they  could  provide  in 
that  Cafe. 

Hereupon  many  fuch  Schools  were  fet  up  in  Dublin,  and  fome  other 
chief  Cities  and  Towns,  under  the  Encouragement  and  Direction  of  fe- 
veral  of  the  Bifhops,  Nobility,  Gentry,  and  Clergy,  as  a  Means  to  for- 
ward the  good  Work  ;  but  after  the  Experience  of  many  Years,  they 
perceived  that  the  Succefs  did  not  anfwer  their  Expectations  j  for  the 
Children  being  taught  as  Day-Scholars  only,  and  afterwards  put  out  Ap- 
prentices and  Servants,  in  Places  not  remote  enough  from  their  own 
Homes,  their  Popifh  Parents,  and  their  Priefts,  had  too  frequent  Ac- 
cel's to  them,  and  often  found  Means  to  draw  them  back  to  Popery,  juft 
at  that  Point  of  Life,  when  Children  begin  to  be  iufceptible  of  Religious 
Imprefiions. 

But  this  Scheme,  even  though  it  had  not  failed  in  any  Part,  was  very 
infufficient  to  anfwer  the  End  of  a  general  Reformation  ;  for  as  the  ma- 
,  .!  Part  of  thofe  Scholars  were  the  Children  of  Proteftants,  the  Number 
■  A  young  Converts  made  in  thofe  Schools  was  very  fmall,  and  could  not 
'  tv'c  turned  the  Balance  againft  Popery  in  the  Space  ol  fome  Centuries. 

It 
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It  was  therefore  judged  neccfifary  to  find  out  fome  other  Expedient, 
that  might  operate  more  extenfively  and  fpeedily,  to  the  general  Conver- 
fioii  and  Reformation  of  the  poor  Natives.  And  the  Expedient  at  lall 
happily  choien,  was  to  apply  to  his  Majefty  by  Petition,  that  he  would 
by  his  Charter  incorporate  a  Society,  with  Powers  for  erecting  School? 
in  feveral  Parts  of  the  Kingdom,  wherein  the  Children  of  poor  Papifts, 
and  other  poor  Natives,  mould  be  instructed  in  the  Englifh  Tongue 
(which  many  of  them  cannot  fpeak)  and  in  the  Principles  of  true  Reli- 
gion and  Loyalty. 

An  humble  Petition  was  accordingly  prefented  to  His  Majefty,  dated 
the  17th  Day  of  April,  1730,  being  figned  by  their  Excellencies  the 
then  Lord  Juftices,  and  a  great  Number  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  of  the  Commons,  the  Clergy,  and  principal  Gentlemen  of 
the  Kingdom  •,  whereupon  His  Majefty,  through  the  favourable  Interpo- 
lation of  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Dorfet,  then  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland, 
was  graciouily  pleafed  to  grant  His  Royal  Charter  for  the  Purpofes  be- 
fore- mentioned,  bearing  the  Date  the  24th  Day  of  October,   1733. 

On  the  6th  Day  of  February  following,  the  faid  Charter  was  opened 
and  read  in  the  Council  Chamber  in  Dublin,  in  Prefence  of  His  Grace  the 
Lord  Lieutenant  aforefaid,  and  many  of  the  Nobility  and  Gentry.  The 
Officers  directed  by  the  Charter  were  immediately  chofen,  and  a  Sub- 
fciiption-Book  opened  for  carrying  on  the  good  Work. 

Many  Perfons  of  Rank  and  Distinction  then  prefent,  fubferibed  largely; 
among  whom  the  late  Earl  of  Kildare  deferves  to  be  mentioned  with  par- 
ticular Honour  and  Gratitude,  who  gave  Five  Hundred  Pounds  at  the 
fi.rft  Opening  of  the  Charter,  and  has  fince  bequeathed  Fifteen  Hundred 
Pounds  to  the  Society,  for  encouraging  the  School  at  Caftledermot,  and 
for  erecting  two  other  Schools,  viz.  one  at  Strangford,  and  the  other  at 
Manooth. 

But  as  the  Effects  of  this  Charter  could  not  be  obtained  in  their  full 
Latitude  without  keeping  the  Children  apart  from  their  Parents,  and 
maintaining  them  in  Meat,  Drink,  and  Clothing,  and  Erecting  Houfes 
for  their  Accommodation,  and  furniihiugthe  fame,  and  paying  Salaries  to 
School  mailers,  and  providing  Tools  and  Utenfils  lor  their  Country  La- 
bours ;  it  was  foon  evident,  that  the  necelfary  Expence  of  a  few  Schools 
would  require  a  greater  Fund  than  this  poor  Country  could  fupply. 

The  Society  therefore  found   themfelves  under  a  Necefiity  of  having 

Recourfe  to  the  Charity  and  Piety  of  England  (which  has  ever  been  dif- 

tinguiftied  for  Acts  of  Munificence)  and  herein  their  Hopes  have  not 
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been  difappointed,  as  will  appear  from  the  Lift  of  Englifii  Benefactors, 
which  has  been  yearly  publifhed,  and  will  continue  fo  to  be. 

In  Purfuance  of  this  View,  the  Society  fent  over  their  late  Secretary, 
John  Hanfard,  Efq  ;  furnifhed  with  proper  Credentials  for  foliciting  and 
receiving  Benefactions,  in  which  he  proved  very  fuccefsful. 

It  was  likewife  thought  advifeable  to  fet  on  foot  a  Correfponding  So- 
ciety in  London,  who  refiding  in  that  Metropolis,  might  be  inftrumen- 
tal  in  procuring  and  remitting  Subfcriptions  and  Donations,  and  keep- 
ing up  a  regular  Correfpondence  with  the  Incorporated  Society  in  Dub- 
lin, in  order  to  inform  them  of  all  Occurrences,  and  to  communicate 
their  Sentiments  and  Advice,  as  Occafion  mould  require. 

By  which  Means  feveral  Perfons  were  encouraged  to  become  Sub- 
fcribers :  of  which  Number  were  mod  of  the  Bifhops  of  England  ;  who, 
animated  with  a  Zeal  for  the  Honour  of  God,  and  a  Spirit  of  Charity 
towards  the  poor  deluded  Natives  of  Ireland,  prefently  offered  their  Af- 
fiftance ;  and  having  firfh  contributed  their  own  Benefactions,  formed 
themfelves  into  a  Society  for  that  End,  and  have  brought  in  a  plentiful 
Harveft  of  Benefactions  to  recruit  the  Fund  •  for  which  the  Society  do 
hereby  publicly  return  Thanks  to  them,  and  to  the  pious  and  generous 
Benefactors  whom  God  hath  railed  up  by  their  Means-,  ibme  of  thofe 
we  are  bound  in  an  efpecial  Manner  to  mention,  and  acknowledge  in 
this  Place :  Thefe  are  One  thoufand  Pounds,  being  His  Majefty's  Do- 
nation, befides  His  Royal  Grant  of  a  thoufand  Pounds  per  Annum  ; 
Mr  Whichcote,  fifteen  hundred  Pounds  •,  Mrs  Holden,  two  thoufand 
Pounds  •,  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Devonfhire,  three  hundred  feventy  fix 
Pounds  and  upwards  ;  Mrs  Dionyfia  Long,  fifty  Pounds  yearly  for  ten 
Years  paft ;  the  Right  Honourable  the  Earl  of  Chefterfield,  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  Pounds;  Mrs  Eflher  Houblon,  a  Legacy  of  five  hundred 
Pounds  ;  Ebenezer  Dubois,  Efq;  a  Legacy  of  five  hundred  Pounds ;  a 
Perfon  unknown,  by  Jofeph  Fawthorp,  Efq;  five  hundred  Pounds  ;  fun- 
dry  Remittances  from  the  Weft-Indies,  by  the  Honourable  Sir  Peter 
Warren,  Honourable  Colonel  John  Murray,  and  others,  amounting  to 
fixteen  hundred  Pounds  and  upwards-,  a  Legacy  by  Thomas  Owen,  Efq;

And  we  muft  with  particular  Gratitude  obferve,  that  the  Parliament 
of  Ireland  have,  out  of  their  Zeal  for  the  Proteftant  Religion,  Patroniz- 
ed and  Encouraged  the  Society,  by  creating  a  new  Fund  in  the  Haw- 
kers and  Pedlars  Act,  and  appropriating  the  whole  Produce  of  thofe 
Duties  to  the  Ufe  of  the  Charter  j  and  that  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Dor- 
kt,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  having  at  the  Opening  of  the  laft  Sef- 
fion  of  Parliament,  particularly  recommended  thefe  Schools,  the  Houfe 
of  Commons  was  pleafed  to  petition  His  Majefty  for  five  thoufand 
Pounds,  which  he  gracioufly  granted  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Society. 

By  thefe  feafonable  Aids,  the  Society  have  been  enabled  to  exuend  their 
Schools  into  feveral  Parts  of  the  Kingdom,  through  the  Encouragement 
of  divers  Gentlemen,  and  Bodies  Corporate,  who  have  given  in  Perpe- 
tuity one  Acre  of  Land,  fome  of  them  a  greater  Quantity,  for  the  Site 
of  a  School  on  their  Eftates,  befides  beneficial  Leafes  of  fmall  Farms 
contiguous  to  every  School,  to  be  cultivated  apd  improved  by  the  La- 
bour of  the  Boys  ;  particularly  the  five  Corporations  of  Dublin,  Water- 
ford,  Kilkenny,  CalhelJ,  and  Trim,  who  have  generoufiy  made  confide- 
rable  Grants  out  of  their  Eftates,  for  encouraging  Schools  in  or  near 
their  relpective  Cities,  as  is  more  fully  fet  forth  in  the  yearly  Abftract. 

In  Confequence  whereof,  the  Society  have  under  their  prefent  Care  and 
Direction  forty  two  Schools  already  opened  ;  two  now  building,  and  five 
refolved  to  be  immediately  built  -,  making  in  all  forty  nine  Schools  ;  befides 
a  Charter  Nurfery  in  a  Houfe  hired  for  that  Ufe  in  Dublin,  where  Chil- 
dren lent  up  from  the  Country  in  Rags,  are  clothed,  fed,  and  taught, 
and  attended  by  a  Mafter,  Miftrefs,  and  Nurfe.  This  is  a  Sort  of  Store - 
houfe,  from  whence  the  Children  are  tranfplanted  tothe'Country  Schools 
as  Occafion  requires,  and  has  Accommodations  for  about  one  Hundred 
Children  in  Number,  all  which  are  fupported  out  of  their  (lender  Fund. 
The  Society  call  it  fiender,  becaufe  it  is  comparatively  ih,  regard  being 
had  to  their  prefent  Out-goings,  and  to  the  Multitude  of  poor  Popiih 
Children  yet  unprovided  for,  who  would  fill  ten  times  that  Number  of 
Schools  for  a  Succeffion  of  many  Years,  it  Means  could  be  found  to 
maintain  them. 

But  as  the  Divine  Providence  hath  raifed  up  many  Benefactors  for  car- 
rying on  this  good  Work  thus  far,  the  Society  would  hope  that  it  will 
not  reft  here  ;  but  that  God  would  put  it  into  the  Hearts  of  many  other 
Charitable  Perfons  to  encourage  thefe  Schools,  fmce  they  can  no  where 
find  fitter  Objects.     For  Charity  can   never   be   carried   higher,   than  to 
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refcue  the  Souls  of  Thoufands  of  poor  Children  from  the  Dangers  of 
Popilh  Superflition  and  Idolatry,  and  their  Bodies  from  the  Miieries  of 
Idlenefs  and  Beggary.  This  is  not  retailing  Charity  to  Particulars,  but 
diffufing  it  over  a  whole  Nation ;  it  is  a  Charity  that  will  make  thofe 
who  are  at  prefent  a  Nufance  and  a  Burden  to  their  Country,  to  become 
a  Treafure  and  a  Blefling  to  it  j  that  will  make  honeft  and  induftrious 
Men,  of  thofe  who  would  have  been  bred  up  in  Thievery  and  Rags ; 
it  is  a  Charity  that  will  multiply  obedient  and  peaceable  Subjects  to  the 
King,  and  render  the  Protectants  of  Ireland  fafe  in  their  Lives  and  Pof- 
feffions.  And  it  will  for  ever  take  away  the  chief  Caufe  of  thofe  Dif- 
quietudes  and  Apprehenfions,  which,  upon  fome  former  Conjunctures, 
have  alarmed  the  Government  and  People  of  England,  by  reafon  of  the 
near  Neighbourhood  of  a  formidable  Body  of  Papifts,  devoted  to  the 
See  of  Rome,  and  ready  to  rebel  at  the  Inftigation  of  their  Priefts,  or 
the  fecret  Machinations  of  a  foreign  Enemy. 

Thefe  will  be  fome  of  the  happy  Effects  of  the  Charter-Schools,  if 
they  can  be  fufficiently  multiplied  and  extended.  And  yet  they  will  be 
produced  by  Means  that  cannot  be  liable  to  Cenfure  or  Objection  ;  not 
by  Force  of  Terror,  not  by  Penal  Laws  and  Profecutions,  which  can  only 
make  Hypocrites;  but  by  the  innocent  and  gentle  Means  of  enlighten- 
ing and  initructing  the  ignorant  Minds  of  Children  in  the  pure  Truths 
of  the  Gofpel,  and  leading  them  early  to  that  Fountain-Head,  which 
the  Church  of  Rome  has  cruelly  fealed  up.  Thefe  are  the  only  Methods 
practifed  by  the  Society,  as  being  agreeable  to  <he  Nature  of  Man,  and 
to  the  Genius  of  the  Chriftian  Religion. 

And  for  obviating  the  great  Danger  of  the  Childrens  relapfing,  the 
Society  are  very  careful  to  tranfplant  them  originally  to  Schools  remote 
from  their  Popifh  Parents  and  Relations,  who  would  be  apt  to  pervert 
them.  This  Expedient,  fo  effential  to  the  obtaining  the  Ends  of  the 
Charter,  tho'  it  may  have  efcaped  public  Cognizance,  has  proved  an  Ar- 
ticle of  no  fmall  Expence  to  the  Society,  and  will  continue  fo  to  be. 

If,  after  all,  any  Man  fhould  really  doubt  whether  this  Scheme  for 
converting  the  poor  Natives  of  Ireland,  be  well  calculated  for  that  pur- 
pofe,  he  may  eafily  be  fttisfied  from  the  Alarm  it  has  given  to  the  Popifh. 
Priefts,  who  have  lately  denied  the  Communion,  and  refufed  Abfolution 
to  thofe  Parents  who  have  fuffered  their  Children  to  be  received  into  the 
Charter-Schools,  though  it  be  to  fave  them  from  perifhing  with  Hunger 
and  Nakednefs.  This  is  a  plain  Confeffion  of  their  inward  Fears  and 
Apprehenfions,  that  the  Charter  is  laying  the  Axe  to  the  Root  of  Po- 
pery, and  will  in  its  Progrefs  accomplifh  that  Work  by  fweet  and  infen- 
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fible  Means,  which  has  been  too  hard  for  coercive  and  penal  Laws,  in  a 
Courfe  of  more  than  fifty  Years. 

The  Society  beg  leave  to  recommend  in  the  moft  earneft  Manner  to 
Gentlemen  and  Ladies  to  vifit,  as  often  as  they  can,  the  Charter  Schools 
in  their  refpective  Neighbourhoods,  to  infpect  the  State  of  the  faid  Schools, 
of  the  Furniture,  Cloathing,  and  Diet  of  the  Children,  and  fee  that  the 
Mafters  and  Miftreffes  difcharge  their  Duties,  not  only  in  Cloathing 
and  Feeding  the  Children  properly,  but  alfo  in  inuring  them  to  Labour 
and  Induftry;  in  inftructing  them  in  the  Principles  of  true  Religion,  and 
in  a  true  Senfe  of  their  great  Obligations  to  be  Dutiful  and  Loyal  to  the 
prefent  happy  Government  ;  and  in  giving  them  a  juft  Imprefiion  of  the 
Corruptions,  Idolatry,  and  cruel  Perfecutions  of  Popery. 

The  Society  cannot  part  with  this  Subject,  without  offering  one  Hint 
to  the  Gentlemen  of  this  Kingdom  ;  which  they  do  with  the  greateft  De- 
ference and  Tendernefs. 

It  is  evident,  that  the  greateft  Part  of  the  Contributions  to  this  good 
Work  have  been  remitted  from  England,  to  the  Amount  of  25923I.  16s. 
to  Nov.  7,  1 754,  given  by  Perfons,  many  of  whom  have  no  Intereft  in 
Ireland,  nor  Relation  to  it,  but  fend  over  their  Bounty  upon  the  pure 
Principle  of  Charity,  and  for  God's  Sake,  for  which  they  can  hope  for 
no  Reward  but  in  the  World  to  come.  But  the  Cafe  is  very  different  with 
regard  to  the  Gentlemen  of  Ireland  ;  for  as  their  Benefactions  will  be  laid 
out  in  their  own  Country,  and  frequently  upon  their  own  Eftates,  the 
Money  will  circulate  among  their  own  Tenants,  and  in  the  End  reimburfe 
the  Donors :  Every  Popifli  Child  turned  out  a  Proteltant  from  thefe  Schools, 
will  bring  an  Aoceffion  of  Strength  to  the  Proteftant  Intereft,  and  of 
Wealth  to  the  Kingdom,  by  the  Labour  of  his  Hands.  So  that  if  the 
Charter-Schools  could  be  fufficiently  extended  and  diffufed,  they  would 
be  the  Means  of  increafmg  Induftry  and  Trade,  and  ufeful  Manufactures; 
which  muft  of  courfe  improve  every  Gentleman's  Eftate. 

The  Society  will  conclude  with  this  one  Obfervation,  which  they  ap- 
prehend to  be  of  confiderable  Importance,  though  little  attended  to  ; 
namely,  that  the  Progrefs  of  thefe  Schools  muft,  in  its  natural  Courfe, 
gradually  abolifh  the  great  Number  of  Popifli  Holidays,  by  Means  of 
which,  fome  hundred  thoufands  of  working  Hands  are  kept  idle,  and 
the  Labour  and  Profit  of  them  loft  to  the  public  Stock  for  a  confidera- 
ble Part  of  the  Year,  the  very  Harveft  not  excepted. 

This  Damage,  as  little  as  it  is  obferved,  yet  upon  a  fair  Calculation,  will 
appear  to  be  an  aftonifhing  Draw-back  from  the  Wealth  and  Strength  of 
the  Natfcm  :  for  it  eats  like  a  Worm  unfeen  at  the  Root  of  our  Profperity, 

E  2  which 
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which  grows  chiefly  from  Labour,  and  muft  languifli  with  the  Decreafe 
of  it. 

It  is  manifeft  therefore,  that  the  Increafe  of  Proteftant  Hands,  in  con- 
fequence  of  thefe  Schools,  will  remove  this  great  Evil,  which,  humanly 
fpeaking,  cannot  be  done  by  any  other  Means.

N°  I.    SLIGOE. 

TH  E  Governors  of  the  Schools  founded  by  Erafmus  Smith,  Efq;  deceafed,  in 
order  to  have  a  Charter  School  here,  paid  to  the  Society  the  Sum  of  500L  to- 
wards building  a  School  for  fixty  Children,  and  refolved  to  give  200I.  Annually  for 
the  Support  thereof,  and  to  grant  fixteen  Acres  of  Land  at  the  Expiration  of  a  ihort 
Leafe. 

Owen  Wynne,  of  Hafelwood,  in  "the  County  of  Sligoc,  Efq;  for  the  furthering  fo 
ufeful  a  Charity,  has  granted  for  ever  four  Acres  of  Land,  now  worth  io'I.  per  Ann. 
for  1  s.  yearly,  contiguous  to  the  Town  of  Sligoe,  for  the  Building,  and  other  Ac- 
commodations for  the  School. 

This  School  is  intended  for  eighty  Children,  and  will  be  opened  in  July  or  Auguft 
next,  a  Mailer  and  Miitrefs  being  appointed.

RObert  French,  Efq;  in  Consideration  of  300I.  paid  to  him  by -the  Society,  hath 
by  Deeds  agreed  to  build  a  School  for  forty  Children,  according  to  the  Pia.i 
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tf  Arklow  School,  and  to  provide  Furniture  for  the  Houfe;  the  Society  to  give  a 
Salary  to  the  Matter  to  inftruct  the  Children.  He  will,  during  his  Life,  maintain) 
and  cloath  thirty  or  forty  Children,  take  Care  to  have  them  properly  inftructed,  and 
fupply  them  with  all  Kinds  of  Neceffaries,  fo  that  the  Society  is  to  be  at  no  Trouble 
or  Expence  during  his  Life. 

He  hath  granted  to  the  Society  two  Acres  of  Land  in  Fee,  whereon  the  School 
is  to  be  erected,  and  will  let  to  them  fifteen  Acres  of  Arable  Land  for  the  Term  of 
thirty  one  Years,  or  three  Lives,  at  the  yearly  Rent  of  5s.  5d.  per  Acre. 

He  is  not  to  demand  Rent  for  the  faid  Acres  while  he  has  the  Conduct  of  the 
School ;  and  therefore  requires,  that  the  Profit  of  the  Land,  and  the  Labour  of  the 
Children,  fhould  be  applied  by  him  towards  their  Maintenance  and  Support. 

He  will  make  due  Returns  to  the  Society,  and  is  fatisfiect  that  they  appoint  Infpec- 
tors  over  his  Conduct. 

And  as  an  Encouragement  to  the  Society  to  come  into  the  above  Propofals,  he 
thought  it  proper  to  inform  them,  that  there  are  feveral  Protectant  Northern  Fami- 
lies now  fettled  at  Monivae,  and  that  feveral  Branches  of  the  Linen  Manufacture  are 
now  pretty  well  eftablifhed  there,  and  that  there  is  a  Church  within  two  Miles  of 
it.

Prov.  IX.  6. 

Forfake  the  Foolijh,  and  live  :  and  go  in  the 
Way  of  Understanding. 

HESE  are  the  Words  of  Wifdom  her- 
felf,  fpeaking  in  Perfon :  and  to  fpeak 
them  with  Effect  to  the  Poor  of  our 
neighbouring  Ifland,  that  forfaking  the 
Follies  of  their  Anceftors,  they  may  live 
as  Men  ought  s  and  go  in  the  Way  of  Under/landing, 
through  the  Practice  of  the  Duties,  and  Enjoyment 
of  the  Comforts  of  this  World,  to  the  Happinefs  of 
the  next,  is  the  whole  Intent  of  the  Charity,  which 
we  are  met  to  promote :  the  noblefl  and  greateft  of 
the  Kind,  that  ever  exifled. 

The  Kingdom  of  Ireland  is  blcflcd  by  Providence 
with  all  the  Means  of  Profperity :  and  yet  the  Bulk 

of 
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of  the  People  are  in  a  Condition  very  lamentable. 
With  Health  and  Strength,  they  have  little  or  no 
Induftry :  with  Capacities  like  other  Men,  they  have 
little  or  no  Knowledge,  even  of  the  common  Arts 
of  Life.  With  the  beft  Situation  and  Opportuni- 
ties for  Commerce,  they  have  fcarce  any  of  the 
Conveniencies  which  it  imports  :  with  a  fertile  Soil, 
in  a  temperate  Climate,  they  have  fcarce  Food  and 
Raiment.  Under  a  Government,  which  lays  on 
them  the  feweft  Burthens,  that  perhaps  ever  Nation 
felt,  they  are  inceffantly  wifhing  for  a  Change :  and, 
which  is  the  Source  of  all,  though  the  Light  of  the 
Reformation  fhines  round  them,  and  the  Door  of 
Chriftian  Freedom  is  open  to  them,  they  continue 
in  thick  Darknefs,  voluntary  Slaves  to  abfurd  Super- 
ftitions.  Attached  with  fervile  Awe  to  the  loweft 
EmirTaries  of  the  See  of  Romey  they  imbibe  even  the 
Dregs  of  its  Errors :  which  many,  in  other  Coun- 
tries of  the  fame  Communion,  have  the  Wifdom  to 
reject.  Hence  their  Idolatry  is  grofler,  their  Efteem 
of  focial  Duties  lefs,  their  Dependence  on  outward 
Formalities  more  confident,  their  Enmity  to  Prote- 
ftants  bitterer  :  and  their  Abhorrence  of  Labour  al- 
moft  infuperable,  becaufe  it  will  benefit  thofe,  whom 
they  deteft. 

W  e  ought  to  pity  all  the  Miftakes  and  Sufferings 
of  all  our  Fellow-Creatures,  and  yet  more  of  our 
Fellow-Chriftians,  how  much  foever  they  proceed 
from  their  own  Faults.    Even  their  temporal  Evils 

ought 
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ought  to  move  us  very  fenfibly  :  and  though  Penury 
and  Nakednefs  may  appear  to  unaccuftomed  Eyes 
more  grievous  than  they  are  j  yet  the  real  Diftreffes 
flowing  from  them  are  often  extremely  heavy.  But 
their  fpiritual  Difadvantages,  that  they  have  fo  little 
Acquaintance  with  rational  Piety,  univerfal  Benevo- 
lence, the  Value  of  moral  Self-Government,  and  the 
genuine  Syftem  of  the  Truth  as  it  is  in  Je/w,  thefe  intitle  Ephef.  iv. 
them  to  much  tenderer  Companion,  though  feldom  2I* 
confidered  in  that  View.  For  our  Fellow-Subjects 
we  ought  to  feel  an  additional  Concern,  were  their 
Interefts  ever  fo  feparable  from  our  own :  but  in  the 
prefent  Cafe  they  are  united  moft  intimately.  While 
thefe  unhappy  Creatures  remain  without  proper 
Employment,  the  Country  in  general  muft  be  un- 
healthy, as  well  as  unpleafant,  for  want  of  Culture, 
and  thinly  peopled  for  want  of  Neceflaries  :  the  Sight 
of  fo  much  Wretchednefs  muft  be  painful  -,  the  Re- 
lief of  it  expenfive,  and  neverthelefs  unavailing. 
That  Part  of  the  Britijh  Dominions  muft  be  defti- 
tute  of  the  Wealth  and  Strength,  which  Diligence 
would  quickly  procure  it :  and  inftead  of  contribut- 
ing to  the  Support  of  the  Whole,  muft  drain  and 
exhauft  England  for  its  Defence,  whenever  attacked. 

This  would  be  unavoidable,  were  the  Natives 
ever  fo  amicably  difpofed  towards  us,  ever  fo  duti- 
fully towards  our  Sovereign.  But  being  of  a  diffe- 
rent and  perfecuting  Religion  5  taught  by  bigotted 
Parents  and  Inftruclors  to  regard  us  as  Hereticks 

abhorred 
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abhorred  of  God;    and  devoted,  by  his  Vicegerent 
on  Earth,.to  prefent,  as  well  as  future,  Destruction: 
fome  of  them  will  think  doing  Mifchief  to  us,  when 
they  can  without  Hazard,  a  laudable  Action;  and 
others  will  imagine  Fraud,  or  Perjury,  or  Violence 
an-ainft  fuch  abominable  Mifcreants,  Offences  that 
claim  an  eafy  Ablbhttion.     Thefe  Sentiments  mufl 
greatly  affect  their  Conduct  in  the  ordinary  Inter- 
courfesof  Life :  but  unfpeakably  more,  when  the  In- 
terefts  of  their  Church  come  in  Queftion.     Accord- 
ingly, for  thefe,  in  the  Reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth^  they 
were  rebelling  perpetually:  in  that  of  King  Charles  I. 
they   maffacred,    unprovoked,    as  many   compute, 
above  One  Hundred  Thoufand  Perfons   of  our  Faith  : 
in  that  of  King  James  II.    and  the  War  that  fol- 
lowed,  not  only  the  meaner  Sort,    but  the  upper 
alfo,   gave   fhocking  Proofs   of  the   like   inhuman 
Spirit.     By  fuch  repeated  Enormities,  Multitudes  of 
them,  on  various  Occaiions.  forfeited  their  Effaces 
with  their  Lives.     Thefe  Forfeitures,  their  Defen- 
dants, wliilft  they  cherifh  the  fame  Way  of  thinking, 
muft  confider  as  Nuiiities ;  and  wifh  and  hope  to 
regain  what   they  have   loft  :    pining  with  Envy, 
thirfting  for  Revenge ;  and  imputing  their  Poverty, 
the  Fruit  originally  of  their  Treafons,  and  fmce  of 
their  Idlenels,  and  Maintenance  of  Priefts  without 
End,  to  our  infupportable  Oppreflions. 

Thus  uneafy  at  Home,  vaft  Numbers  of  them 
go  abroad,  and  chiefly  into  the  Territories  of  our 

Enemies 
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Enemies   or   Rivals.      There   fome   of  them  exert 
themfelves  in  Trade  to  our  Detriment,  which  they 
would  not  do  in  their  own  Land  for  our  common 
Benefit.     Some  again,  who  have  got  Riches  already, 
carry  them  away  to  enjoy  them  elfewhere.     But  far 
the  greateft  Part  of  thefe  Emigrants  take  up  the 
Profeffion  of  Arms  in  the  Service  of  Popifh  Powers ; 
attack  us  with  peculiar  Fiercenefs  in  the  Day  of 
Battle,  as  we  have  felt  to  our  Cofl  j  and  are  always 
ready,  when  a  critical  Juncture  fhall  appear,  to  re- 
turn and  head  their  Countrymen  againfr  us  in  ano- 
ther meritorious  holy  War  :    which  we   have   the 
more  Caufe  to  apprehend,  as  their  Bifhops  are  nomi- 
nated by  the  Pretender ;   as  neither  Clergy  nor  Laity 
amongft  them  have  ever  given,   or  offered  to  give, 
though  prefled  to  it  by  fome  of  their  own  Church, 
any  Pledge  of  their  Fidelity  to  the  prefent  Govern- 
ment ;  and  as  thofe  Regions  of  the  Ifland,  which 
they  occupy  the  moft  intirely,  are  the  nearefr.  to  the 
Continent,

ino-s,  to  excite  our  Vigilance,  though  not  our  Re- 
iciitment ;  and  make  iu.pplemental  Provifions  for 
Security,  where  the  former  have  proved  infufhaent. 

How 

We  have  alio  been  told  by  the  fame  Apoiogift  and  others,  that  whatevex 
the  Court  of  Rome  may  have  done,  the  Church  of  Rome  hath  never  patro- 
nifed  Perfection,  or  Rebellion,  or  Breach  of  Oaths  or  Promifes,  to  intro- 
duce or  fupport  its  Doclvine  or  Difcipline.  But  if  We  mud  be  in  Danger 
of  thefe  Things,  whenever  the  Court  of  Rome,  or  its  Partifans  have  Power  ; 
it  is  tut  a  forry  Confclation  to  tell  us,  that  the  Church  of  Rome  hath  no 
Hand  in  them.  And  yet  whence  are  we  .to  learn  the  Tenets  of  that 
Church  ?  Not  furely  from  a  few  obfeure,  or  at  belt  private  Writers  :  but 
from  the  Decrees  of  her  Councils,  general  and  particular,  the  uniform 
Determinations  of  her  Popes,  the  Edicts  of  her  Princes  [d],  the  received 
Opinions  of  her  Divines ;  the  con  flan  t  Practice  of  her  Members,  whenever 
<\n  inviting  Opportunity  prefents  itfelf ;  and  that  Practice  not  once  con- 
demned as  unlawful,  by  any  pretended  Authority  amongfl  them  ;  though 
there  have  been  many  and  loud  Calls  upon  them  to  condemn  it,  if  indeed 
they  disapprove  it.  But  they  have  better  Ways  than  this  :  they  force  the 
moil  notorious  Fails  alledged  againfl  them,  into  a  Neutrality,  if  not  into 
their  Service,  by  Mifreprefentations  :  or,  if  any  be  intractably  flubborn, 
they  pan-  it  over  in  total  Silence.  Thus  particularly  this  Apoiogift,  though 
he  relates  a  Variety  of  Hiftorical  Occurrences,  to  fliew  that  his  Catholick 
friends  were  innocent,  or  excufable  in  them  til,  no  more  mentions  or  hints 
-'"  the  horrid  Butchery  of  164 1,  than  if  he  had  never  heard  of  any  fuch 
And  the  Irijh  Officer,  poor  Man,  hath  forgotten  it  as  intirely  in 
his  Narration  of  Matters,  relative  to  the  Papifls  of  that  Ifland  :  though  he

ions. The  mil  Rebellions  indeed,  which  followed 
on  this,  principally  weakened  the  Authors  of  them  ; 
but  the  dreadful  MarTacre  almofr.  extinguished  the 
Proteftants.  And  though  the  Perpetrators  of  it 
fuffered  in  their  Turns  very  feverely :  yet  the  Survi- 
vors were  buoyed  up  with  Hopes  in  the  two  next 
Reigns  of  recovering  all :  which  they  were  on  the 
Point  of  accomplishing,  when  the  Arrival  of  our 
Deliverer  King  William,  and  their  unfuccefsful  Op- 
pofition  to  him,  broke  their  Strength,  but  not  their 
Obflinacy.  However,  fince  that  Time,  the  Perfons 
of  Figure  have  been  gradually  coming  over:  fomc 
on  right  Motives  ;  others  in  Confequence  of  fuch 
Regulations,  as  the  Legiflature  can  juilly  make  in  its 
own  Defence,  and  Papifls  can  never  confiftently 
blame,  though  wrong  Minds  may  be  tempted  by 
them  to  Hypocrify.  Still,  Profelytes  on  fufpeclcd 
Inducements,  and  fome  of  them  only  from  the  Pro- 
iefiion  of  a  falfe  Religion  to  the  Profeffion  of  none, 
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are  not  likely  to  have  much  Influence,  were  they  to 
endeavour  it,  on  their  Inferiors :  who  accordingly 
have  adhered  to  the  Romijh  Communion. 

And  were  they  never  to  quit  it,  their  Priefrs  un- 
queiHonably,  had  they  Uprightnefs  and  Prudence 
enough,  might  give  them  both  better  Difpofitions  to 
Induftry,  and  jufter  Notions  of  Chriftianity.  But 
there  is  no  Profpecl  that  they  ever  will,  in  any  great 
Meafure :  or  mould  they  do  their  beft,  the  moil  re- 
fined Popery  is  a  dangerous  Corruption  of  the  Gof- 
pel;  and  hath  befides  a  large  Mixture  of  Things 
hurtful  to  Civil  Society.  But  efpecially  where  a 
Perfon  of  the  fame  Perfuafion  keeps  up  a  Claim  to 
the  Crown,  its  Votaries  will  never  be  further  good 
Subjects,  than  as  their  feeming  fuch  may  procure 
Connivance  at  their  making  Converts,  to  which  they 
confefs  themfelves  indifpeniably  bound  :  and  mould 
they  ever  make  enow,  there  would  be  no  Peace  af- 
terwards, unlefs  we  and  our  King  became  what  they 
would  have  us. 

Therefore  till  the  Generality  of  the  Irijh  are 
brought  to  be  Proteftants,  the  Englijh  are  not  fafe. 
And  doubtlefs  they  might  have  been  brought  to  it, 
Eph.  iv.  by  Gallies  and  Inquifitions,  long  ago.  But  we  have 
not  fo  learned  Chriji.  Our  Adverfaries  can  ufe  every 
Degree  of  Force  :  yet  proteft,  on  Occafion,  indeed 
at  the  very  Time  and  Place,  if  it  be  needful,  that 
they  ufe  none ;  and  inveigh  againft  us  for  fanguinary 
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Laws,  which  they  have  extorted  from  us  by  diiloyal 
Practices,  and  which  they  know  all  their  Invectives 
cannot  provoke  us  to  execute.     Bat  the  Weapons  of  z  cor.  x, 
cur  Warfare  are  not  carnal,  but  fpiritual :  Inftruction,  4- 
Conviction,  Exhortation.     Now  unhappily  the  Pcr- 
fons,  whofe  peculiar  Office  it  is  to  difpenfe  theie, 
are,  in  all  Ireland*  fcarce  Eight  Hundred:  a  Number 
vaflly  inferior,  not  only  to  that  of  the  Popifh  Priefts, 
but  to  the  Necemties  even  of  the  prefent  Protectants. 
Befides,  of  thefe  few,  a  large  Proportion  have  no 
Places  of  Abode  in  or  near  their  Parifhes.     This 
alone  would  be  a  fad  Difcouragement :  but  a  ftill 
worfe  is,  that  where  Ignorance  hath  long  obtained 
almoft  univerfal  PofTeffion,  and  People  are  unufed 
to  reafon,  perfuading  them    out  of  fettled  Habits  of 
religious  Belief  and  Practice  hath  Difficulties  hardly 
furmountable  ;  and  yet  lefs  when  the  Application  is 
made  to  them  by  Perfons,  whom  they  diflike ;  but 
leaft  of  all,  when  hearkening  to  it  for  a  Moment  is 
prohibited   under  Penalty  of  fuch  Anathemas,    as 
they  tremble  at.     Attempts  have  been  made  :  their 
Language  hath  been  learned  on  Purpofe  :  and  none 
would  or  durft  give  the  Preacher  a  Hearing.     Pof- 
fibly  fome  Clergymen  may  have  been  too  much  dif- 
heartened  by  fuch  Inftances.     Poffibly  others,  God 
forgive  them,  may  have  been  glad  to  excufe  them- 
felves   from   taking   difagreeable   Pains.      And   the 
Heads  of  our  Church  have  not  an  abfolute  Power 
over  their  Inferiors,  to  fend  them  on  what  Millions 
they  pleafe,  as  thofe  of  the  Church  of  Rome  have. 

How 
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How  far  they  have  exerted  the  little,  that  is  left  them,, 
1  cannot  lay.  But,  before  either  Bifhops  or  Paro- 
chial Miniftcrs  are  vehemently  blamed,  let  the  Laity 
reflect,  whether  they  alio  may  not  have  been  negli- 
gent in  relation  to  many  of  thefe  poor  Creatures, 
who  live  under  their  Roofs ;  and  try,  what  Impref- 
fion  they  can  make  on  them.  If  they  fucceed,  I 
hope  it  will  beget  Emulation :  if  not,  they  will  be 
readier  to  pardon  Want  of  Succefs,  or  even  Defpair* 
in  others  \  and  conclude,  that  no  Method  will  ef- 
fectually teach  them  our  Religion,  but  Education 
in  it. 

W  e  r  e  Children  taught  nothing  early,  they  would 

know  nothing,  and  be  fit  for  nothing,  as  long  as 

they  lived.     But  fome  Principles  of  Behaviour  they 

will   learn :   and   therefore   ihould   learn   the   beft, 

which  are  thofe  of  true  Piety.     Their  Inftructors 

may  direct  them  wrong  in  that  Reflect,  as  well  as 

in  others :  but  frill  they  mufr.  give  them  fi.ich  Advice 

ft  »r  both  Worlds,  as  they  think  is  beneficial ;  no  lefs 

than  fuch  Food,  as  they  think  is  wholefome.     And 

ii  one  Leilbn  be,  what  is  conftantly  one  of  ours,  to 

rcery  Thing,  as  they  become  able,  to  hold  f aft 

that  lebich  is  Goo  J,  end  abjlain  from  all  Appearance  of 

Evil:  this  is  a  potent  Corrective  of  whatever  Mif- 

rakes  may  chance  to  be  infufed  into  them.     With- 

tlxis  Corrective,  nay,  prohibiting  it  as  Poifon, 

the  .  '/Is  employ  the  whole  Influence  of  Educa- 

•  '■■:.:  to  the  utmoft:  and  therefore  cannot  reproach 
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Us,  who  employ  it  with  fuch  a  Reftricrion.  Nor 
furely  can  the  bittereft  Enemies  to  inftilling  of  Pre- 
judices doubt,  which  Sort  are  better.  They  may 
wifh  perhaps,  that  Children  fhould  have  no  Faith, 
but  a  Scorn  of  it :  and  they  may  bring  up  their  own 
Children  thus,  and  take  the  Confequences.  But 
Mankind  in  general  mufl  and  will  have  a  Religion : 
and  Multitudes  are  turned  or  kept  Papifts,  by  feeing, 
that  fo  maity  pretended  Proteftants  have  none.  Or 
fuppofmg  the  Project  feafible  in  itfelf,  and  otherwife 
unpunifhed  by  Providence  :  yet  Morals  in  private 
Life,  and  Order  in  publick,  cannot  but  decay  and 
be  loft,  along  with  the  Fear  of  God. 

Still,  to  educate  Children  in  our  own  Per- 
fuafion,  againft  the  Will  of  Fathers  or  Mothers, 
would  be  cruel,  though  legal ;  unlefs,  by  fome  overt 
Act,  they  lofe,  or  give  up,  their  Claim  to  educate 
them  :  whatever  Title  the  State  may  have  to  fee, 
that  they  are  bred  loyal  and  ufeful  Subjects.  And. 
therefore  our  Society  takes  none  away  by  Autho- 
rity, but  thofe  of  vagrant  Beggars.  Yet  our  Ad- 
verfaries,  I  conceive,  would  few,  if  any  of  them,  be 
fo  fcrupulous  as  to  make  that  Diftinction.  And  cer- 
tainly not  one  of  them  would  queition,  but  young 
Perfons,  committed  to  their  Care,  might  and  ought 
to  be  inftructed  in  their  Creed.  Nor,  I  prefurne, 
would  they  inquire  very  ftrictiy,  what  induced  the 
Parent  to  delegate  to  them  his  Right.  We  induce 
him,  neither  by  hard  Ufage3  nor  Menaces,  nor  Re- 
wards, 
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wards,  nor  Promifes :  but  only  propofe  to  him  the 
Benefit  of  hisChild.  And  Nature  enjoins  him  to  pro- 
mote even  its  worldly  Benefit  in  every  lawful  Man- 
ner. I  lis  Priefts  indeed  may  tell  him,  this  Manner  is 
unlawful.  But  that,  and  many  other  Aflertions  of 
theirs,  of  which  fome  appear  at  firft  Sight  very  ftrange 
ones,  are  flatly  contradicted  by  Numbers  of  Per- 
fons,  as  wile,  as  learned,  feemingly  as  folicitous  too 
about  their  own  eternal  Happinefs.  He  hath  no 
folid  Grounds  to  prefer  the  Opinion  of  the  former  to 
that  of  the  latter.  And  therefore  in  this  Uncertainty, 
though  he  may  refolve  for  himfelf  not  to  change 
Sides,  break  his  old  Connexions,  and  make  his  old 
Friends  uneafy  :  yet  why  fhould  he  not  intrull  a 
Son  or  a  Daughter  with  thofe,  who  will  both  pro- 
vide better  for  their  temporal  Interefts,  and  qualify 
them  to  judge  better  about  their  religious  ones,  than 
he  can? 

\V hatever  their  Reafonings  may  be,  the  Fact 
is,  that  Popifh  Parents  are  willing  to  fend  their 
Children  to  the  newly  erected  Charter-Schools :  and 
more  are  likely  to  become  willing.  The  Reproach 
of  it  muft  wear  off  with  the  Novelty  :  the  Stories  of 
their  bad  Treatment  there  have  been  difproved,  as 
fait,  as  they  have  been  raifed  :  and,  I  believe,  the 
Priefts  have  often  found  it  their  Wifdom  not  to 
overftretch  their  Authority  in  this  Cafe,  for  Fear  of 
weakening  it  in  all.  But  granting,  that  thefe  Houfes 
cannot  be  alwavs  quite  filled  with  the  Offspring  of 

Papifts, 
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Papifls,  which  however  make  in  all  of  them  vaflly 
the  Majority  j  yet  the  Admiffion  of  Orphans  or  Va- 
grants, who  elie  would  fall  into  the  Hands  of  Pa- 
pifts, hath  the  fame  good  Effect.  And  were  now 
and  then  a  few,  whofe  Parents  are  known  Prote- 
flants,  to  be  received  :  no  one,  who  approves  either 
our  common  Charity-Schools,  or  that  great  Charity- 
School,  the  Foundling-Hofpital,  could  fail  to  be 
pleafed  even  with  this  Branch  of  the  Management  5 
efpecially  confidering,  how  well  the  whole  is  con- 
ducted. 

The  particular  Rules  cannot  be  fpecifled  here: 
but  one  there  is  pf  great  Extent  and  Importance ; 
which  would  God  were  obferved  in  this  Nation, 
combining  Inflruction  with  Labour.  The  firfl 
Part  of  Inflruction,  to  fuch  as  need  it,  is  teaching 
them  E?2glijh :  for  till  they  underfland  that  compe- 
tently, their  only  Inlet  of  Knowledge  is  from  the 
Priefls  and  their  Followers.  They  learn  alfo  fome- 
what  cf  Writing  and  Arithmetick,  which  are  of 
Ufe  in  the  lowefl  Occupations  :  and  more  of  Read- 
ing j  for  the  good  Books,  which  are  put  into  their 
Hands,  when  they  go  away,  may  contribute  greatly 
to  fix  them  in  true  Religion.  Of  this,  the  plain 
Doctrines  and  practical  Precepts  are  taught  them, 
with  neceffary  Prefervatives  againft  Popifh  Errors : 
a  Proceeding  no  lefs  prudent,  than  confeientious. 
For  were  they  inflructed  in  gainful  Arts,  but  the 
Notions  of  their  Fathers  left  to   crow  up  in  them, 
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it  might  caufe  in  Time  a  dangerous  Acceflion  to  the 
Property  of  that  Intereft.  And  were  thofe  Notions 
to  be  rooted  out,  and  no  better  planted  j  Labour 
without  Religion,  will  generally,  as  foon  as  ever  it 
enriches,  if  not  before,  give  place  to  Idlenefs,  Dif- 
folutenefs  and  all  Sorts  of  Crimes :  whereas  Dili- 
gence from  a  Principle  of  Piety  will  go  on,  providing 
for  Defendants,  for  Relations,  for  the  Poor  j  and 
teaching  them  all  to  provide,  in  their  Turns,  for 
fuch  as  belong  to  them. 

But  the  Book-Learning  of  thefe  Children  takes 
up  only  two  Hours  of  their  Day  :  the  reft  they  fpend 
in  Work.  And  fo  much  of  the  Boys  Work,  as 
can,  is  Agriculture,  for  their  Nourifhment  and 
Clothing :  together  with  fome  Rudiments  of  Plant- 
ing and  Gardening,  Thus  every  School  is  a  little 
Farm :  and  helps  to  raife  Emulation  in  the  moft 
neceflary  of  all  Bufinefs,  of  which  the  Example  and 
the  Skill  is  peculiarly  wanting  in  Ireland.  Befides 
this,  both  Sexes  learn  fuch  Kinds  of  Manufacture, 
efpecially  the  Linnen,  as  there  is  like  to  be  a  De- 
mand for  :  and  fuch  Qualifications  as  are  requifite 
for  common  Servants;  Proteftant  Servants  being,  on 
many  Accounts,  highly  valuable.  The  Earnings  of 
the  Scholars,  by  the  Things  which  they  make  or  do 
for  others,  are,  in  moft  Foundations,  given  to  the 
Mafter  or  Miftrefs,  as  Part  of  their  Salary:  an  ad- 
mirable Way  of  fecuring  the  Children's  Induftry. 

If 
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I  f  ftill  it  be  imagined,  that  they  might  do  more" : 
Inquiry  and  Obfervation  will  gradually  fugged  every 
where  the  Means  to  that  End.  But  they  are  put 
out,  as  foon  as  their  Labour  is  worth  having  :  for 
the  Defign  is  not  to  get  Money  for  the  Schools  by 
them  j  but  to  fupply  that  Nation  with  the  quickefr. 
Succeflion  poflible  of  Proteftant  Workmen.  If,  not- 
withstanding, the  Expence  of  the  Charity  be  thought 
immoderate  •,  it  fhould  be  recollected,  that  the  mere 
Building  and  fitting  up  of  fo  many  new  Fabricks, 
muft  be  a  heavy  Burthen,  which  will  ceafe  in  Time. 
And  two  or  three  have  been  more  fumptuous,  than 
needed  :  but  at  the  Charge  of  the  Perfons,  who  de- 
fired  it,  not  of  the  Society  :  and  Care  hath  been 
taken  of  late  to  obviate  all  Pretence  for  that  Com- 
plaint. Another  Confideration  is,  that  the  Children 
muft  be  removed  to  a  Diftance  from  their  Parents 
and  their  Priefts  :  elfe  the  latter,  at  leafl,  would  be 
perpetually  tampering  with  them  :  and  this  Precau- 
tion cofts  a  great  deal.  They  muft  alfo  be  intirely 
maintained  :  elfe  they  would  not  be  fent.  But  the 
Food  and  Clothing  of  each,  over  and  above  the  Pro- 
duce of  their  Labour,  is  only  about  Fifty  Shillings  a 
Year.  Surely  a  fmall  Charge  for  fo  excellent  a  Pur- 
pofe  :  befides  that  the  whole  Money  laid  out  circu- 
lates in  the  Neighbourhood. 
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When  their  Schooling  is  completed,  they  are  all 
apprenticed  :  and,  which  (hews  in  what  Efteemthey 
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are  held,  nothing  hath  been  given  with  them  for 
feveral  Years  part.  As  many,  as  are  called  for,  go 
out  to  Hufbandry  :  more  cannot.  None,  for  fome 
Time,  have  been  put  to  Sea  :  partly  becaufe  it  feems 
better  at  prefent,  that  they  fhould  people  their  own 
Country  with  well-difpofed  Inhabitants,  than  be 
confumed  in  Voyages ;  and  partly  alfo,  becaufe  a 
falfe  Rumour,  induftrioufly  propagated,  of  their  be- 
ing tranfported,  for  Slaves,  to  remote  Regions,  hath 
railed  fo  wild  a  Sufpicion,  that  they,  who  are  tranf- 
planted  from  one  Part  of  the  Ifland  to  another,  rauft 
all  be  conveyed  by  Land,  to  difprove  it.  They  are 
placed  only  in  Proteftant  Families :  and  when  they 
leave  them,  have  a  Bounty  of  Five  Pounds  from  the 
Society,  on  their  marrying  Proteftants :  it  being  ge- 
nerally found,  that  when  either  Party,  efpecially  the 
Wife,  is  a  Papift,  the  other  is  perverted  by  the  Help 
of  the  Priefl  j  or  however,  the  Children  are  educated 
in  that  Perfuafion.  I  wifli  the  Laity,  Men  and  Wo- 
men, of  our  Communion,  wTere  equally  ^afliduous, 
and  equally  affifted  by  their  Miniflers. 

I  t  hath  been  affirmed,  that  after  all  the  Care, 
fiid  to  be  taken,  moft  of  thefe  Children  relapfe. 
And  at  firft  many  did  :  who  yet  mu.il  not  only  have 
been  made  ufcfuller  in  Civil  Society  by  what  they 
learnt,  but,  one  mould  think,  muft  alfo  feel  fome 
Gratitude  for  the  Improvements  they  had  received ; 
and  diflike  our  Religion  the  lefs,  the  more  they  knew 
of  it.     But  however  that  might  be,  lam  allured,  on 
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particular  Inquiry,  that  now,  fmce  the  Method  of 
trahfplanting  hath  been  followed,  extremely  few  have 
become  Apoflates.  Indeed  why  fhould  not  Habit 
alone  operate  as  powerfully  in  our  Favour,  as  againft 
us  ?  And  why  fhould  not  young  People,  thus  ground- 
ed, fee  the  Reafonablenefs,  and  feel  the  Amiablenefs 
of  Proteftantifm,  efpecially  when  compared  with 
grofs  Irifi  Popery,  fo  flrongly,  as  to  be  more  likely, 
when  grown  up,  to  bring  over  others,  than  be 
brought  over  by  them  ?  Why  in  particular  may  not 
their  affectionate  Remonftrances  and  Behaviour, 
affifted  by  the  tender  Workings  of  Nature  in  their 
Behalf,  prevail,  fooner  or  later,  on  their  ignorant 
Parents,  to  forfake  the  Foolijh,  and  live,  mid  go  in  the 
Way  of  TJnderjlanding  ? 

Still  it  hath  been  faid  by  feme,  that  at  belt 
the  Progrefs  of  the  Defign  is  too  flow,  to  produce 
any  material  Alteration.  And  we  own,  that  tor 
fome  Time  it  was  almoir  imperceptible.  Several 
Years  muft  pals,  before  a  (ingle  Child  could  be  feat 
from  the  Schools :  and  feveral  more,  before  one 
could  act  for  himfelf.  Nay,  fmce  that,  we  have 
not  advanced  fo  fad,  as  might  be  wifhed :  no  good 
Defmi  ever  doth.  Nor  indeed  is  over  ercat  Hade 
advifable.  A  new  Eftabliiliment  cannot  nrudc 
be  made  any  where,  till  Proposals,  reafonably  ad- 
vantageous, are  offered  ;  and  a  Committee  fl::cd,  of 
truity  and  active  Perfons,  in  the  Neighbo  '  ood, 
to  fuperintend  it:    which,  in  the  midit  of  Pa   '     , 
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where  it  is  moft  needed,  is  hardeft  to  be  found. 
However,  it  is  no  inconfiderable  Thing,  after  all, 
in  fo  ihort  a  Space  to  have  had  One  thoufand  five 
hundred  Children  put  Apprentices,  and  above  One 
thoufand  fix  hundred  more  now  actually  inftructing. 
Were  only  the  fame  Number  to  be  kept  up,  it  would 
augment,  without  ceafing,  the  Inclination  of  the 
Balance  to  our  Side :  and  at  length  the  Scale  muft 
turn.  But  every  Year  hath  brought  an  Increafe : 
and,  we  may  juftly  hope,  will  bring  a  greater.  The 
good  Confequences  of  the  Undertaking  will  be  more 
evident :  Thefc  very  Scholars  will,  many  of  them, 
become  Mailers  of  Families,  and  take  Servants  from 
the  Schools  ;  become  rich,  and  contribute  to  fupport, 
to  enlarge,  to  multiply  them.  And  they,  who,  by 
objecting  that  we  make  little  Speed,  are  one  main 
Caufe  of  our  making  lefs  than  we  mould  otherwife, 
ought  by  liberal  Benefactions  to  compenfate  for 
pail  Difcouragements,  and  affift  us  in  proceeding 
quicker. 

No  one  farelywillarTecltodifapprove,  left  he  mould 
be  obliged  to  fubferibe.  No  one  can  be  barbarous 
enough  to  defire  the  Continuance  of  poor  Wretches 
in  Error  and  Helplefmefs,  that  he  may  tyrannize 
over  them  with  Impunity.  No  one  can  bear  fo  de- 
termined an  Ill-will,  either  to  Religion,  as  to  favour 
the  Profcflion  of  theirs,  becaufe  it  is  an  abfurd  one  : 
or  to  the  Clergy,  as  to  oppofe  the  forming  of  thefe 
Children  into  rational  Creatures  and  good  Subjects, 
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becaufe  They  contrived  and  execute  the  Plan  for  it ; 
which  ought  to  be  deemed,  on  the  contrary,  great 
Amends  for  any   fuppofed    former  Neglects.     No 
wonder,  if  the  Project,   before  it  took  Place,  were 
treated  by  many  as  chimerical :  but  now,  Fact  hath 
demonftrated  both  its  Practicablenefs  and  its  Utility. 
Propofals  indeed  may  be  offered  for  amending  it  in 
fome  Parts ;  though  the  unexperienced  ought  to  of- 
fer them  with  much  Diffidence  :  but  really,  for  Ob- 
jections againfl:  the  Whole  there  is  no  Room  left. 
Both  the  Scheme  and  the  Conduct  of  it  have  been 
more  univerfally  applauded  by  the  Irifi  Proteftants 
in  general,  who   muft  be  Judges  of  what  they  are 
Eye-witnefles   to,  than  ever  any  thing  of  the  Kind 
was  before  in  any  Country.     Succefnve  Lords  Lieu- 
tenants have  unanimoufly  recommended  it  to  our 
gracious   Sovereign :    who,    with   equal   Generality 
and  Wifdom,  prevented  the  imminent  Ruin  of  it  in 
its  Infancy,  eighteen  Years  ago  j  and  hath  upheld 
it  ever  fince,  by  an  annual  Donation  of  a  Thoufand 
Pounds,  and  occafional   ones  amounting  to  fixteen 
Thoufand  more.     The   Parliament  of  Ireland  alio, 
in  Concurrence  with  the  King,  have  fettled  on  it 
the  Produce  of  a  new  Tax  ;  valuable  in  itfelf,  and 
doubly  fo  as  a  Tcftimonial  of  the  Sentiments  of  the 
Legiflature.     Nay,  the  very  Papifts  have  acknow- 
ledged the  Efficacy  of  our   Schools,  by  fetting  up 
others    of  their  own   in  Competition   with   them. 
And  lb   far  as  they  may  do  any  Good,  we  are  glad 
to  be  the  Occafion  of  it :  but  we  mud  counteract 

the 
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the  Hurt  they  may  do,  by  a  redoubled  Zeal  foe 
what  they  are  aiming  to  defeat. 

Indeed  this  Charity  is  a  publick  Concern  of 
both  Nations,  not  only  in  a  religious,  but  a  political 
View.  It  relieves  prefent  DiftrefTes,  which  always 
endanger  the  Quiet  of  a  State,  more  or  lefs,  and 
prevents  thofe  of  Generations  to  come.  In  Propor- 
tion as  it  fpreads,  the  Country  will  be  more  civi- 
lized, more  cultivated,  more  populous,  more  weal- 
thy.  Thefe  Children  will  ftay  at  home:  and  not 
run  abroad  to  fettle  in  Popifh  Lands,  which  hither- 
to the  Samenefs  of  Belief  hath  made  fo  agreeable  to 
the  Inhabitants  of  that  Country.  By  their  Induftry, 
and  the  good  Fruits  of  it,  they  will  ftir  up  Emula- 
tlon  in  all  of  their  own  Rank.  By  their  Conviction 
of  the  Truth  of  Proteftantifm,  they  will  be  fatisfied, 
that  the  Forfeitures  of  their  Predeceflbrs,  in  the 
two  !ail  Centuries,  for  their  many  Rebellions  in 
f  .  •;  of  the  oppofite  Caufe,  were  deferved.  They 
v.- ill  h:  thoroughly  difunited  from  thofe,  whom  they 
1  ive  renounced  ;  v/ill  love  their  Matters  for  beinir 
(  '  \:,z  fame  Faith  with  them;  and  fland  up  for  the 
i '  -.'.  ;nre  of  it,  on  trying;  Occafions,  in  Word  and 
Fe, .■■;.  But  farther,  even  the  Papiits  of  Ireland  will 
en  them,  by  thefe  Schools,  to  think 
\  ■' '  '  v  Proteftant  Neighbours,    and  of  the 

Clevf.;  in  particular.  Their  Priefls  have  fufFcred 
j-hem  to  lan^uilh.  for  Ages   in  Ignorance,  Hunger 

rid   Nahednefs :   We  bellow  on  them  Knowledge 
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and  Plenty.  To  them  they  owe  the  Guilt  of  their 
InfurrecTions  and  Maflacres,  the  Miiery  of  their  At- 
tainders and  Confifcations  :  to  us  they  will  owe  the 
Blefling  of  being  humanized  and  enriched. 

Nov/  of  all  thefe  Advantages,  Britain  muft  par- 
take.    The  Wealth  of  that  People  will  not  only,  in 
loyal  Hands,  render  them  a  ftrong  Barrier  to  us, 
but  will  circulate  continually  from  the  Extremes  to 
the  Heart  of  Empire.     Along  with  that,  we  lliall 
gain  a  flill  more  defirable  Treafure,  their  good  Opi- 
nion. They  will  plainly  perceive,  that  we  neither  hate 
nor  defpife  them :  that  if  we  find  it  needful  to  reftrain 
their  Induftry  in  fome  things ;  we  excite,  aid  and  direct 
it  in  others ;  and  zealoufly  encourage  what  evidently 
conduces  to  their  prefent,  and,  we  are  permaded,  to 
their  future  Happinefs  alfo.     Then,  as  our  Under- 
taking fucceeds,  we  mail  have  thofe,  if  wanted,  for 
Proteftant  Soldiers  in  our  own   Troops,  who  elfe 
would  be  Popifh  ones  in  the  Service  of  our  foreign 
Adverfaries :  and  we  mall  no  longer  be  over-run,  as 
we  are,   in  this   Metropolis,  in  its  Suburbs,  in  our 
Eaftern  and  our  Weftern  Settlements,    with  Irijh 
Catholicks,  as  they  call  themfelves,  to  an  Amount, 
which  few   of   us  imagine  j  and  all  of  us,  if  we 
knew  it,  would  be  juftly  alarmed  at.     Our  Religion 
is  lofing   Ground  on  the  Continent :    we  have  fo 
much  more  need  to  be  compact,  and  of  one  Mind, 
at  home.     It  is  lofing  Ground  even  amongfl  our- 
felves :  and  God  give  thofe  Attention  to  the  Danger, 
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who  ought  to  guard  us  againft  it.  But  fuch  Care 
no  way  interferes  with  an  Attempt  of  making  Re- 
prifals,  and  carrying  the  War,  by  means  of  thefe 
Schools,  into  our  Enemies  Head-Quarters.  If  we 
conquer  them  there,  we  fhall  have  much  lefs  Caufe 
to  be  afraid  of  them  here.  The  Supply  will  be  cut 
off :  on  the  Refidue  of  the  Party  like  Methods  will 
produce  like  Effects.  And  when  once  they  are  pro- 
duced, the  Inhabitants  of  the  Britifi  Ifles  and  Colo- 
nies will  all  have  the  fame  Friends  and  Foes  :  our 
Fellow-Subjecls,  whofe  Eye  is  now  evil  againft  us, 
will  not  only  for  their  Brethren  and  Companions  Sa-kes 
Pf.  cxxii.  wijh  us  ProJperitVj  but  becaufe  of  the  Houfe  of  the  Lord 
8)  9*  cur  God  will feek  to  do  us  Good.  Our  Civil  and  Eccle- 
fiaftical  Community  will  look  forth  as  the  Morning, 
Cant.  vi.   fajr  as  tjje  Moon    cfear  as  the  Sun.  and  terrible  as  an 

Army  with  Ba?mers. 

What  then  remains,  but  that  fo  worthy  a  De- 
fign  be  vigoroufly  executed  :  that  we  contribute  to 
it,  according  to  our  Ability ;  and  move  others  to 
contribute,  according  to  our  Influence  ?  The  Protef- 
tants  of  Ireland  are  doubtlefs  moil  immediately  con- 
cerned to  exert  themfelves.  And  yet  the  printed 
Accounts  from  thence  intimate,  what  q\{&  we  fhouki 
be  cautious  of  faying,  that  all  Perfons  there  have 
not  been  fo  bountiful  as  they  fhould.  For  fome 
Years,  the  main  Support  was  from  England.  And 
fmce  that,  of  the  Irijh  Subfcriptions,  thoie  of  the 
Bifhops  make  towards  one  third  :  and,  together  with 

thofe 
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thofe  of  the  Clergy,  near  one  half.  Yet  the  Utili- 
ty is  general :  and  the  Laity  have  a  much  more  du- 
rable Intereft  in  their  Eftates,  than  the  Clergy  have 
in  theirs  -,  and  a  larger  Intereft,  even  in  moft  Church 
Eftates,  than  Churchmen  themfelves.  It  is  not 
ftrange  however,  if  they  judged,  that  thefe  ought  to 
ftand  foremoft  in  the  Work  :  if  they  faw  more  Dif- 
ficulties on  the  Spot,  than  we  here  could  difcern  at  a 
Diftance  j  and  were  held  back,  fomewhat  too  long, 
by  Doubts  of  Succefs.  Befides,  though  the  ftated 
Subfcriptions  of  that  Country  are  fmaller,  than 
might  be  expected ;  they  far  exceed  ours  :  their  Pre- 
fents  and  Legacies  have  rifen  to  no  inconliderable 
Sum :  and  many,  inftead  of  Money,  have  given 
Lands.  The  original  formation  of  the  Scheme  too 
is  altogether  owing  to  the  Irijh :  on  Them  alfo  hath 
lain  the  Care  and  Labour  of  carrying  it  into  Execu- 
tion ;  fuperintending  every  School,  and  conducting 
the  whole  Machine,  from  the  Beginning  to  this 
Day  :  without  which,  ever  fo  great  Liberalities  from 
Us  would  have  been  thrown  away,  and  funk  in- 
tirely. 

Tiir.REFORE,  whilft  we  remind  them,  that,  both  in 
Confcience  and  Honour,  they  fhould  take  on  them- 
felves a  due  Share  of  what  primarily  belongs  to 
them  ;  let  us  remember  how  much  they  have  taken  : 
and  though  we  fhould  think  it  not  enough  ;  let  us 
rather  try  to  win  upon  our  Brethren  by  gentle  Re- 
prefentations,  and   engaging    Examples  of   Beneii- 
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cence,  than  reproach  any  of  them  unkindly  j  and 
yet  refemble  them  in  that  Deficiency,  for  which  we 
blame  them.  Their  Efteem  and  Affection  is  well  worth 
purchafing  at  a  much  dearer  Rate  :  for  we  purchafe 
confequentially  Strength  and  Quiet  to  ourfelves.   We 
were  once  in  the  fame  State  of  Blindnefs  and  Bon- 
dage, that  the  poor  Wretches  of  that  Ifland  are : 
let  us  exprefs  our  Gratitude  to  God  for  freeing  us 
from  it,  by  endeavouring  to  free  Them.     We  have 
been  known  to  them  chiefly  hitherto  by  our  Victo- 
ries and  juft  Severities :  let  us  now  fliew  them  our 
companionate  Bounty  j  and  thus  acquaint  them  with 
the  true  Genius  of  Proteftantifm.     We   have  been 
commonly  traduced  amongfl  them,  as   deftitute  of 
Religion :  let  us  take  this  amiable  Method  of  confu- 
ting the  Imputation.     We  are   wealthy,  They  are 
indigent :  let  us  prove  our  Wealth  to  them  in  the 
moft  reputable,  the  mofl  ufeful  Manner.     We  fend 
much  of  it  continually  to  Nations  unrelated,  ill  af- 
fected to  us,  for  Things  which  do  us  no  Good,  but 
Harm  :  let  us  flrike  off  a  few  Articles  yearly  from 
our  Vanity  and  Luxury  3  employ  the  Savings  to  ad- 
vance genuine  Piety,  Loyalty  and  Induflry,  in  our 
Sifter  Ifland  :    and  fo  benefit  ourfelves  and  her  at 
once.     We  of  the  Clergy  ought  in  all  things  to  f jew 
Tit.  117.    ourfelves  Patterns  of  good  Works :    and  furely  then  for 
the  Service  of  Religion,  of  the  Proteftant  Religion, 
of  a  People  fo  nearly  allied  to  us.     Amongfl  our 
Luke  xii.  Laity  alfo,  unto  whomfoevcr  much  is  given,  of  him  pall 
+8,  much  be   required,    on   all   fitting  Occafions.      And 

there 
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there  ought  to  be  in  every  Man,  though  pofTeffed 
only  of  moderate  Fortunes,  a  willing  Mind,  according  2  Cor 
to  that  he  hath.  But  however  excufable  many  fuch  viii-  12- 
may  be  5  they  who  are  fprung  from  Ireland,  certain- 
ly ought  to  diftinguifh  themfelves  in  forwarding  this 
Charity  :  their  Relation  demands  it  of  them.  They, 
who  have  Eftates  there,  or  Incomes  of  any  Sort 
arifing  from  thence,  mould  be  liberal  to  it,  beyond 
others,  who  have  no  fuch  Connexions.  For  it  is  na- 
tural to  be  generous  peculiarly  in  the  Place,  from 
which  their  Capacity  of  being  generous  proceeds* 
And  the  more  their  Circumftances  and  Stations  point 
out  to  them  to  refide  in  that  Place ;  if  they  do  not, 
the  more  ample  Amends  they  mould  make  it  fome 
other  Way  :  befides  that  what  is  expended  there 
to  encourage  Labour  and  Liberty,  will  ere  long 
greatly  encreafe  the  Produce,  the  Rent,  the  Value 
of  each  Perfons  Lands. 

These  Confiderations  are  laid  before  you,  folely 
for  your  cool  Reflexion  in  Retirement.  No  Advan- 
tage will  be  taken  of  any  fudden  Impreflion,  which 
they  may  poflibly  make  now  j  or  of  the  Willingnefs 
to  give,  or  Shame  to  refufe,  that  might  accompany 
the  focial  Meal,  which  is  to  follow  our  prefent  Af- 
fembly.  This  is  treating  you  with  lingular  Delicacy 
and  Refpecl.  Certainly  it  will  not  fail  of  moving 
you  to  the  proper  Return,  of  fuch  voluntary  delibe- 
rate Donations,  yearly  or  occafional,  as  belt  evidence 

a  free 
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a  free  Heart.     Where  they  will  be  received,  is  pub- 
lickly  advertifed. 

But  then,  whilft  we  join  with  our  Friends  of  that 
Kingdom  in  what  we  can  Both  do,  we  muft  rely  on 
them  abfolutely  for  what  Infpectors  alone  can  do. 
Much  Praife,  we  are  fenfible,  they  have  merited  on 
that  Account,  from  the  higheft  to  the  loweft.  We 
Heb.  xiii.  can  only  exhort  them,  and  we  know  they  will  fuffer 
2^>  n-    the  Word  of  Exhortation,  to  abound  more  and  more :  to 

i  1  hell,  . 

iv.  i .  re-examine  frequently  the  Plan,  and  fee  what  may 
be  corrected  or  improved  in  it ;  the  Management, 
and  fee  what  may  infenfibly  have  gone  wrong,  or 
been  relaxed :  to  hear  Objections  attentively  and 
candidly,  both  from  Approvers  and  Difapprovers  of 
the  Scheme  -,  for  amongft  the  latter  may  be  Perfons 
of  Confequence  and  of  Value,  though  under  the  Do- 
minion of  Prejudices :  to  rectify  or  vindicate  things, 

Rom.  xiv.  as  the  Cafe  requires  ;  and  not  let  their  Good  be  evil 
fpoken  of.  The  Choice  of  Matters  and  MiftrefTes  for 
the  Schools  is  a  moft  eflential  Article  of  their  Trutt. 
Thefe  ought  never  to  be  taken  from  Motives  of  Self- 
Intereft,  Importunity,  Companion,  Cheapnefs ;  or 
any  other,  than  a  well-grounded  Perfualion,  that 
they  are  qualified,  by  their  ferious  and  practical 
Faith  in  the  Proteftant  Religion,  their  Skill  and 
Diligence,  their  Spirit  and  Temper,  to  teach  the 
Children,  committed  to  them,  their  Duty  to  God 
and  the  King,  together  with  the  Means  of  getting 
an  honeft  Livelihood.     For  neither  of  thefe,  without 

the 
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the  other,  will  fuffice.  But  as  keeping  them  to  Work 
may  be  more  for  the  private  Emolument  of  the 
Mailer  or  Miftrefs,  than  principling  them  well; 
and  a  Failure  in  the  former  is  more  eafily  perceived  : 
there  muft  be  a  clofer  Watchfulnefs  over  the  latter. 
Yet  they  are  not  to  be  taught  an  uncharitable  Ve- 
hemence againft  Papifts,  like  theirs  againft  Us ;  much 
lefs  an  Imagination,  that  fuch  Bitternefs  is  Religion 
enough :  but  a  fervent  Affection  for  the  Doctrines 
and  Precepts  of  primitive  Chriftianity,  with  a  con- 
fcientious  Dread  of  making  either  of  none  Effect 
through  the  Commandments  and  Traditions  of  Men.  At  Mark  v 
the  fame  time,  whatever  Indulgence,  whatever  Ap-  ^  3.: 
pearance,  may  exalt  them,  either  in  Reality,  or  but 
in  Fancy,  beyond  their  due  Rank,  is  to  be  prohibit- 
ed moll  peremptorily.  If  Knowledge  of  Accounts, 
or  even  of  Writing,  will  tempt  them  to  think  they 
are  above  the  meaneft  Bufinefs :  they  had  much  bet- 
ter have  little  or  none  of  it  imparted  to  them.  And 
in  all  RefpeCts  they  fhould  be  brought  up  fo,  as  will 
induce  them  to  look  upon  their  fubfequent  Appren- 
ticeship in  the  Light  of  a  Preferment. 

For  preferving  the  Inftitution  in  this  Vigour,  it 
will  be  extremely  material  to  keep  a  frequent  Cor- 
refpondence,  entring  into  Particulars,  with  the  lo- 
cal Committee  of  every  School  :  to  compare  the 
Management  of  one  with  another,  diffufe  the  No- 
tice of  whatever  good  Oeconomy  hath  been  any 
where  introduced ;    and  recommend  it  to  all,  who 

can 
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can  properly  make  Trial  or*  it.  Once  •f  a  prudent 
and  experienced  Pcrfon  was  fent  to  vifit  a  confidera- 
blc  Part  of  thefe  Foundations :  to  examine  their 
State,  and  propofe  Diminutions  of  Expenccs,  Im- 
provements of  their  Lands,  ufeful  Regulations  of 
various  Kinds.  Poflibly  a  Repetition  of  this  Prac- 
tice, at  moderate  Intervals,  with  a  Report  to  the 
Committee  at  Dublin  of  what  had  appeared  on  the 
Inquiry,  might  have  more  good  Confequences,  than 
can  be  at  piefent  diftinclly  forefeen. 

I  n  putting  the  Children  out,  it  is  of  the  utmoffc 
Moment,  that  the  Perfons,  who  take  them,  be  not 
only  nominal  Proteftants,  but  real  Chriflians.  For 
indeed  they  had  better  turn  Papifls  again,  than  be- 
come fuch  Profligates,  as  the  Examples  and  common 
Talk,  it  may  be  feared,  of  fome  Families  would 
make  them.  They  had  better  think  wrong  in  feve- 
ral  Articles  of  Religion,  than  fcorn  the  Whole: 
and  be  ready  to  do  Mifchief  in  particular  Points  oc- 
cafionally,  than  in  all  conftantly.  But  one  would 
contrive  moft  ftudioufly  to  fecure  them  from  both : 
and  for  that  Purpofe,  if  poffible,  not  to  place  them 
with  Popilli  Fellow-Servants ;  at  leaft  without  a 
Mixture  of  others.  And  if  thofe  who  are  intruft- 
ed  with  them,  would  but  have  the  Goodnefsto  be- 
llow fome  peculiar  Attention  on  their  moral  and 
.religious  Conduct,  it  might  often  prevent  the  Lofs 

of 
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of  all  that  had  been  done  before :  and  both  they, 
and  the  reft:  of  their  Houfe,  as  well  as  the  poor 
Children,  would  be  the  better  for  it. 

The  Priefts,  we  are  told,  purfue  them  to  the  re- 
moter! Corners  of  the  Ifland,  in  Hopes  of  recover- 
ing them.     Surely  then  we  mould  be  as  anxious  to 
retain  them.     But  above  all,  the  Minifters  of  their 
Parifhes,  ought  to  eye  them  without  Intermiflion  5 
inculcate  upon  them  the  moft  earned.  Cautions  not 
to  difcredit  their  Education ;  and  engage  them  in  the 
firmed  Promifes,  whenever  they  are  attacked,  either 
in  Point  of  Doctrines  or  Duties,  to  apply  for  Help 
from  Them  immediately.     Our  Adverfaries  obtain 
and  perpetuate  their  Influence  over  their  People, 
by  having  much  Intercourfe  with  them,  by  letting 
themfelves  down  to  them.      They  are  wife  in  their  Luke  xvi 
Generation.     If  we  hope  to  be  a  Match  for  them,  we  8- 
muft  imitate  them.  And  then,  as  They  a6l  thus  partly 
for  their  own  private  Ends,  and  we  can  do  it  only 
out  of  Kindnefs,  we  fhall  fo  far  have  the  Advan- 
tage.    Not   for  this   Reafon  only,  but  for   many 
more,  Minifters  ought  to   re  fide  in  their  Parifhes, 
and  fcnv  Spiritual  Things    where    they    reap   Carnal.  1  Cor.  ix. 
The  Legiflature  ought  flrft  to  make  Provifion  for  n ' 
Refidence  in  a  fufficient  Number  of  Places,  then  to 
require  it.     And  mere  perfonal  Abode,  with  a  legal 
Performance  of  ftated  Offices,  ought  by  no  Means 
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to  be  regarded  as  the  Subftance  of  parochial  Duty. 

It  is  not  a  formal  and  indolent,  much  lefs  a  gay 

and  voluptuous,    but   a   felf-denying,  condefcend- 

ing,  pains-taking  Clergy,  that  will  do  Good :  who 

*  Tim.    are  injlarrt  in  Seafcn  and  out  of  Sea/on :  who  knowing 

2  Cor.      tb°  Terrors  of  the  Lord,  perfuade  Men  to  avoid  them  5 

v  '  '•■      who  loving  his  Promifcs,  invite  Men  to  partake  of 

them.     Now,  if  the  Laity  would  have  fuch  Paftors 

as   thefe,    they  muft  prefer  and  recommend  fuch, 

difcountenancing  others.     And  if  they  would  have 

the  Labours  of  thefe   effectual,  they   muft   permit 

them  to  have  a  due  Effect  upon  themfelves.     Elfe 

our  Religion  will  be  reproached  and  blafphemed  for 

their  Sakes :  which,  would  they  obferve  its  Rules, 

we    might   hope  to   fee   honoured   and   embraced. 

For  it  is  remarkable,    that   in   thofe   Counties   of 

Ireland,  where  Proteftants  are  ftricteft,   Papifts  are 

fewefl. 

But  then,  if  whilft  we  in  England  fay  thefe  things 
to  our  Neighbours  over  the  Water,  we  fet  them  a 
Pattern  of  doing  the  contrary ;  if  our  Laity  are 
profane,  if  our  Clergy  are  fupine  :  we  fhall  exhort 
Them  with  an  ill  Grace  and  fmall  Succefs.  There- 
fore let  Us  begin  to  amend,  and  there  will  be  fome 
Profpect  of  their  following.  Or  if  They  begin,  let 
us  think  it  more  Honour  to  copy  them  in  what  is 
right,  than  to  lead  them  in  what  is  wrong.     And 

God 
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God  grant  we  may  Both  conjider  one  another ■,  to  pro-  Heb-  x« 

"coke  unto  Love  and  good  Works  ;  and  fo  much  the  more, 

as  ivefee  the  Day  approaching :  too  probably  the  Day 

of  national  Calamity,  unlefs  we  avert  it  by  a  fpeedy 

Reformation  j  but  certainly  the  Day  of  Death,  and 

that  awful  Account,   which  every  one  Jhall  give  of  Rem.  xW, 

himfelf  to  God.

For  Ere&ing  and  Promoting  English  Proteftant 
Schools  in  IRELAND, 


GEORGE  the  Second,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  of  Great-Britain, 
France,  and  Ireland,  King,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  &c To 
all  Perfons  to  whom  thefe  Prefents  fhall  come.  —  Forafmuch  as 
we  have  received  Information  by  the  Petition  of  the  Lord  Primate,  Lord 
Chancellor,  Archbifhops,  Noblemen,  Bifhops,  Judges,  Gentry,  and 
Clergy  of  our  Kingdom  of  Ireland,  That  in  many  Parts  of  the  faid  King- 
dom there  are  great  Tracts  of  Land  almoft  entirely  inhabited  by  Papiib, 
who  are  kept  by  their  Clergy  in  great  Ignorance  of  the  true  Religion,  and 
bred  up  in  great  Difaifedlion  to  the  Government :  That  the  Erecting  of 
Englifh  Proteftant  Schools  in  thofe  Places,  is  abfolutely  necefiary  for  their 
Converfion  •,  that  the  Englifh  Parifli  Schools  already  eftablifhed,  are  not 
fufficient  for  that  Purpofe  •,  nor  can  the  Refute  nee  of  the  Parochial  Clergy 
only,  fully  anfwer  that  End. 

To 
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To  the  Intent  therefore,  that  the  Children  of  the  Popifh,  and  other  poor 
Natives  of  the  laid  Kingdom,  may  be  inltructed  in  the  Englilh  Tongue, 
and  the  Principles  of  true  Religion  and  Loyalty,  and  that  fo  good  a  De- 
fign  may  the  more  effectually  be  carried  on  •,  The  Lord  Lieutenant,  and 
fome  of  the  Chief  Nobility,  Gentry,  and  Clergy  of  the  faid  Kingdom,  are 
appointed  Commiflioners  to  execute  the  Purpofes  of  this  Charter,  and  have 
a  Power  to  elect  others  in  the  Room  of  their  deceafed  Members  ;  and  are 
conftituted  a  Corporation  or  Body  Politic,  by  the  Name  of  The  Incorporated 
Society  in  Dublin,  for  promoting  Englilh  P  rot  eft  ant  Schools  in  Ireland: 
And  are  capable  to  receive  and  enjoy  in  Fee,  and  in  Perpetuity,  any  Ma- 
nors, Lands,  Tenements,  Sec.  tlae  fame  not  exceeding  the.  Value  of  Two 
Thoufand  Pounds  per  Annum,  and  any  Sum  oc  Sums  of  Money,  that 
fhall  be  given  them  by  any  Perfon  or  Perfons,  Bodies  Politic  and  Cor- 
porate, &c.  to  be  applied  for  the  Eftablifhing  and  Supporting  Englifh 
Protectant  Schools,  in  fuch  Places  of  the  Kingdom  as  they  fhall  think 
proper. 

The  faid  Society  is  impowered  to  nominate  and  appoint  Schoolmafters 

and  SchoolmiftrefTes,  to  be  approved  and  licenfed  by  the  Atchbifhops  and 

Biihops  respectively,  to  continue  during  the  Pleafure  of  the  faid  Society ;  who 

are  to  be  Supported  by  the  Society,  and  provided  with  all  Things  necefTary 

for  the  Instruction  of  the  poor  Children  in  the  Principles  of  the  Protectant 

Religion,  Reading,  Writing  and  Arithmetic  5  as  likewife  with  proper  Books 

and  all  necefTary  Materials  fit  for  teaching  them  Hufbandry,  Houfewifery, 

Trades,  Manufactures,  &c.  in  order  to  bring  them  up  to  Virtue,  Labour 

and  Induftry .

The  Society  is  likewife  impowered  to  nominate  Perfons  to  receive  Sub- 
fcriptions,  Benefactions,  &c.  in  any  Part  of  his  Majefty's  Dominions, 
from  all  well-difpofed  Perfons.  —The  Society  may  elect  and  admit  Sub-

REVIEW 

OF    THE 

RISE  and  P  R  O  G  R  E  S  S  of  the  Incorporated  Society  in  Dublin, 
for  Promoting  Englifo  Proteftant  Schools  in  Ireland,  from  the 
Opening  of  His  Majefty's  Royal  Charter,  February  6,  1733, 
to  March  25,   1757. 


THE  flow  Advances  which  the  Proteftant  Religion,  a<nd  a  Spirit  of  Induftry, 
have  made  among  the  common  People  of  Ireland,  for  an  Age  pair,  being 
obferved  by  fome  worthy  Perfons  of  this  Kingdom,  they  formed  themfelves 
into  a  voluntary  Society  for  fetting  up  Parochial  Schools,  as  the  beff.  Remedy  they 
could  provide  in  that  Cafe. 

Hereupon  many  fuch  Schools  were  fet  up  in  Dublin,  and  fome  other  chief  Cities 
and  Towns  under  the  Encouragement  and  Direction  of  feveral  of  the  Bifhops,  No- 
bility, Gentry,  and  Clergy,  as  a  Means  to  forward  the  good  Work  ;  but  after  the 
Experience  of  many  Years,  they  perceived  that  the  Succefs  did  not  anfwer  their 
Expectations ;  for  the  Children  being  taught  as  Day-Scholars  only,  and  afterwards 
put  out  Apprentices  and  Servants,  in  Places  not  remote  enough  from  their  own 
Homes,  their  Popifh  Parents,  and  their  Pricfts,  had  too  frequent  Accefs  to  them, 
and  often  found  Means  to  draw  them  back  to  Popery,  juft  at  that  Point  of  Life, 
when  Children  begin  to  be  fufceptible  of  religious  Impreffions. 

But  this  Scheme,  even  though  it  had  not  failed  in  any  Part,  was  very  infufficient 
to  anfwer  the  End  of  a  general  Reformation ;  for  as  the  major  Part  of  thofe  Scho- 
lars were  the  Children  of  Proteftants,  the  Number  of  young  Converts  made  in  thofe 
Schools  was  very  fmall,  and  could  not  have  turned  the  Balance  againft  Popery  in 
the  Space  of  fome  Centuries. 

It  was  therefore  judged  neceffary  to  find  out  fome  other  Expedient,  that  might 
operate  more  extenfwely  and  fpeedily,  to  the  general  Converfion  and  Reformation 
of  the  poor  Natives.     And  the  Expedient  at  laft  happily  chofen,  was  to  apply  to 

His 
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His  Majefry  by  Petition,  that  he  would  by  his  Charter  incorporate  a  Society,  with 
Powers  tor  erecting  Schools  in  feveral  Parts  of  the  Kingdom,  wherein  the  Children 
of  poor  Papills,  and  other  poor  Natives,  fhould  he  inftructed  in  the  Englifh  Tongue 
{ which  many  of  them  cannot  fpeak)  and  in  the  Principles  of  true  Religion  and 
Loyalty. 

An  humble  Petition  was  accordingly  prcfented  to  His  Majcfly,  dated  the  17th 
Day  of  April,  1730,  being  figned  by  their  Excellencies  the  then  Lords  Juftices,  and 
a  great  Number  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  or  the  Commons,  the  Cler- 
gy, and  principal  Gentlemen  of  the  Kingdom  j  whereupon  his  Majcfty,  through  the 
favourable  Interpofition  of  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Dorfet,  then  Lord  Lieutenant  of 
Ireland,  was  gracioufly  pleafed  to  grant  his  Royal  Charter  for  the  Purpofes  before- 
mentioned,  bearing  Date  the  24th  Day  of  October,   1733. 

On  the  6th  Day  of  February  following,  the  faid  Charter  was  opened  and  read 
in  the  Council  Chamber  in  Dublin,  in  Prefence  of  his  Grace  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
aforcfaid,  and  many  of  the  Nobility  and  Gentry.  The  Officers  directed  by  the 
Charter  were  immediately  chofen,  and  a  Subicription-Book  opened  for  carrying  on 
the  good  Work. 

Many  Perfons  of  Rank  and  Distinction  then  prefent,  fubfcribed  largely  j  among 
whom  the  late  Earl  of  Kildare  deferves  to  be  mentioned  with  particular  Honour 
and  Gratitude,  who  gave  Five  Hundred  Pounds  at  the  firft  Opening  of  the  Charter, 
and  has  fince  bequeathed  Fifteen  Hundred  Pounds  to  the  Society,  for  encouraging  the 
School  at  Caiilcdermot,  and  for  erecting  two  other  Schools,  viz.  one  at  Strangford, 
and  the  other  at  Manooth. 

But  as  the  Effects  of  this  Charter  could  not  be  obtained  in  their  full  Latitude 
without  keeping  the  Children  apart  from  their  Parents,  and  maintaining  them  in 
Meat,  Drink,  and  Clothing,  and  erecting  Houfes  for  their  Accommodation,  and 
furnifhing  the  fame,  and  paying  Salaries  to  Schoolmafters,  and  providing  Tools 
and  Uteniils  for  their  Country  Labours ;  it  was  foon  evident,  that  the  neceflary 
Expence  of  a  few  Schools  would  require  a  greater  Fund  than  this  pcor  Country 
could  fupply. 

The  Society  therefore  found  themfelvcs  under  a  Neceflity  of  having  Recourie  to 
rhe  Charity  and  Piety  of  England  (which  has  ever  been  diftinguifhed  for  Acts  of 
Munificence)  and  herein  their  Hopes  have  not  been  difappointed,  as  will  appear 
from  the  Lift  of  Englifh  Benefactors,  which  has  been  yearly  published,  and  will 
co  tinue  fo  to  be. 

Jn  Purfuance  of  this  View,  the  Society  krvt  over  their  former  Secretary,  John 
Hanfard,  Eiq;  hummed  with  proper  Credentials  for  ibliciting  and  receiving  Bene- 
factions, in  which  he  proved  very  fuccefsful. 

It  was  likewife  thought  advifable  to  fet  on  foot  a  Correfponding  Society  in  London, 
who  refiding  in  that  Metropolis,  might  be  inftrumental  in  procuring  and  remitting 
Subfciiptions  and  Donations,  and  keeping  up  a  regular  Correfpondence  with  the  7/j- 
nrpcrated  Society  in  Dublin,  in  order  to  inform  them  of  all  Occurrences,  and  to 
communicate  their  Sentiments  and  Advice,  as  Occafion  fhould  require. 

By  whxh  Means  feveral  Perfons  were  encouraged  to  become  Subfcribers  :  of 
whkh  Number  were  moft   of  the  Bifhops  of  England  ;  who,  animated  with  a 
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Zeal  for  the  Honour  of  God,  and  a  Spirit  of  Chanty  towards  the  poor  deluded  Na- 
tives of  Ireland,  prefently  offered  their  Afliftance  ;    and  having  firfr.  contributed  their 
own  Benefactions,  formed  themfelves  into  a  Society  for  that  End,   and  have  brought 
in  a  plentiful  Harveft  of  Benefactions  to  recruit  the  Fund  ;  for  which  the  Society  do 
hereby  publicly  return  Thanks  to  them,  and  to  the  pious  and  generous  Benefactors 
whom  God  hath  raifed  up  by  their  Means  ;  fome  of  thofe  we  are  bound  in  an  efpecial 
Manner  to  mention,  and  acknowledge  in  this  Place  :  ,Thefe  are,  One  thoufand 
Pounds,  being  his  Majefty's  Donation,  befides  his   Royal  Grant  of  a  Thoufand 
Pounds  per  Annum ;  Mr  Whichcote,  Fifteen  hundred  Pounds;  Mrs  Holden,  Two 
thoufand  Pounds ;  his  Grace  the  late  Duke  of  Devonlhire,  Three  hundred  Seventy- 
fix  Pounds  and  upwards ;  Mrs  Dionyfia  Long,  Fifty  Pounds  yearly  -for  Ten  Years 
paft ;  the  Right  Honourable  the  Earl  of  Chefterfield,  Two  hundred  and  Fifty  Pounds ; 
Mrs  Either  Houblon,  a  Legacy  of  Five  hundred  Pounds ;  Ebenezer  Dubois  Efq;  a 
Legacy  of  Five  hundred  Pounds;  aPerfon  unknown  by  Jofeph  Fawthorp,  Efq;  Five 
hundred  Pounds  ;  fundry  Remittances  from  the  Weft  Indies,  by  the  Honourable  Sir 
Peter  Warren,  Honourable  Colonel  John  Murray,  and  others,  amounting  to  Sixteen 
hundred  Pounds  and  upwards ;  a  Legacy  from  the  late  Mrs  Either  Blunden,   Three 
hundred  Pounds ;    from  Henry  Herring,  Efq;   Two  hundred  Pounds,  and  a  Legacy 
from  ditto,  of  Two  hundred  Pounds ;  from  a  Lady  unknown,  One  hundred  Pounds; 
a  Legacy  from  the   late  Mrs  Elizabeth  Crifpe,  One  hundred  Pounds ;  from  John 
Thornton,  Efq;   One  hundred  Pounds;    from  ditto,    being   a  Moiety  of  a  Legacy 
left  by  his  Father,    One  hundred  Pounds  ;    and  a  Legacy  from  Tho.  Downes,  Efq; 
One  hundred  Pounds ;   from  Sam.  Tuffnel,  Efq;   of  Langleys  in  EfTex,  Two  hun- 
dred Pounds ;    a  Legacy  from  the  late  Mr  Sam.  Brewfter,  of  St  Edmond's  Bury  in 
Suffolk,  Five  hundred  Pounds ;  from  the  Right  Honourable  the  Earl  of  Egmont, 
Three  hundred  Pounds  Iriih,  being  in  full  of  a  Legacy  of  the  late  Earl  of  Egmont, 
payable  at  Thirty  Pounds  per  Annum,  for  Ten  Years ;  which  the  prefent  Earl  chofe 
to  difcharge  at  one  Payment ;  a  Legacy  of  Jean  Herman  Billerbeck,  Efq;  of  Five 
hundred  Poirhds ;  a  Legacy  left  by  the  late  Mr  Edward  Flower  of  Maryland- Point,  of 
One  hundred  Pounds ;  a  Legacy  of  the  late  Dr  Perkins,  of  Five  hundred  Pounds  ;  a 
Legacy  of  the  late  Reverend  Henry  Coker,   of  One  hundred  Pounds ;   from  the  late 
Mrs  Elizabeth  Houblon,  Two  hundred  Pounds ;  from  aPerron  unknown,  One  hun- 
dred Pounds  ;   from    the  Reverend  Spark  Canham,    A.  M.  One  thoufand  Pounds  ; 
from  the  late  Mrs  Hefter  Fuller,  Five  hundred  Pounds ;   and  from  the  late  MrLewen 
Cholmondeley,    One  hundred  and  Fifty  Pounds. 

In  Ireland,  befides  feveral  fmaller  Benefactions  and  Legacies,  the  Society  have 
received  the  following  Sums,  viz.

the  late  Dr  Sterne,  Bifhop  of  Clogher;  One  hundred  Pounds  from  a  Lady  unknown; 
Two  hundred  Pounds  from  the  Right  Honourable  the  Earl  of  Chefrerfield  ;  Six 
hundred  Pounds  from  William  Palifler,  Efq;  towards  maintaining  Five  Children  in 
Cafhel  School ;    One  thoufand  Pounds  from  the  late  Reverend  Mr  Harrifon  ;   One 
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thoufand  Pounds  from  the  late  Sir  Richard  Levinge  j  Five  hundred  Pounds  from  the 
late  John  Dawfon,  Efq;  towards  purchafing  Lands  near  Clonmell ;  Five  hundred 
Pounds  from  the  late  Charles  Powel,  Efq;  One  hundred  Pounds  from  Mrs  Kennedy.; 
One  hundred  Pounds  from  William  Johnfon,  Efq;  for  Ballinahinch  School ;  One 
thoufand  Pounds  from  the  late  Reverend  Jacob  Henderfon,  towards  building  and 
maintaining  a  School  at  Ballindcrry ;  One  thoufand  Pounds  from  John  Bolton,  Efq; 
One  thoufand  Pounds  from  the  late  Mr  Bricltenden  ;  Five  hundred  Pounds  from  the 
Executors  of  the  late  Reverend  Mr  Worral;  One  thoufand  Pounds  from  the  Revd 
Dr  Echlin ;  One  hundred  Pounds  from  the  late  Mrs  Burgin  ;  One  hundred  Pounds 
from  the  late  Peyton  Fox,  Efq;  to  Longford  School  ;  One  hundred  Pounds  from 
the  late  Mr  Dalzel,  to  Caftlecarbery  School ;  Three  hundred  Pounds  from  the  late 
Dr  Price,  Archbifhop  of  Cafhel,  to  Cafhel  School ;  Two  hundred  Pounds  from  the 
late  Mr  RamiayT  to  the  Strand  School  ;,One  hundred  Pounds  from  John  Bolton, 
Efq;  One  hundred  and  Eighty-four  Pounds  from  the  late  Dr  Donnellan  ;  Five 
Pounds  a  Year  for  Forty  Years,  bequeathed  by  the  late  Samuel  Gerard,,  Efq;  and 
Five  Pounds  a  Year  forever,  by  the  late  Mr  Bullen. 

And  we  muft  with  particular  Gratitude  obferve,  That  the  Parliament  of  Ireland 
have,  out  of  their  Zeal  for  the  Protectant  Religion,  Patronized  and  Encouraged  the 
Society,  by  creating  a  new  Fund  in  the  Hawkers  and  Pedlars  Acl,  and  appropriating 
the  whole  Produce  of  thofe  Duties  to  the  Ufe  of  the  Charter;  and  that  his  Grace 
the  Duke  of  Devon.liire,  having  at  the  Opening  of  the  laft  SeiTion  of  Parliament, 
particularly  recommended  thefe  Schools,  the  Houfe  of  Commons  was  pleafed  to 
petition  His  Majefty  for  Ten  thoufand  Pounds,  which  he  gracioufly  granted  for  the 
Ufe  of  the  Society. 

By  thefe  feafonable  Aids,  the  Society  have  been  enabled  to  extend  their  Schools 
into  feveral  Parts  of  the  Kingdom,  through  the  Encouragement  of  divers  Gentlemen, 
and  Bodies  Corporate,  who  have  given  in  Perpetuity  One  Acre  of  Laud,,  fome  of  them 
a  greater  Quantity,  for  the  Site  of  a  School  on  their  Eftates,  befides  beneficial  Leafes 
of  fmall  Farms  contiguous  to  every  School,  to  be  cultivated  and  impioved  by  the 
Labour  of  the  Boys  ;  particularly  the  Five  Corporations  of  Dublin*  Waterfard, 
Kilkenny,  Cafhell,  and  Trim,  who  have  gencroufly  made  confiderable  Grants  out 
of  their  Eftates,  for  encouraging  Schools  in  or  near  their  refpective  Cities,  as  is 
more  fully  fet  forth  in  the  yearly  AbftracT:. 

In  Confequence  whereof,  the  Society  have  under  their  prefent  Care  and  Direction 
Forty-four  Schools  already  opened,  One  now  building,  and  Six  refolyed  to  be  im- 
mediately built",  making  in  all  Fifty-one  Schools ;  belides  a  Charter  Nurfery  in  a 
Houfe  hired  for  that  Ufe  in  Dublin,  where  Children  fent  up  from  the  Country  in 
Rags,  are  clothed,,  fed,  and  taught,  and  attended  by  a  Mafter,  Miftrefs,  and  Nurfe. 
This  is  a  Sort  of  Store-houfe,  from  whence  the  Children  are  tranfplanted  to  the 
Country  Schools  as  Occafion  requires,,  and  has  Accommodations  for  about  One 
hundred  Children  in  Number,  all  which  are  fupported  out  of  their  {lender  Fund. 
The  Society  call  it  flender,  becaufe  it  is  comparatively  fo,  regard  being  had  to  their 
prefent  Out-goings,  and  to  the  Multitude  of  poor  Popiih  Children  yet  unprovided 
for,  who  would  fill  Ten  times  that  Number  of  Schools  for  a  Succeflion  of  many 
Years,  if  Means  could  be  found  to  maintain  them. 
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But  as  the  Divine  Providence  hath  raifed  up  many  Benefa&ors  tor  earning  on  this 
^•good  Work  thus  far,  the  Society  would  hope  that  it  will  not  reft  here  j  but  that  God 
would  put  it  into  the  Hearts  of  many  other  charitable  Perfons  to  encourage  thefe 
Schools,  fince  they  can  no  where  find  fitter  Obje&s.  For  Charity  can  never  be 
carried  higher,  than  to  refcue  the  Souls  of  Thoufands  of  poor  Children  from  the 
Dangers  of  Popifh  Superftition  and  Idolatry,  and  their  Bodies  from  the  Miferies  o( 
Idlenefs  and  Beggary.  This  is  not  retailing  Charity  to  Particulars,  but  diffufing  it 
over  a  whole  Nation  j  it  is  a  Charity  that  will  make  thofe  who  are  at  prefent  a  Nu- 
fance  and  a  Burden  to  their  Country,  to  become  a  Treafure  and  a  31efT;ng  to  it  j 
that  will  make  honeft  and  induftrieus  Men,  of  thofe  who  would  have  been  bred  up  in 
Thievery  and  Rags  j  it  is  a  Charity  that  will  multiply  obedient  and  peaceable  Subjedts 
to  the  King,  and  render  the  Proteftants  of  Ireland  fafe  in  their  Lives  and  Pofieflions- 
And  it  will  for  ever  take  away  the  chief  Caufe  of  thofe  Difquietudes  and  Apprehen- 
fions,  which,  upon  fome  former  Conjunctures,  have  alarmed  the  Government  and 
People  of  England,  by  reafon  of  the  near  Neighbourhood  of  a  formidable  Body  of 
Papifts,  devoted  to  the  See  of  Rome,  and  ready  to  rebel  at  the  Inftigation  of  thei: 
Priefts,   or  the  fecret  Machinations  of  a  foreign  Enemy. 

Thefe  will  be  fome  of  the  happy  Effects  of  the  Charter-Schools,  if -they  can  be 
fufficiently  multiplied  and  extended.  And  yet  they  will  be  produced  by  Means  that 
cannot  be  liable  to  Cenfure  or  Objection  j  not  by  Force  or  Terror,  not  by  Penal 
Laws  and  Profecutions,  which  can  only  make  Hypocrites ;  but  by  the  innocent  and 
gentle  Means  of  enlightening  and  inftruc-ting  the  ignorant  Minds  of  Children  in  the 
pure  Truths  of  the  Gofpel,  and  leading  them  early  to  that  Fountain-Head,  which 
the  Church  of  Rome  has  cruelly  (baled  up.  Thefe  are  the  only  Methods  praclifed 
by  the  Society,  as  being  agreeable  to  the  Nature  of  Man,  and  to  the  Genius  of  the 
Chriftian  Religion. 

And  for  obviating  the  great  Danger  of  the  Childrens  relapfing,  the  Society  are  very 
careful  to  tranfplant  them  originally  to  Schools  remote  from  their  Popifh  Parents  and 
Relations,  who  would  be  apt  to  pervert  them.  This  Expedient,  fo  cffential  to  the 
obtaining  the  Ends  of  the  Charter,  tho'  it  may  have  efcaped  public  Cognizance,  has 
proved  an  Article  of  no  fmall  Expence  to  the  Society,   and  will  continue  fo  to  be. 

If,  after  all,  any  Man  fhould  really  doubt  whether  this  Scheme  for  converting  the 
poor  Natives  of  Ireland,  be  well  calculated  for  that  Purpofe,  he  may  eafily  be  fatisfied 
from  the  Alarm  it  has  given  to  the  Popifh  Priefts,  who  have  lately  denied  the  Com- 
munion, and  refufed  Abfolution  to  thofe  Parents  who  have  fufrered  their  Children  to 
'he  received  into  the  Charter-Schools,  though  it  be  to  fave  them  from  perifhing  with 
Hunger  and  Nakednefs.  This  is  a  plain  Confeffion  of  their  inward  Fears  and  Appre- 
henlions,  that  the  Charter  is  laying  the  Axe  to  the  Root  of  Popery,  and  will  in  its 
Progrefs  accomplifh  that  Work  by  fweet  and  infenfible  Means,  wnich  has  been  too 
hard  for  coercive  and  penal  Laws,  in  a  Courfe  of  more  than  Fifty  Years. 

The  Society  beg  Leave  to  recommend  in  the  moil  earneft  Manner  to  Gentlemen 
and  Ladies  to  vifit,  as  often  as  they  can,  the  Charter-Schools  in  their  refpeclive 
Neighbourhoods,  to  infpect  the  State  of  the  (aid  Schools,  of  the  Furniture,  Cloathing, 
and  Diet  of  the  Children,  and  fee  that  the  Matters  and  Miftreflcs  difchargc  their  Du- 
ties, nor  only  in  cloathing  and  feeding  the  Children  properly,    but   aifo  in  inuring 
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them  to  Labour  and  Induftry  ;  in  inftru&ing  them  in  the  Principles  of  true  Religion, 
and  in  a  true  Senfe  of  their  great  Obligations  to  be  dutiful  and  loyal  to  the  prefenr 
happy  Government ;  and  in  giving  them  a  juft  Impreffion  of  the  Corruptions,  Ido- 
latry, and  cruel  Perfecutions  of  Popery. 

The  Society  cannot  part  with  this  Subject,  without  offering  one  Hint  to  the  Gen- 
tlemen of  this  Kingdom,  which  they  do  with  the  greater}.  Deference  and  Tendernefs. 

It  is  evident,  that  the  greateft  Part  of  the  Contributions  to  this  good  Work  has 
been  remitted  from  England,  to  the  Amount  of  29768  I.  4  s.  gd.  to  Nov.  3,  1756, 
given  by  Perfons,  many  of  whom  have  no  Intereft  in  Ireland,  nor  Relation  to  it, 
but  fend  over  their. Bounty  upon  the  pure  Principle  of  Charity,  and  for  God's  Sake, 
for  which  they  can  hope  for  no  Reward  but  in  the  World  to  come.  But  the  Cafe 
is  very  different  with  regard  to  the  Gentlemen  of  Ireland  ;  for  as  their  Benefactions 
will  be  laid  out  in  their  own  Country,  and  frequently  upon  their  own  Eftates,  the 
Money  will  circulate  among  their  own  Tenants,  and  in  the  End  reimburfe  the  Do- 
nors :  Every  Popifh  Child  turned  out  a  Proteftant  from  thefe  Schools,  will  bring  an 
Acceflion  of  Strength  to  the  Proteftant  Intereft,  and  of  Wealth  to  the  Kingdom,  by 
the  Labour  of  his  Hands.  So  that  if  the  Charter-Schools  could  be  fufficiently  ex- 
tended and  diffufed,  they  would  be  the  Means  of  increafing  Induftry  and  Trade,  and 
ufeful  Manufactures;  which  muft  of  courfe  improve  every  Gentleman's  Eftatev 

The  Society  will  conclude  with  this  one  Observation,  which  they  apprehend  to  be 
of  confiderable  Importance,  though  little  attended  to ;  namely,  that  the  Progrefs  of 
thefe  Schools  muft,  in  its  natural  Courfe,  gradually  aboliih  the  great  Number  of 
Popifh  Holidays,  by  means  of  which,  fome  hundred  thoufands  of  working  Hands 
are  kept  idle,  and  the  "Labour  and  Profit  of  them  loft  to  the  public  Stock  for  a  con- 
fiderable Part  of  the  Year,  the  very  Harveft  not  excepted. 

This  Damage,  as  little  as  it  is  obferved,  yet  upon  a  fair  Calculation,  will  appear 
to  be  an  aftonifhing  Draw-back  from  the  Wealth  and  Strength  of  the  Nation  ;  for 
it  eats  like  a  Worm  unfeen  at  the  Root  of  our  Profperity,  which  grows  chiefly  from 
Labour,   and  muft  languifh  with  the  Decreafe  of  it. 

It  is  manifeft  therefore,  that  the  Increafe  of  Proteftant  Hands,  in  confequence  of 
thefe  Schools,  will  remove  this  great  Evil,  which,  humanly  fpeaking,  cannot  be. 
done  by  any  other  Means. 

JV.  B.  At  a  General  Meeting  of  The  Incorporated  Society,  Sec.  held  on  Monday 
the  28th  of  March,  1748.  Refolved,  That  a  Portion  of  Five  Pounds  fhall 
be  given  to  every  Perfon  educated  in  the  Charter -Schools,  upon  his  or  her 
marrying  a  Proteftant,  with  the  Approbation  of  the  Committee  of  Fifteen ; 
every  fuch  Perfon  producing  a  proper  Certificate,  that  he  or  fhe  have  duly 
ferved  out  their  Apprenticefhip.

The  firft  Epiftle  of    St.  Paul  to   Timothy, 
Ch.  I.  Ver.  5. 

Now  the  End  of  the  Commandment  is  Charity,  out 
of  a  pure  Heart,  and  of  a  good  Confcience,  and 
of  Faith  unfeigned. 

THIS  Epiftle  of  St.  Paul  to  Timothy  was  written 
upon  the  following  Occafion.  The  Apoftle,  after 
having  fpent  a  long  Time  at  Ephefus  in  preaching 
the  Gofpel  of  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrift,  thought  it 
proper  to  go  from  thence  into  Macedonia  and  Greece,  that  he 
might  confirm  his  Difciples  there  in  the  Faith  formerly  deli- 
vered to  them ;  and  left  the  Ephefians  mould  fufFer  through 
the  malicious  Arts  of  the  Oppofers  of  his  Doctrine,  he  ap- 
pointed his  beloved  Difciple,  Timothy,  to  prefide  over  them 
with  Epifcopal  Authority,  to  preferve  them  pure  both  in 
Doctrine  and  Difcipline. 

The  Church  of  Ephefus  was  at  that  time  much  difturbed 
by  the  Jewifh  Converts  to  Chriftianity,  who  very  zealoufly 
endeavoured  to  intermix  the  Law  of  Mofes  with  the  Gofpel  of 
Jefus  Chrift,  and  laid  greater  Strefs  upon  their  fabulous  Tra- 
ditions, their  Genealogies,  and  other  ufelefs  Subjects  of  idle 
Curiofity,  than  upon  thofe  Doctrines,  which  were  full  of 
Edification  to  the  Church  of  God. 

Timothy  was  directed  to  withftand  thefe  Enemies  of  the 
Gofpel,  and  the  Apoftle,  upon  this  Occafion,  very  properly 
declares,  in  the  Words  read  to  you,    the  End  for  which  the 
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Gofpel  was  promulged,  that  fo  the  Attention  of  Timothy 
might  be  faithfully  and  diligently  applied  towards  confirming 
the  Dilciples  in  Difpofitions  becoming  the  fincere  ProfefTors 
of  Christianity :  Now  the  End  of  the  Commandment,  fays 
he,  is  Charity,  out  of  a  pure  Heart,  and  of  a  good  Confcience, 
and  of  Faith  unfeigned — —Words  fhort  in  Compafs,  but  in 
Signification  moil  extenfive;  Words,  which  mould  be  engra- 
ven on  the  Heart  of  every  fincere  ChrifHan  -,  for  whofoever 
fulfils  thefe  Directions  in  his  Conduct,  whofoever,  from  an 
unfeigned  Faith,  is  conflantly  exercifed  in  ChrifHan  Charity, 
with  a  pure  Heart,  and  a  good  Confcience,  acts  as  it  becomes 
the  humble  and  faithful  Difciple  of  Jefus  Chrifl. 

It  will  not  therefore  be  improper,  upon  this  prefent  Occa- 
fion,  in  the  firfl  Place  to  remind  you  of  thofe  Duties  which  you 
have  engaged  yourfelves  to  obferve  as  Members  of  this  our 
pure  eftablifhed  Church,  and  after  that,  to  point  out  the  Er- 
rors of  our  deluded  Brethren,  the  Roman  Catholicks :  To  fhew 
the  difmal  Confequences,  which  are  too  juflly  to  be  appre- 
hended from  their  unhappy  Miflakes ;  to  confider  our  Beha- 
viour towards  them ;  to  excite  you  by  all  Chriflian  means  to 
promote  their  Converfion,  and  in  order  to  that,  to  recom- 
mend the  Scheme  of  our  Charter  Schools  as  a  moft  effectual 
Method  to  produce  this  defirable  End ;  fince  great  Numbers 
may  by  this  be  delivered  from  dreadful  Errors,  grofs  Igno- 
rance, and  wicked  Idlenefs,  and  in  their  flead  may  be  bleffed 
with  the  Knowledge  of  the  faving  Doctrines  of  Chrifl,  and 
inflructed  in  the  Arts  of  Induflry,  from  whence  they  may 
hereafter  fupport  themfelves  and  their  Families  comfortably 
and  innocently. 

Let  us  then,  in  the  firft  Place,  confider  ferioufly  the  Duties 
recommended  in  the  Text,  in  which  we  are,  by  our  Baptifmal 
Vow,  engaged  to  exercife  ourfelves  conflantly ;  and  let  us  not, 

as

as  is  too  much  the  Famion,  content  ourfelves  with  a  luke- 
warm Application  to  thefe  Duties,  but  remember,  that  our 
Continuance  here  is  both  fliort  and  uncertain ;  that  this  is 
a  State  of  Trial  and  Probation  ;  That  we  are  to  rife  again  to 
give  an  account  of  our  Actions,  and  to  be  for  ever  rewarded 
or  punimed  in  proportion  to  our  Faith  and  our  Works. 

I  shall  begin  with  the  laft  Thing  mentioned  in  the  Text, 
for  it  is  the  fundamental  Principle  of  all  our  Duties,  fince, 
without  a  lively  Faith,  operating  conftantly  in  our  Minds,  it 
is  in  vain  to  look  for  Charity,  a  pure  Heart,  or  a  good  Con- 
fcience. 

By  Faith  then  we  know,  that  the  Univerfe,  with  all  it's 
feveral  furpriiing  Parts,  and  wonderful  Variety  of  Inhabitants, 
was  created  by  an  eternal,  felf-exiftent,  infinitely  perfect 
Being,  for  his  Glory  and  Service :  By  Faith  we  know,  that 
Man  was  created  Innocent  and  Perfect,  and  bountifully  pro- 
vided with  every  Thing  necenary  for  his  Happinefs:  That 
he  was  created  a  free  Agent,  and  bound  by  Laws  proper  for 
the  Regulation  of  his  Actions ;  That  he  abufed  his  Freedom, 
acted  contrary  to  thefe  Laws,  and  expofed  himfelf  to  the 
denounced  Penalty,  to  the  Dominion  of  Sin,  and  Death, 
the  Confequence  of  it.  This  was  the  defperate  Situation  in 
which  prefumptuous  Pride  and  Difobedience  had  involved 
our  firft  Father  and  all  his  Pofterity,  and  fuch  mult  our  Cir- 
cumftances  have  been,  if  God  in  his  infinite  Mercy  had  not 
relieved  us  from  them  by  a  Difpenfation  equally  gracious  and 
aftonifhing,  for  by  Faith  we  know  that  Godfo  laved  the  Worlds 
that  he  gave  his  only  begotten  Son,  to  the  End  that  all  that  be- 
lieve in  him,  fhculd  not  periff:,  but  have  cverlafting  Life*  This 
Defign  of  God  in  our  favour,  was,   from  the  time  of  our 
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Fall  to  that  of  our  Redemption,  very  particularly  and  circum- 
fkntially  declared  :  The  Perfon  of  our  Redeemer  j  The  time 
appointed  for  his  appearance  in  the  Flefh  ;  the  Sufferings  which 
he  was  to  undergo ;  the  End  of  thofe  Sufferings ;  his  Refur- 
rection  and  Afcenfion  into  Heaven,  were  very  exactly  foretold 
by  the  Prophets.  He  was  not  a  Creature ;  He  was  not  an  Arch- 
angel, for  verily  he  took  not  on  him  the  Nature  of  Angels*:  7 he 
Word  was  with  God,  the  Word  was  God-f:  This  Word  was  made 
Fle/h  and  dwelt  among  us% ;  This  Word,  by  whom  all  Things  were 
created  that  are  in  Heaven  and  that  are  hi  the  Earth,  vijible  and 
invijible  ;  whether  they  be  Thrones  or  Dominions  or  Principali- 
ties or  Powers,  all  things  were  created  by  him  a?idfor  him,  and 
he  is  before  all  Things,  and  by  him  all  Things  confi/l  ||j  and  fince 
he  is  the  Creator  of  all  Things,  the  fame  Apoftle  declares 
even  the  Heathens  inexcufable,  who  did  not  acknowledge 
this  Creator  of  all  things  to  be  God,  for  the  invifible  things 
of  him,  fays  St.  Paul,  from  the  Creation  of  the  World,  are 
clearly  feen,  being  under  flood  by  the  things  that  are  made,  even 
his  eternal  Power  and  Godhead  §. 

Such,  my  Brethren,  are  the  important  Truths  which  are 
by  Faith  communicated  to  us,  and  from  the  fame  Principle 
we  are  taught  to  expect  a  Refurrection  both  of  the  Jufl  and 
Unjurt,  at  which  Time  every  Man  mail  be  finally  difpofed 
of  according  to  his  Works.  How  then  does  it  become  us, 
inftructed  in  thefe  Myfteries  of  Chrirtian  Faith,  to  behave 
ourfelves  ?  Our  Lord  and  Mafter  has  given  us  eafy  and  full 
Directions  for  our  Conduct.  We  mull,  both  out  of  Grati- 
tude and  Interefr,  honour  and  obey  our  great  Creator  and 
merciful  Redeemer  in  all  our  Actions:  We  muft  exercife 
ourfelves  in  Sobriety  and .  Temperance,   and  apply  ourfelves 
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to  the  Improvement  of  our  better  Part,  the  Mind  ;  by  think- 
ing humbly  of  ourfelves,  by  keeping  within  the  Limits  pres- 
cribed to  us,  by  fuppreffing  all  extravagant  Efforts  of  Paf- 
iion  j  We  mufl  behave  ourfelves  to  our  Neighbour  as  wc 
would  that  he,  in  like  Circumftances,  mould  behave  himfelf 
towards  us ;  We  mufl  love  him  as  ourfelves,  and  then  we 
(hall  fulfil  the  whole  Law  :  For  if  God  Almighty  has  treated 
us,  his  finful  Creatures,  with  fo  much  Tendernefs,  Mercy 
and  Companion ;  If  he  pardons  our  Offences,  and  bears  with 
our  Infirmities,  furely  it  becomes  us  to  follow  this  great  Ex- 
ample in  our  Behaviour  towards  each  other.  This  is  the,  ex- 
cellent Foundation  of  Chriflian  Charity,  and,  were  all  Men 
governed  by  this  Principle  of  Love  and  Forbearance,  were 
they  refcued  from  the  narrow,  interefled  Principles  of  Sel- 
fifhnefs,  and  difpofed  at  all  Times,  in  all  Circumftances  and 
upon  all  Occafions,  to  promote  the  good  of  all,  thofe  Out- 
rages and  Paflions,  which  now  difturb  and  deftroy  the  Harmo- 
ny of  this  World,  would  ceafe,  to  our  great  Satisfaction  and 
Comfort ;  we  mould  live  fecure  from  Infults  and  Injuries,  and 
the  Furies  of  Revenge,  their  violent  Attendant  -,  Strangers  to 
Pride  and  Envy;  unacquainted  with  ilanderous  Detracti- 
ons and  Calumnies ;  free  from  Ambition  and  Avarice ;  not 
malicioufly  nice  and  exact  in  computing  the  Faults  and  Over- 
fights  of  our  Neighbour,  but  rather  bearing  all  things  in  himJ 
believing  all  things^  hoping  all  thingsi  enduring  all  things.* 

You  fee  from  this  fhort  Defcription  of  Chriftian  Charity, 
how  clofely  it  is  connected  with  a  pure  Heart ;  how  fuperior 
it  muft  be  to,  and  abfolutely  untainted  by,  the  miferable 
Purfuits  of  earthly  Minds  :  The  Heart  of  fuch  a  Man  cannot 
be  engaged  in  a  low  Attachment  to  the  melancholy  Projects 
of  feniual  Men,  but  mufl  be  always  bleffed  with  the  Com- 
forts 

*  i  Cor.  xiii.  7. 
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forts  of  a  good  Confcience,  fince  he  behaves  himfelf  with 
Conftancy  in  a  fair,  dutiful  Manner  towards  God,  his  Neigh- 
bour and  Himfelf. 

It  were  much  to  be  wifhed,  that  thefe  happy  Principles 
©f  Action  prevailed  in  this  our  Country :  But  indeed  our  un- 
happy Situation,  our  religious  Divifions,  the  Errors  and  Igno- 
rance of  the  greateft  part  of  our  Inhabitants,  powerfully 
operate  to  the  contrary ;  for  too  many  of  our  People  are  loft 
in  the  Errors  of  Popery,  with  very  little  Caufe  to  hope  for  a 
Change  in  thofe  who  through  Age  are  hardened  in  their  falfe 
Opinions.  They  reft  indeed  with  us  upon  the  true  Founda- 
tion, that  Jefus  is  the  Chrift,  the  Saviour  of  the  World  j  but 
they  have  miierably  erred  in  the  Doctrines  built  upon  this 
Foundation :  They  have,  inftead  of  Gold,  Silver,  and  preci- 
ous Stones,  piled  up  Wood,  Hay,  and  Stubble  upon  it  j  for 
to  what  elie  can  their  numerous,  abfard  AfTertions  be  fo  apt- 
ly compared  ?  For  indeed  they  have  deformed  the  pure  Reli- 
gion of  Chrift,  and  eftablifhed  many  fhameful  Doctrines, 
dangerous  both  in  Speculation  and  Practice. 

They  have,  with  much  Art,  and  the  moft  refined  Policy, 
put  the  Pope  at  the  head  01  an  infupportable  fpiritual  Tyranny, 
pretending  through  him  to  Lord  it  over  their  Brethren,  and 
endeavouring  by  Force,  to  make  them  receive,  as  infallible, 
their  ftrange  Decifions  in  Points  of  Faith  and  Doctrine. 
They  have  let  themfelves  above  the  Civil  Magiftrate,  alTert- 
ing  a  right  to  difpofe  of  Empires  and  Kingdoms  as  they  pleafe ; 
For  this  Power,  fay  they,  muft  have  been  in  Jefus  Chrift, 
and  confequently  is  vefted  in  his  Reprefentative  and  Vicar : 
This  his  Vicar  is  not  to  be  bound  by  any  Laws,  Oaths,  or  the 
moft  folemn  Obligations,  and  therefore  afferts  a  Power  of 
difpenfing  with  thefe  through  his  whole  Spiritual  Empire. 
They  claim  alfo  an  abfolute  Right  of  excluding  all  thofe  from 
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the  Kingdom  of  Heaven,  who  will  not  fubfcribe  to  their  wild 
Opinions.  They  forbid  the  Marriage  of  Eccleilaiticks  that 
they  may  amafs  Treafure  for  the  Service  of  the  Church. 
They  keep  their  People  in  Ignorance,  and  (hut  them  out  from 
the  Means  of  Knowledge,  by  forbidding  the  Ufe  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures  in  a  Language  commonly  underftood.  They  have 
denied  the  Communion  of  the  Cup  to  the  Laity  in  direct 
Oppofition  to  our  Saviour's  exprefs  Command,  and  the  con- 
ftant  Practice  of  the  Primitive  Church.  *They  have  eft ablifh- 
ed  Traditions  to  be  of  equal  Authority  with  the  written  Word 
of  God,  and  as  they  have  not  fpecifled  particularly  what  thefe 
Traditions  are,  here  is  an  inexhauftible  Fund  for  fupporting 
die  wildeft  and  moil;  abfurd  Declarations.  They  require  the 
Belief  of  the  Doctrine  of  Tranfubftantiation  contrary  to  the 
Evidence  of  Senfe,  upon  which  indeed  our  holy  Faith  was 
firit  grounded,  for  it  was  fupported  by  Miracles.  They  teach 
and  recommend  the  Adoration  of  Angels  and  Saints  in  De- 
rogation to  the  Honour  due  to  Chrift,  through  whom  alone 
we  are  directed  to  offer,  up  our  Prayers  to  God  the  Father. 
They  have,  without  the  leaft  Foundation  of  the  Scriptures, 
declared,  that,  after  this  Life,  and  previous  to  the  Day  of 
Judgment,  there  is  a  middle  State  in  which  the  Soul  is  to  be 
purged  by  Fire  from  all  Filth  contracted  in  the  Flefh :  They 
very  artfully  make  the  Pope  Mafter  of  thefe  purging  Fires, 
with  full  Power  to  morten  the  Time,  and  mitigate  the  Force 
of  the  Puniihment,  in  this  manner  impofing  upon  the  Cre- 
dulity of  the  Laity,  and  molt  charitably  relcaiing  only  thofe 
whole  rich  Friends  or  Relations  can  pay  highly  for  their  Re- 
lief. They  have,  in  direct  Oppofition  to  the  fecond  Com- 
mandment, eftablifhed  the  Doctrine  of  the  Ufe  of  Images, 
and  thus  lead  their  People  into  many  grofs  Expreffions  of 
Idolatry. 

These 
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These,  with  many  others,  are  the  Errors  of  the  Church 
of  Rome :  This  is  the  Wood,  Hay,  and  Stubble,  which  they 
have  been  long  heaping  up  upon  the  good  Foundation  delivered 
to  them  :  It  was  our  Duty  therefore,  my  Brethren,  left  we 
fhould  be  led  to  do  and  believe  that  which  is  directly  contra- 
ry to  our  Chriftian  Profeffion,  to  feparate  ourfelves  from  them, 
as  we  did  happily  at  the  Reformation,  fince  we  could  not 
continue  in  their  Communion  without  rejecting  the  Scriptures, 
and  fubfcribing  to  the  Truth  of  Articles  which  from  the  Au- 
thority of  thofe  facred  Writings  we  know  to  be  falfe. — But 
unhappily,  in  this  our  Country  bigotted  and  ignorant,  too 
many  of  the  Inhabitants  frill  continue  to  embrace  thefe 
Errors,  and  have  laid  hold  on  every  Opportunity  of  endea- 
vouring to  fubject  us  again  to  this  infupportable  Yoke : 
They  have  mixed  Religion  with  Policy,  and  as  they  have, 
upon  two  memorable  Occafions,  been  juftly  deprived  of  their 
PorTeflions,  iince  Forfeitures  are  the  natural  and  juft  Confe- 
quences  of  Rebellions,  they  are  hence  difpofed  to  a  Change, 
for  the  Recovery  of  their  former  Eftates. 

This  is  our  Situation  -,  It  deferves  our  utmoft  Prudence 
and  Attention  to  prevent  Confequences  which  we  have  fo 
juft  Reafon  to  apprehend  j  for  we  know  by  fad  Experience, 
to  what  Lengths  of  Cruelty  the  Charity  of  that  Church  can 
go  j  what  inhuman,  and  more  than  barbarous  Sentiments 
their  furious  Spirit  of  Perfecution  can  raife  in  the  Breafts  of 
their  mildeft  Votaries. 

But  indeed,  as  we  differ  from  them  in  Doctrine,  fo  do 
we  alfo  moft  juftly  in  Practice  \  For  we  know  that  the  *  Servant 
of  God  muft  not  ft  rive,  but  be  gentle  unto  all  Meny  apt  to  teach, 
patient ,    in  Meeknefs  injlruffing  thofe  that  oppoje  themfehes,  if 
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God  per  adventure  will  give  them  Repentance  to  the  acknowledg- 
ing °f  the  Truth.  Such  is  our  Behaviour  towards  them,  full 
of  Mildnefs  and  brotherly  Love :  We  do  not  force  their 
Confciences  j  they  are  not  profcribed  or  banifhed  on  account 
of  their  religious"  Opinions  ;  and  though  our  Laws,  for  the 
fecurity  of  the  State,  are  penal  againft  their  Priefts  and  Friars, 
yet  they  are  fufpended,  only  kept  over  their  Heads  to  prevent 
rebellions  and  treafonable  Practices :  Nor  can  thefe  Laws  be 
repealed  with  Prudence  whilft  this  deluded  People  continue 
in  their  miftaken  Principles,  fince  they  are  abfolutely  neceffa- 
ry  for  the  prevention  of  Evil,  which  makes  this  a  Charitable 
Severity ;  for  we  fee  from  experience,  that  it  is  not  the  In- 
tention of  the  State  to  put  them  rigorouily  into  Execution,  fo 
long  as  the  Roman  Catholicks  continue  to  amean  themfelves 
to  the  Laws :  Whilft  the  Society  and  the  eftablithed  Church 
remain  fecure,  fo  long  let  them  be  indulged  in  the  Exercife 
of  their  Religion,  as  hitherto  they  have  enjoyed  the  undiftur- 
bed  Profeflion  of  it  for  near  Seventy  Years.  Indeed  we  muft 
do  them  Juflice,  they  have  merited  this  Indulgence  by  their 
Behaviour,  and  I  hope  they  will  go  on  to  merit  it.  We  wifh 
their  Religious  Principles  indeed  to  be  altered,  and  conformed 
to  the  Golpel  of  Jefus  Chrift  :  but  we  do  not  pretend  to  Lord 
it  over  their  Confciences,  and  by  Violence  to  oblige  them  to 
retract  their  Opinions ;  yet  furely  we  have  a  right  to  take  care 
that  thefe  wrong  Opinions  may  not  proceed  to  wrong  Actions, 
to  Treafons,  Confpiracies,  and  Rebellions  :  And  as  they  have 
too  ftrong  a  Tendency  that  way,  it  is  our  Duty  to  prevent  the 
Evil  to  the  befl  of  our  Power,  to  fupport  and  preferve  thofe 
Laws  which  have  been  wifely  appointed  for  this  very  End ; 
that  fo,  by  their  AfTiftance,  we  may  be  able  to  put  a  fpeedy 
and  effectual  flop  to  any  further  Machinations  intended  for  the 
Deftruclion  of  our  Religion,  our  Civil  Liberties,  probably  the 
Lives  of  many. 
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If  our  Laws,  appointed  for  fuch  good  Purpofes,  may  feem 
to  be  fevere,  let  it  be  confidered  that  the  Severity  is  rather  upon 
a  Political  than  a  Religious  Account,  and  fince  they  tend  only 
to  preferve  this  deluded  People  from  expofing  themfelves, 
through  a  furious,  miftaken  Zeal,  to  many  Evils,  and  at  the 
End  to  fure  Deftruction,  they  rather  deferve  the  Name  of 
Mercy  and  Clemency,  and,  considering  how  they  are  executed, 
we  cannot  charge  ourfelves  with  having  departed  from  the 
flridteft  Charity  in  our  Behaviour  towards  them. 

Our  whole  Conduct  has  been  full  of  Brotherly  Love  and 
Kindnefs  towards  them :  They  live,  equally  with  us,  under 
the  Protection  of  the  Laws :  They  have  an  equal  Share  in  the 
Trade  of  the  Kingdom :  They  are  encouraged  by  us  without 
any  Diftinction,  excepting  that  which  our  Security  makes  ab- 
folutely  necefiary  :  They  are  treated  in  private  Life  equally  to 
our  belt.  Neighbours  and  Friends,  and,  would  they  liften  to  us, 
we  are  ready  with  open  Arms  to  receive  them,  to  inftruct  them, 
and  convince  them  of  their  Errors,  and  bring  them  over  to 
the  pure  Profeiiion  of  Chriftianity. 

And  furely,  this  Charity,  which  we  are  afTembled  together 
to  recommend  and  enforce,  is  a  noble  Inftance  of  it.  We  have, 
at  a  very  large  Expence,  which  His  Majeny's  truly  Royal  Boun- 
ty, the  Munificence  of  the  Parliament,  and  the  charitable  Con- 
tributions of  private  Perfons  both  in  England  and  here,  have 
fupplied,  erected  many  Seminaries  for  the  Support  and  Edu- 
cation of  thofe  Children,  whom  their  Popiili  Parents  are  not 
able  to  maintain  and  educate.  There  are  near  Eighteen 
Hundred  already  taken  Care  of  in  thefe  Houfes :  They  are 
decently  clothed,  and  wholfomely  fed  :  They  are  carefully 
inltructed  in  the  true  Principles  of  the  Chriftian  Religion : 
They  are  taught  to  read  and  write,  employed  in  Labour,  and 
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inftructed  in  the  Arts  of  Agriculture,  and  that  Branch  of  our 
Manufactures,  which  is  open  in  its  utmoft  Extent  to  us,  much 
and  kindly  encouraged  by  Engla?idf  and  therefore  proves  the 
great  fupport  of  this  Kingdom,  and  is  a  copious  inlet  of 
Wealth  to  it.  When  the  Children  come  to  a  proper  Age, 
they  are  put  out  Apprentices,  after  having  fpent  Eight  or  Nine 
Years  in  thefe  Schools,  in  an  innocent,  induftrious,  fober, 
chriftian  manner ;  and  it  is  to  be  prefumed,  that,  when  they 
mix  with  the  World,  they  will  carry  thefe  good  Principles 
with  them,  and  not  only  prove  themfelves  to  be  honeft,  in- 
duftrious, virtuous,  and  religious  Members  of  Society,  but,  by 
the  Force  of  their  good  Behaviour,  ftrongly  incline  others  to 
admire  and  imitate  their  Conduct ;  for  Practice  is  more  effec- 
tual than  Precepts  for  the  Reformation  of  Men  :  And  when 
they  are  comfortably  fettled,  and  enabled  by  an  honeft  Induft- 
ry  to  fupport  their  Families,  this  may  probably  raife  a  juft 
Spirit  of  Emulation  in  their  poor,  idle  Neighbours,  and  infen- 
nbly  lead  them  into  a  happy  Imitation  of  thofe  Principles 
and  Practices,  which  they  obferve  to  produce  fo  many  Com- 
forts, fo  great  Security,  Peace  and  Satisfaction.  Thefe  are  the 
Effects  juftly  to  be  expected  from  this  truly  Charitable  Scheme, 
and  if  it  be  properly  fupported,  carefully  purfued,  and  dili- 
gently attended  to,  it  muft  prove  the  fource  of  much  Happi- 
nefs  to  this  Nation :  It  will  encreafe  true  Religion,  cherifh  an 
honeft  Behaviour,  make  Truth,  and  Juftice,  and  Sobriety,  the 
diftinguifhing  Characters  of  our  People,  and  effectually  pro- 
mote Induftry,  and  banifh  Idlenefs  ;  Effects  moft  deniable, 
as  with  thefe  no  Nation  can  be  miferable,  nor  happy  where 
the  contrary  Behaviour  prevails.  * 

It  may  not  here  be  improper  to  conftder  fome  Objections 
which  have  been  made  to  this  Charity  j  it  may  be  ufeful  for 
the  Improvement  of  it. 
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I  have  heard  it  faid,  that  the  Remedy  is  not  proportionable 
to  the  Difeafe  :  The  Roman  Catholicks  are  many  Hundreds 
of  Thoufands,  the  Children  annually  fent  out  from  thefe 
Schools  very  few  :  This  is  true  j  the  Scheme  is  now  in  it's  In- 
fant State  :  Let  us  cheriih  it  in  it's  Infancy  that  it  may  grow 
up  to  Maturity.  The  Numbers  hitherto  are  not  fuch  as  we 
could  wifh  for ;  but  they  encreafe  gradually,  and  will  go  on 
to  encreafe  as  the  Money  applied  to  this  Purpofe  encreafes. 
The  large  Sum,  fo  generoufly  granted  this  Semon  of  Parlia- 
ment, will,  I  hope,  enable  the  Governors  to  add  to  their  Se- 
minaries ;  and  pombly,  when  private  Perfons  find  the  State 
fo  nobly  difpofed  to  enlarge  this  Scheme,  they  will  abound  frill 
more  in  their  Contributions :  This  Objection  therefore  does  not 
overturn  the  Defign,  but  rather  flrongly  recommends  larger 
Supplies,  and  fhews  the  Necefiity  of  them.  And  furely  they 
will  be  granted  by  all  Lovers  of  their  Country,  who  cannot 
apply  their  Superfluity  more  properly  than  by  making  it  an 
happy  Inftxument  to  promote  Religion,  Honefry  and  Induflry. 

By  this  Means  a  fecond  Objection  may  be  removed,  taken 
from  the  low  condition  of  thofe  who  are  now  appointed  to  take 
care  of  thefe  Children.  Undoubtedly  they  ought  to  be  Per- 
fons of  much  Religion  and  Virtue :  They  ought  to  be  know- 
ing, fair,  regular  Men,  proper  by  their  Example  to  improve 
and  inftruct  thefe  Infants  :  They  mould  be  particularly  zea- 
lous for  the  pure  Religion  of  Chrifr.  as  profeffedin  our  Church, 
and  apt,  from  Reafon,  and  a  competent  Knowledge  of  the 
Holy  Scriptures,  to  fix  flrong  and  early  Impreflions  on  the 
minds  of  the  Children  in  favour  of  our  Holy  Faith,  and  to 
arm  them  powerfully  againft  the  deluding  Arts  of  the  Adver- 
fary.  All  this  can  hardly  be  expected  from  Matters  at  fo  fmall 
a  Salary  as  the  Society  is  now  enabled  to  allot  them;  but  as 
the  Fund  increafes,    this  Defect  may  be  fupplied.     In  the 
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mean  time  much  may  be  done  by  the  Local  Committees ;  and 
I  fuppofe,  if  the  Members  of  thofe  Committees  are  regular, 
frequent  and  exact  in  their  Vifitations,  it  will  be  of  the  great- 
eft  Service  towards  the  fecuring  of  all  thofe  defirable  Ends 
which  may  be  juftly  expected  from  this  Charity.  They  will, 
I  hope,  be  particularly  watchful  over  the  Morals  of  the  Chil- 
dren, and,  if  they  find  any  of  them  difpofed  to  Vice,  they  will 
by  juft  Correction  endeavour  to  reform  them.  If  their  Cor- 
rection proves  ineffectual,  they  will  acquaint  the  Standing 
Committee  here  of  it,  that  fo  the  unhappy  Influence  of  this 
fuppofed  wicked  Child  may  not  infect  the  reft ;  that  he  may 
in  time  be  removed  from  this  little  Society ;  for  Wickednefs 
is  of  a  very  peftilential  Nature,  and  fpreads  itfelf  with  an 
amazing  Quicknefs.  And  as  the  Parifh  Minifter  is  generally 
a  Member  of  the  Local  Committee,  the  Children  by  his 
Care  and  Labour  will  be  fully  inftructed  in  all  the  necef- 
fary  Points  of  our  Holy  Faith,  and  taught  to  behave  them- 
felves  foberly,  diligently,  and  juftly.  Thefe  Ends  will  be  beft 
attained  by  a  careful  and  conftant  Explanation  of  our  Church 
Catechiim  ;  and  I  think  it  will  be  beft  explained  Viva  Voce, 
in  plain  eafy  Expreffions.  I  am  lure  that  this  will  reach  the 
Underftanding,  and  fix  the  Principles  in  the  Heart ;  whereas 
the  being  able  to  repeat  the  Catechifm  exactly,  or  any  fhort 
Explanation  of  it,  is  little  more  than  an  Exercife  of  the 
Memory :  The  Words  are  faid,  but  the  Force  of  them  is  not 
underftood :  Let  the  Articles  of  our  Holy  Religion  there- 
fore be  fixed  in  their  Hearts :  Let  the  Goodnefs  of  God  in 
our  Creation,  Prefervation,  and  Redemption  be  imprinted  on 
their  Minds ;  Let  the  Shortnefs  of  this  Life  be  frequently  re- 
prefented  to  them,  and  let  them  remember  that  after  Death 
is  the  Judgment ;  And  furely,  when,  from  their  firft  Infancy, 
they  are  perfuaded  that  no  unjuft  Perfon,  no  lewd,  no  intem- 
perate Man,  no  one  who  indulges  himfelf  in  Lies,  Slanders, 
and  a  contumelious  Behaviour,   no  Envious  or  proud  Man, 
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can  expect  any  fhare  in  the  Kingdom  of  God  and  our  Lord 
Jelus  Chrift  ;  this  will  prove  a  powerful  Guard  to  them,  in 
their  advanced  Years,  againfl  Practices  which  expofe  them  to 
Milery  both  here,  and  hereafter,  for  ever;  for  the  firft  Im- 
prefTions  are  ftrong  and  lafting,  and  a  fair,  good  Life  is  al- 
moil  the  fure  Coniequence  of  an  early  good  Education. 

It  will  be  alfo  very  proper  to  inftruct  the  Children,  as  their 
Years  make  them  capable  of  fuch  Inftruction,  in  the  chief 
Points  of  Difference  between  us  and  the  Roman  Catholicks  : 
This  will  fecure  them  from  the  deluding,  insinuating  Arts  of 
Prieits  and  Friars,  from  whom  all  Oppofition  to  this  Scheme 
is  to  be  apprehended  ;  and  poffibly,  by  their  Intercourfe  here- 
after with  thofe  of  that  Communion,  they  may  be  able  to 
inftruct  them  in  the  right  way,  and  prevail  upon  them  to  for- 
fake  their  Errors,  and  return  into  the  Bofom  of  the  Church. 

Another  Objection  to  this  Charity  is  grounded  upon  the 
Difficulty  of  getting  Popifh  Children  to  be  educated  in  thefe 
Schools  ;  for  the  Priefts  have  great  Influence  over  their  People, 
and  make  ufe  of  every  Art,  and  that  fpiritual  Power  which 
is  fuppofed  to  be  verted  in  them,  to  prevent  the  poor  Papift 
from  parting  with  his  Children.  This  is  no  juft  Objection  to 
the  Scheme,  but  fhews,  by  their  oppofition,  their  Fears  of 
the  Confequences  of  it;  and,  the  higher  their  Fears  are,  the 
greater  mould  our  Application  be  to  cherifh  and  enlarge  it. 
It  is  difficult  to  prevail  upon  them  to  fend  their  Children  to 
thefe  Schools :  I  know  from  Experience,  that  many  Perfons 
with  numerous  Families,  diftreffed  by  Poverty,  have,  for  fuch 
was  the  Direction  of  the  Prieft,  chofen  rather  to  breed  up 
their  young  Offspring  in  Beggary,  Nakednefs,  Idlenefs  and 
Vice,  than  to  fend  them  to  thefe  Seminaries,  where  they  are 
well  cloathed,  well  fed,  and  well  inftructed.  However,  in 
this  Country,  numbers  are  not  yet,    nor  indeed  ever  can  be 
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wanted  to  fill  up  many  more  Schools  than  we  have  at  prefent ; 
and,  let  the  Children  be  what  they  will,  whether  Foundlings, 
or  the  Offspring  of  poor  Proteftants  intermixed  with  Papifts, 
the  great  End  of  this  Charity  is  fully  anfwered,  and  we  mail, 
as  from  an  healthy  Nurfery  of  young  Plants  fkilfully  reared,  be 
able  from  thefe  Seminaries  to  tranfplant  large  and  flourifhing 
Plantations  into  our  naked  and  barren  Grounds,  to  the  great 
Improvement  and  Beauty  of  the  whole  Country. 

Let  us  go  on  then,    chearfully  and  generoufly  to  fupport 
and  enlarge  this  Charity  to  the  beft  of  our  Power :    Let  not 
any  one  fay  that  he  is  not  able  to  contribute  to  it :    This  is  a 
weak  Excufe  in  too  many ;  they  find  Supplies  for  an  extrava- 
gant Luxury :  Let  them  retrench  in  this  ;  a  very  fmall  faving 
upon  this  wretched  Article,    fo  unhappily  encreafing  to  our 
Shame  and  Deftruction,  applied  to  this  Charity,  will  be  at- 
tended with  very  blerTed,  extenfive  Effects ;  will  improve  the 
Morals  of  our  Inhabitants,  encreafe  and  ftrengthen  the  Pro- 
teftant  Intereft,  enlarge  our  Manufactures,  and  be  a  fourcc  of 
Wealth  and  Security  to  this  Nation.     Surely  our  rich  Gentry 
will  receive  more  benefit  and  comfort  from  Money  difpofed 
of  for  fuch  good  Ends  than  they  can  poffibly  enjoy  from  Ex- 
travagance in  Equipage  and  Drefs,  from  Feaftings,  Gaming, 
and  riotous,  filthy  Intemperance.     The  Circumftanc.es  of  our 
Country,    our  private  Happinefs  and  Satisfaction,    call  upon 
us  to  be  frugal,  temperate,  honeit  and  induftrious  :    We  are 
but  in  the  beginning  of  our  Improvement,  and  yet  have  very 
prepofteroufly  run  into  Luxury,  the  Confequence  of  Riches : 
We  are  come  to  the  End  without  acquiring  the  Means.   For 
Poverty  naturally  produces  Induflry,  Frugality,  and  Parlimo- 
ny  j    thefe  introduce   Riches,     and  Riches   unhappily  beget 
Idlenefs,    and  a  profufion  of  wild  Expence ;   very  unhappily 
indeed  -,  for  thefe  corrupt  the  Morals  and  debauch  the  Princi- 
ples of  Men,  and  thus  lay  a  fure  and  natural  Foundation  for 
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the  Mifery,  Sicknefs,  and  DirTolution  of  the  Society :  Wc 
very  foolifhly  have  omitted  the  intermediate  Steps  j  from 
Poverty  we  have  defperately  plunged  ourfelves  into  Luxury, 
and,  if  it  goes  on  to  encreafe  in  the  fame  Degrees  that  it  has 
done  of  late,  we  muft  be  ruined.  It  is  my  Duty  to  lay  this 
before  you  in  this  publick  Manner,  for  your  Amendment  j 
for,  except  our  Conduct  be  effectually  altered,  we  mutt  not 
expect  any  thing  Fair,  Generous,  Virtuous,  or  Charitable  from 
our  Inhabitants,  but  mall  be  foon  involved  in  a  Univerfal 
Corruption  of  Manners,  to  our  certain  Ruin  and  Deflruction. 

But  I  hope  for  better  Things  from  you,  and  that  we  mall, 
all  of  us,  confpire,  by  our  Behaviour,  our  Instructions,  our 
Example,  to  promote  true  Religion ;  to  eftablifh  Induftry, 
Frugality,  and  Honefty  among  all  the  Members  of  the  So- 
ciety, that  Jo  denying  XJngodlinefs  and  worldly  Lu/ls,  we  may 
live  fiber ly,  righteoujly,  and  godly  in  this  prefent  World*.  This 
will  make  our  Lives  fecure  and  comfortable,  and  beft  prepare 
us  for  that  Change  which  we  expect  at  the  Refurrection,  at 
which  Day,  if  we  have  been  found  to  have  fulfilled  our 
Duty,  and  to  have  properly  employed  the  Talents  committed 
to  our  Truft,  we  mall  meet  with  that  happy  Reception  of 
our  Lord  and  Matter,  Well  done  good  and  faithful  Servant ; 
enter  thou  into  the  Joy  of  thy  Lord. 

That  this  may  prove  our  happy  Portion,  may  God  of  his 
infinite  Mercy  grant  through  Jefus  Chrift  our  Lord,  to  whom 
with  the  Father,  and  the  Holy  Ghoft,  the  Holy,  BlefTed, 
and  Glorious  Trinity,  be  afcribed,  as  is  moft  due,  all  Praife, 
Might,  Majefty,  and  Dominion,  both  Now,  Henceforth,  and 
for  Evermore.    Amen.

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His  Majesty's  ROYAL  CHARTER, 

For  Erecting  and  Promoting  Englifh  Proteflant  Schools 
in    IRELAND. 


GEORGE  the  Second,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  of  Great- 
Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  King,  Defender  of  the  Faith, 
&c. — To  all  Perfons  to  whom  thefe  Prefents  fhall  come.— 
Forafmuch  as  we  have  received  Information  by  the  Petition  of  the 
Lord  Primate,  Lord  Chancellor,  Archbifhops,  Noblemen,  Bimops, 
Judge?,  Gentry,  and  Clergy  of  our  Kingdom  of  Ireland,  That  in 
many  Parts  of  the  faid  Kingdom  there  are  great  Tracts  of  Land 
almoft  intirely  inhabited  by  Papifts,  who  are  kept  by  their  Clergy 
in  great  Ignorance  of  the  true  Religion,  and  bred  up  in  great  Difaf- 
feclion  to  the  Government :  That  the  erecting  of  Englifh  Proteflant 
Schools  in  thofe  Places,  is  abfolutely  neceffary  for  their  Conversion; 
that  the  Englim  Parifh  Schools  already  eftablifhed,  are  not  furlici- 
ent  for  that  Purpofe ;  nor  can  the  Refidence  of  the  Parochial  Clergy 
only,  fully  anfwer  that  End. 
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To  the  Intent  therefore,  that  the  Children  of  the  Popifh,  and 
other  poor  Natives  of  the  faid  Kingdom,  may  be  instructed  in  the 
Englifh  Tongue,  and  the  Principles  of  true  Religion  and  Loyalty, 
and  that  fo  good  a  Defign  may  the  more  effectually  be  carried  on  ; 
The  Lord  Lieutenant,  and  fome  of  the  Chief  Nobility,  Gentry, 
and  Clergy  of  the  faid  Kingdom,  are  appointed  Commiflioners  to 
execute  the  purpofes  of  this  Charter,  and  have  a  Power  to  elect 
others  in  the  Room  of  their  deceafed  Members  ;  and  are  conrtitu- 
ted  a  Corporation  or  Body  Politic,  by  the  Name  of  The  Incorpo- 
rated Society  in  Dublin  for  promoting  Englifh  P  rot  eft  ant  Schools 
in  Ireland :  And  are  capable  to  receive  and  enjoy  in  Fee,  and  in 
Perpetuity,  any  Manors,  Lands,  Tenements,  &c.  the  fame  not  ex-» 
ceeding  the  Value  of  Two  Thoufand  Pounds  per  Annum,  and  any 
Sum  or  Sums  of  Money,  that  fhall  be  given  them  by  any  Perfon 
or  Perfons,  Bodies  Politic  and  Corporate,  &c.  to  be  applied  for  the 
Eftablifhing  and  Supporting  Englifh  Protectant  Schools,  in  fuch 
Places  of  the  Kingdom  as  they  mail  think  proper. 

The  faid  Society  is  impowered  to  nominate  and  appoint  School- 
maflers  and  School-miftrefTes,  to  be  approved  and  licenfed  by  the 
Archbifhops  and  Bifhops  refpectively,  to  continue  during  the  Plea- 
fure  of  the  faid  Society ;  who  are  to  be  fupported  by  the  Society, 
and  provided  with  all  Things  neceffary  for  the  Inftruction  of  the 
poor  Children  in  the  Principles  of  the  Proteflant  Religion,  Reading, 
Writing  and  Arithmetic  j  as  likewife  with  proper  Books  and  all  ne- 
ceffary  Materials  fit  for  teaching  them  Hufbandry,  Houfewifery, 
Trades,  Manufactures,  &c.  in  order  to  bring  them  up  to  Virtue, 
Labour  and  Induffry. 

The  Society  is  likewife  impowered  to  nominate  Perfons  to  receive 
Subfcriptions,  Benefactions,  &c.  in  any  Part  of  his  Majefly's  Do- 
minions, from  all  well-difpofed  Perfons. — The  Society  may  elect 
and  admit  Subfcribers  (being  Proteftants)  to  be  Members,  to  affifl 
in  carrying  on  the  Defign  aforefaid.

REVIEW 

OF     THE 

RISE  and  P  R  O  G  R  E  S  S  of  the  Incorporated  Society  in  Dublin? 
for  promoting  Englifh  Proteftant  Schools  in  Ireland^  from  the 
Opening  of  his  Majefty's  Royal  Charter,  February  6,  1733,  to 
March  25,   1758. 

TH  E  flow  Advances  which  the  Proteftant  Religion,  and  a  Spirit  of  Induf- 
try,  have  made  among  the  common  People  of  Ireland,   for  an  Age  pad, 
being  obferved  by  fome  worthy  Perfons  of  this  Kingdom,  they  formed 
themfelves  into  a  voluntary  Society  for  fetting  up  Parochial   Schools,  af 
the  befl:  Remedy  they  could  provide  in   that  Cafe. 

Hereupon  many  fuch  Schools  were  fet  up  in  Dublin,  and  fome  other  chief  Cities 
and  Towns  under  the  Encouragement  and  Direction  of  feveral  of  the  Bifhops,  No- 
bility, Gentry,  and  Clergy,  as  a  Means  to  forward  the  good  Work  ;  but  after  the 
Experience  of  many  Years,  they  perceived  that  the  Succefs  did  not  anfwer  their  Ex- 
pectations ;  for  the  Children  being  taught  as  Day-Scholars  only,  and  afterwards  put 
out  Apprentices  and  Servants,  in  Places  not  remote  enough  from  their  own  Homes, 
their  Popifh  Parents  and  their  Priefb,  had  too  frequent  Accefs  to  them,  and  often 
found  Means  to  draw  them  back  to  Popery,  jufl  at  that  Point  of  Life,  when  Chil- 
dren begin  to  be  fnfceptible  of  religious  Imprefhons. 

But  this  Scheme  even  though  it  had  not  failed  in  any  Part,  was  very  infufficient 
to  anfwer  the  End  of  a  general  Reformation  ;  for  as  the  major  Part  of  thofe  Scho- 
lars were  the  Children  of  Proteftants,  the  Number  of  young  Converts  made  in 
thofe  Schools  was  very  fmall,  and  could  not  have  turned  the  Balance  againll  Popery 
in  the  Space  of  fome  Centuries. 

It  was  therefore  judged  necefiary  to  find  out  fome  other  Expedient,  that  might 
operate  more  extenllvcly  and  fpeedily,  to  the  general  Converfion  and  Reformation 
of  the  poor  Natives.  And  the  Expedient  at  lafl  happily  chofen,  was  to  apply  to 
His  Majefly  by  Petition,  that  he  would  by  his  Charter  incorporate  a  Society,  with 
Powers  for  erecting  Schools  in  feveral  Parts  of  the  Kingdom,  wherein  the  Children 
of  poor  Papifls,  and  other  poor  Natives,  mould  be  inftructed  in  the  Englifh  Tongue, 
'which  many  of  them  cannot  fpeak)  and  in  the  Principles  of  true  Religion  and 
Loyalty. 
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An  humble  Petition  was  accordingly  prefented  to  His  Majefiy,  d-ated  the  17th 
Day  of  April,  17 30,  being  figned  by  their  Excellencies  the  tnen  Lords  Juflices, 
and  a  great  Number  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  of  the  Commons,  the 
Clergy,  and  principal  Gentlemen  of  the  Kingdom ^  whereupon  his  Majefty,  through 
the  favourable  Interpofition  of  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Dorfet,  then  Lord  Lieute- 
nant t)f  Ireland,  was  gracioufly  pleafed  to  grant  hiy-Royal  Charter  for  the  purpofes 
before-'rrienfioncd,   bearing  Date  the  24th  Day  of";l3ctober,   17^3- 

On  the  6th  Day  of  February  following,  the  faid  ChartertwJiopened  aai*r^ad  in 
the  Council  Chamber  in  Dublin,  in  prefence  of  his  Grace  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
aforefaid,  and  many  of  the  Nobility.,  and  Gentry.  The  Officers  directed  by  the 
Charter  were  immediately  chofen,  and  a  Subfcription-Book  opened  for  carrying  on 
the  good  Work,      -i  •  '    ;    -      t 

Many  Perfons  of  Rank  and  DifJm£Hon  then  prefent,  fubferibed  largely;  among 
whom  the  late  Earl  of  Kildafe  deferves  to  be  mentioned  with  particular  Honour 
and  Gratitude,  who  gave  Five  Hundred  Pounds  at  the  firfl  Opening  of  the  Charter, 
and  has  fince  bequeathed  Fifteen  Hundred  Pounds  to  the  Society,  for  encouraging 
the  School  at  Caflledermot,  and  for  erecting  two  other  Schools,  viz,  one  at  Strang- 
ford, .and  the  other  at  Manooth. 

But  as  the  Effects  of  this  Charter  could  not  be  obtained  in  their  full  Latitude 
without  keeping  the  Children  apart  from  their  Parents,  and  maintaining  them  in 
Meat,  Drink,  and  Cloathing,  and  erecting  Houfes  for  their"  Accommodation,  and 
furnifhing  the  fame,  and  paying  Salaries  to  School-mafters,  and  providing  Tools  and 
Utenfils  for  their  Country  Labours;  it  was  foon  evident,  that  the  neceffary  Expence 
of  a  few  Schools  would  require  a  greater  Fund  than  this  poor  Country  could  fupply. 

The  Society  therefore  found  themfelves  under  aNeceflity  of  having  Recourfe  to 
the  Charity  and  Piety  of  England  (which  has  ever  been  diftinguifhed  for  Acts  of 
Munificence)  and  herein  their  Hopes  have  not  been  difappointed,  as  will  appear 
from  the  Lift  of  Englifh  Benefa&ors,  which  has  been  yearly  publifhed,  and  will 
continue  fo  to  be. 

In  Purfjance  of  this  View,  the  Society  fent  over  their  former  Secretary,  John 
Hanfard,  Efq;  furnifhed  with  proper  Credentials  for  foliciting  and  receiving  Bene- 
factions, in  which  he  proved  very  fuccefsful. 

It  was  likewife  thought  advifeable  to  fet  on  foot  aCorrefponding  Society  in  London, 
who  refiding  in  that  Metropolis,  might  be  inftrumental  in  procuring  and  remitting 
Subfcriptions  and  Donations,  and  keeping  up  a  regular  Correfpondence  with  the 
Incorporated  Society  in  Dublin,  in  order  to  inform  them  of  all  Occurrences,  and  to 
communicate  their  Sentiments  and  Advice,  as  Occafion  ihould  require. 

By  which  Means  feveral  Perfons  were  encouraged  to  become  Subfcribers ;  of 
which  Number  were  mod  of  the  Bifhops  of  England;  who  animated  with  a  Zeal 
for  the  Flonour  of  God,  and  a  Spirit  of  Charity  towards  the  poor  deluded  Natives 
of  Ireland,  prefently  offered  their  Afliflance  ;  and  having  firft  contributed  their  own 
Benefactions,  formed  themfelves  into  a  Society  for  that  End,  and  have  brought  in 
a  plentiful  Harveft  of  Benefactions  to  recruit  the  Fund;  for  which  the  Society  do 
hereby  publickly  return  Thanks  to  them,  and  to  the  pious  and  generous  Benefactors 
whom  God  hath  raifed  up  by  their  Means ;  fome  of  thofe  we  are  bound  in  an  efpecial 
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Manner  to  mention  and  acknowledge  in  this  Place:  Thefe  are,  One  thoufand 
Pounds,  being  his  Majefty's  Donation,  befides  his  Royal  Grant  of  a  Thoufand

Two  hundred  Pounds  from  the  Right  Honourable  the  Earl  of  Chefterfield  ;  Six 
hundred  Pounds  from  William  Paliffer,  Efq;  towards  maintaining  Five  Children  in 
Caihel  School  ;  One  thoufand  Pounds  from  the  late  Reverend  Mr.  Harrifon  ;  One 
thoufand  Pounds  from  the  late  Sir  Richard  Levinge  ;  Five  hundred  Pounds  from  the 
late  John  Davvfon,  Efq;  towards  purchafing  Lands  near  Clonmell  ;  Five  hundred 
Pounds  from  the  lateCharles  Powcl,  Efq;  One  hundred  Pounds  from  Mrs.  Kennedy  ; 
One  hundred  Pounds  from  William  Johnfon,  Efq;  for  Baliinahinch  School  ;   One 
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thoufand  Pounds  from  the  late  Reverend  Jacob  Henderfon,  towards  building  and 
maintaining  a  School  at  Ballinderry  ;  One  thoufand  Pounds  from  John  Bolton,  Efq; 
One  thoufand  Pounds  from  the  late  Mr.  Brickenden ;  Five  hundred  Pounds  from  the 
Executors  of  the  late  Reverend  Mr.  Worral  ;  One  thoufand  Pounds  from  the  Revd. 
Dr.  Echlin ;  One  hundred  Pounds  from  the  late  Mrs.  Burgin ;  One  hundred  Pounds 
from  the  late  Peyton  Fox,  Efq;  to  Longford  School ;  One  hundred  Pounds  from 
the  late  Mr.  Dalzel,  to  Caftlecarbery  School ;  Three  hundred  Pounds  from  the  late 
Dr.  Price,  Archbifhopof  Cafhel,  to  Cafhel  School ;  Two  hundred  Pounds  from  the 
late  Mr.  Ramfay  to  the  Strand  School ;  One  hundred  Pounds  from  John  Bolton, 
Efq;  One  hundred  and  Eighty  four  Pounds  from  the  late  Dr.  Donnellan  ;  Five 
Pounds  a  Year  for  Forty  Years,  bequeathed  by  the  late  Samuel  Gerard,  Efq;  and 
Five  Pounds  a  Year  for  ever,  by  the  late  Mr.  Bullen. 

And  we  mud  with  particular  Gratitude  obferve,  That  the  Parliament  of  Ireland 
have,  out  of  their  Zeal  for  the  Proteftant  Religion,  patronized  and  encouraged  the 
Society,  by  creating  a  new  Fund  in  the  Hawkers  and  Pedlars  A£r,  and  appropriating 
the  whole  Produce  of  thofe  Duties  to  the  Ufe  of  the  Charter;  and  that  his  Grace 
the  Duke  of  Bedford,  having  at  the  Opening  of  the  lafl:  Seffion  of  Parliament, 
particularly  recommended  thefe  Schools,  the  Floufe  of  Commons  was  pleafed  to 
petition  His  Majefly  for  Twelve  thoufand  Pounds,  which  he  gracioufly  granted  for 
the  Ufe  of  the  Society  j  Five  thoufand  Pounds  whereof  are  appropriated  to  the 
Building,  &c.  Four  Nurferies,  one  in  each  Province,  for  the  Reception  of  One 
hundred  Children,  fuch  as  {hall  be  too  young  to  be  admitted  into  the  Charter  Schools, 
there  to  remain  till  they  mail  be  Six  Years  Old,  and  then  to  be  draughted  into 
the  Schools. 

By  thefe  feafonable  Aids  the  Society  have  been  enabled  to  extend  their  Schools 
into  feveral  Parts  of  the  Kingdom,  through  the  Encouragement  of  divers  Gentlemen, 
and  Bodies  Corporate,  who  have  given  in  Perpetuity  one  Acre  of  Land,  fome  of  them 
a  greater  Quantity,  for  the  Site  of  a  School  on  their  Eftates,  befides  beneficial  Leafes 
of  fmall  Farms  contiguous  to  every  School,  to  be  cultivated  and  improved  by  the 
Labour  of  the  Boys ;  particularly  the  Five  Corporations  of  Dublin,  Waterford, 
Kilkenny,  Cafhell,  and  Trim,  who  have  generoufly  made  confiderable  Giants  out 
of  their  Eftates,  for  encouraging  Schools  in  or  near  their  refpecYive  Cities,  as  is 
more  fully  fet  forth  in  the  yearly  AbfrracT. 

In  Confequence  whereof,  the  Society  have  under  their  prefent  Care  and  Direction 
Forty  Six  Schools  already  opened,  Four  now  Building,  and  Five  refolved  to  be  im- 
mediately built,  making  in  all  Fifty  Five  Schools ;  befides  a  Charter  Nnrfery  in  a 
Houfe  hired  for  that  Ufe  in  Dublin,  where  Children  fent  up  from  the  Country  in 
Rags,  are  cloathed,  fed,  and  taught,  and  attended  by  a  Matter,  Miftrefs,  and  Nurfe. 
This  is  a  Sort  of  Store-houfe,  from  whence  the  Children  are  tranfplanted  to  the 
Country  Schools  as  Occafion  requires,  and  has  Accommodations  for  about  One 
hundred  Children  in  Number,  all  which  are  fupported  out  of  their  (lender  Fund. 
The  Society  call  it  (lender,  becaufe  it  is  comparatively  fo,  regard  being  had  to  their 
prefent  Out-goings,  and  to  the  Multitude  of  poor  Popifh  Children  yet  unprovided 
for,  who  would  fill  Ten  times  that  Number  of  Schools  for  a  Succeffion  of  many 
Years,  if  Means  could  be  found  to  maintain  them. 

But 
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But  as  the  Divine  Providence  hath  raifed  up  many  Benefactors  for  carrying  on  this, 
good  Work  thus  far,  the  Society  would  hope  that  it  will  not  reft  here  ;  but  that  God 
would  put  it  into  the  Hearts  of  many  other  charitable  Perfons  to  encourage  thefe 
Schools,  fince  they  can  no  where  find  fitter  Objects.  For  Charity  can  never  be 
carried  higher,  than  to  refcue  the  Souls  of  Thoufands  of  poor  Children  from  the 
Dangers  of  Popifii  Superftition  and  Idolatry,  and  their  Bodies  from  the  Miferies  of 
Jdlenefs  and  Beggary.  This  is  not  retailing  Chanty  to  Particulars,  but  diffufing  it 
over  a  whole  Nation ;  it  is  a  Charity  that  will  make  thofe  who  are  at  prefent  a  Nu- 
fance  and  a  Burden  to  their  Country,  to  become  a  Treafure  and  a  Bleffing  to  it  ; 
that  will  make  honeft  and  induftrious  Men,  of  thofe  who  would  have  been  bred  up  in 
Thievery  and  Rags ;  it  is  aCharity  that  will  multiply  obedient  and  peaceable  Subjects 
to  the  King,  and  render  the  Proteftants  of  Ireland  fafe  in  their  Lives'  and  Poflefhons. 
And  it  will  for  ever  take  away  the  chief  Caufe  of  thofe  Difquietudes  and  Apprehen- 
fions,  which  upon  fome  former  Conjunctures,  have  alarmed  the  Government  and 
People  of  England,  by  reafon  of  the  near  Neighbourhood  of  a  formidable  Body  of 
Papifts,  devoted  to  the  See  of  Rome,  and  ready  to  rebel  at  the  Inftigation  of  their 
Priefts,  or  the  fecret  Machinations  of  a  foreign  Enemy. 

Thefe  will  be  fome  of  the  happy  Effects  of  the  Charter-Schools,  if  they  can  be 
fufficiently  multiplied  and  extended.  And  yet  they  will  be  produced  by  Means  that 
cannot  be  liable  to  Cenfure  or  Objection  ;  not  by  Force  or  Terror,  not  by  Penal 
Laws  and  Profecutions,  which  can  only  make  Hypocrites  ;  but  by  the  Innocent  and 
gentle  Means  of  enlightening  and  inftructing  the  ignorant  Minds  of  Children  in  the 
pure  Truths  of  the  Gofpel,  and  leading  them  early  to  that  Fountain-Head,  which 
the  Church  of  Rome  has  cruelly  fealed  up.  Thefe  are  the  only  Methods  practifed 
by  the  Society,  as  being  agreeable  to  the  Nature  of  Man,  and  to  the  Genius  of  the 
Chriftian  Religion. 

And  for  obviating  the  great  Danger  of  the  Childrensrelapfing,the  Society  are  very 
careful  to  tranfplant  them  originally  to  Schools  remote  from  their  Popifh  Parents  and 
Relations,  who  would  be  apt  to  pervert  them.  This  Expedient,  fo  effential  to  the 
obtaining  the  Ends  of  the  Charter,  tho'  it  may  have  efcaped  public  Cognisance,  has 
proved  an  Article  of  no  fmall  Expence  to  the  Society,  and  will  continue  fo  to  be. 

If,  after  all,  any  Man  mould  really  doubt  whether  this  Scheme  for  converting  the 
poor  Natives  of  Ireland,  be  well  calculated  for  thatPurpofe,  he  may  eafily  be  fatisfied 
from  the  Alarm  it  has  given  to  the  Popifh  Priefts,  who  have  lately  denied  the  Com- 
munion, and  refufed  Abfolution  to  thofe  Parents,  who  have  fuflfered  their  Children  to 
be  received  into  the  Charter- Schools,  though  it  be  to  fave  them  from  perifhing  with 
Hunger  and  Nakednefs.  This  is  a  plain  ConfeiTion  of  their  inward  Fears  and  Apprc- 
henfions,  that  the  Charter  is  laying  the  Axe  to  the  Root  of  Popeiy,  and  will  in  its 
Progrefs  accomplish  that  Work  by  fweet  and  infenfible  Means,  which  has  been  too 
hard  for  coercive  and  penal  Laws,  in  a  Courfe  of  more  than  Fifty  Years. 

The  Society  beg  Leave  to  recommend  in  the  mod  earned  Manner  to  Gentlemen 
and  Ladies  to  vifit,  as  often  as  they  can,  the  Charter-Schools  in  their  rclpective 
Neighbourhoods,  toinfpect  the  State  of  the  faid  Schools,  of  the  Furniture,  Cloathing, 
and  Diet  of  the  Children,  and  fee  that  the  Mailers  and  MiftrefTes  difchargc  their  Du- 
ties, not  only  in  clouthing  and  feeding  the  Children  properly,    but  alfo  in   inuring 

them 
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fhcm  to  Labour  and  Induftry ;  in  inftru&ing  them  in  the  Principles  of  true  Religion, 
and  in  a  true  Senfc  of  their  great  Obligations  to  be  dutiful  and  loyal  to  tine  prefent 
happy  Government;  and  in  giving  them  a  juft  Impreflion  of  the  Corruptions,  Ido- 
latry, and  cruel  Perfecutions  of  Popery. 

The  Society  cannot  part  with  this  Subject,  without  offering  one  Hint  to  the  Gen- 
tlemen of  this  Kingdom,  which  they  do  with  the  greateft  Deference  and  Tenderneis. 

It  is  evident  that  the  greateft  Part  of  the  Contributions  to  this  good  Work  has 
been  remitted  from  England,  to  the  Amount  of  30893I.  3s.  6d.  to  Nov.  2.  1757. 
given  by  Perfons,  many  of  whom  have  no  Intereft  in  Ireland,  nor  Relation  to  it, 
but  fend  over  their  Bounty  upon  the  pure  Principle  of  Charity,  and  for  God's  Sake, 
for  which  they  can  hope  for  no  Reward  but  in  the  World  to  come.  But  the  Cafe 
is  very  different  with  regard  to  the  Gentlemen  of  Ireland  ;  for  as  their  Benefactions 
will  be  laid  out  in  their  own  Country,  and  frequently  upon  their  own  Eftates,  the 
Money  will  circulate  among  their  own  Tenants,  and  in  the  End  reimburfe  the  Do- 
nors :  Every  Popilh  Child  turned  out  a  Proteftant  from  thefe  Schools,  will  bring  an 
Acceflion  of  Strength  to  the  Proteftant  Intereft:  and  of  Wealth  to  the  Kingdom,  by 
the  Labour  of  his  Hands.  So  that  if  the  Charter-Schools  could  be  fufficiently  ex- 
tended and  diffufed,  they  would  be  the  Means  of  increafing  Induftry  and  Trade,  and 
ufeful  Manufactures;  which  mud  of  courfe  improve  every  Gentleman's  Eftate. 

The  Society  will  conclude  with  this  one  Obfervation,  which  they  apprehend  to  be 
of  confiderable  Importance,  though  little  attended  to ;  namely,  that  the  Progrefs 
of  thefe  Schools  mud,  in  its  natural  Courfe,  gradually  abolifh  the  great  Number  of' 
Popifh  Holidays,  by  means  of  which,  fome  hundred  thoufands  of  working  Hands 
are  kept  idle,  and  the  Labour  and  Profit  of  them  loft  to  the  publick  Stock  for  a  con- 
fiderable Part  of  the  Year,   the  verv  Harveft  not  excepted. 

This  Damage,  as  little  as  it  is  obferved,  yet  upon  a  fair  Calculation,  will  appear 
to  be  an  aftonifhing  Drawback  from  the  Wealth  and 'Strength  of  the  Nation;  for 
it  eats  like  a  Worm  unfeen  at  the  Root  of  our  Profperity,  which  grows  chiefly  from 
Labour,  and  muft  languish  with  the  Decreafe  of  it. 

It  is  manifeft  therefore,  that  the  Increafe  of  Proteftant  Hands,  in  confequence  of 
thefe  Schools,  will  remove  this  great  Evil,  which,  humanly  fpeaking,  cannot  be 
done  by  any  other  Means. 

iV.  B.  At  a  General  Meeting  of  The  Incorporated  Society,  See.  held  on  Monday 
the  28th.  of  March,  1748.  Refolved,  That  a  Portion  of  Five  Pounds  fhall 
be  given  to  every  Perfon  educated  in  the  Charter-Schools,  upon  his  or  her 
marrying  a  Proteftant,  with  the  Approbation  of  the  Committee  of  Fifteen ; 
every  fuch  Perfon  producing  a  proper  Certificate,  that  he  or  fhe  have  duly 
ferved  out  their  Apprenticefhip.

The  School 
was  opened,  but  the  Fund  upon  Experience  not  anfwering  the  Expence  of  Forty 
Children,  there  never  were  above  twenty  maintained  in  it :  And  for  want  of  a  Lo- 
cal Committee,  the  Management  of  this  Chanty  was  attended  with  feveral  Incon- 
veniencies. 

As  the  School  was  large  and  could  contain  Forty  Children,  at  the  Defire  of  his 
Grace  the  prefent  Lord  Primate,  the  Society  have  undertaken  the  Conduct  of  this 
charitable  Foundation,  and  to  enlarge  the  Number  of  Children  at  the  Expence  of 
their  Fund,  as  far  as  the  Houfe  can  conveniently  hold. 

The  Number  is  already  enlarged  to  Forty,  and  the  Houfe  ordered  to  be  put  into 
the  beft  Repair.

^P'MONGtheCommentators  on  thisPfalm 
|Cpp  it  has  been  the  Opinion  of  fome,  that  it 
£fe  was  written  by  King  David  a  little  before 
isgg&MsGS  his  Death,  and  that  partly  as  a  Prayer  to 
God  for  his  Son  Solomon  who  was  to  fucceed  him  in 
his  Royal  Dignities,  and  partly  as  a  Prophecy  of  what 
fhould  happen  under  Solomons  Government,  but  at 
the  fame  Time  chiefly  pointing  at  and  refpecling  the 
Reign  of  the  Messiah,  of  whom  Solomon,  even  in  all 
his  Glory,  was  but  as  a  Type  or  faint  Refemblance ; 
while  others,     from  perceiving   that  the  Bleffings 
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foretold  in  this  Pfalm  were  but  imperfectly  fulfilled 
under  the  Sovereignty  of  Solomon,  but  fully  com- 
pleated  under  the  divine  Authority  of  Him  who  fo 
juftly  laid  of  himfelf  that  a  Greater  than  Solomon  was 
there,  have  been  perhaps  too  ready  to  imagine  that 
the  Messiah  culy  was  fpoken  of  in  this  Song  of 
David:  but  without  entering  on  the  Arguments 
which  are  offered  on  either  Side,  I  mail  only  obferve 
tli at  whether  David  in  compofing  this  Pfalm  had  or 
had  not  Solomon  at  all  in  his  Thoughts,  the  whole  is 
a  clear  and  evident  Prediction  of  the  Reign  of  the 
Messiah  :  and  it  is  worthy  our  Notice  that  this 
Prophecy  bears  relation  to  Three  Things ;  One  is  the 
Extenfivenefs  of  C  n  r  i  s  t's  Dominion,  the  Second  is 
its  Duration,  and  the  Third  its  Temper, 

The  Two  firft  are  fpoken  of  in  feveral  Parts  of 
this  Pfalm.  In  the  Eighth  and  three  following  Verfes 
its  Extenfivenefs  is  moil  beautifully  and  fublimely  ex- 
prefled  :  He  /ball  have  Dominion  alfoy  faith  the  Pfalmift, 
from  Sea  to  Sea,  and  from  the  River  unto  the  Ends  of  the 
Earth :  They  that  dwell  in  the  Wilder nefs  Jl:all  bow  down 
before  Him,  and  his  E?ie?nies  flmll  lick  the  Duft.  The 
Kings  of  Tarfljfl  and  of  the  I/les  fl:all  bring  Prefents,  the 
Kings  of  Sheba  and  Stba  flail  offer  Gifts ;  yea,  all  Kings 
fall  fall  down  before  Him.  And  in  the  Seventeenth 
Verfe  is  added  the  Duration  alfo  of  this  extenfive 
Power ;  His  Name  JJjall  endure  for  ever,  his  Name  flail 
be  continued  as  long  as  the  Sun  :  and  Men  flail  be  blefjed 
in  Him ;  all  Nations  flail  call  Him  bleffed.—  Thefe  Paf- 

fages, 
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fages,  I  fay,  are  expreflive  of  the  Extent  and  Duration 
of  Christ's  Kingdom;  but  the  particular  Temper 
or  Genius  of  it,  is  what  the  Royal  Pfalmifl  feems 
chiefly  to  infill:  on ;  and  with  That  indeed  he  begins 
his  Prediction :  —  And  what,  it  may  be  aiked,  is 
this  peculiar  Temper  by  which   the  Kingdom  of 

Christ  was  to  be  fo  remarkably  diiiinguifhed  r 

To  anfwer  in  the  Words  of  an  Angel,  as  we  find 
them  rendered  in  our  Bibles,  it  is  Good-will  towards 
Men :  it  is  that  efpecial  Benevolence,  that  Kindnefs, 
and  Charity,  which  is  indeed  the  very  Life  and  Spirit 
of  Christ's   Religion;    without    which  whojoever 

liveth  is  counted  dead  before  Him This  then  is  the 

happy  Temper  with  which  the  Pfalmifl  introduces 
his  prophetical  Defcription  of  Christ's  Sovereignty  : 
He,  faith  David  to  the  Almighty,  Jhall  judge  thy  People 
with  Righteoujnefs,  and  thy  Poor  with  Judgment.  The 
Mountains  fiall  bring  Peace  to  the  People,  and  the  little 
Hills,  by  Righteoufnefs.  He  Jhall  Jave  the  Children  of  the 
Needy,  andjliall  break  in  pieces  the  Oppreffor.  For  the 
more  clearly  understanding  of  which  Words,  as  part 
of  them  are  metaphorical,  and  convey  their  Meaning 
not  directly  but  by  a  Figure,  I  mail  beg  Leave  to 
explain  them  by  this  fhort  Paraphrafe  ;  "  When 
"  Chriftianity  fhall  prevail,  then  mail  Charity  and 
"  Juftice  have  their  Weight  amongft  ail  Ranks  and 
"  Conditions  of  Men  5  Then  fhall  Tendernefs  to  the 
ct  Poor  take  Place ;  Then  fhall  Compuffion  come  in, 
"  to  their  Relief,  nor  any  longer  fhall  they  furfer 
"  by  the  oppreflive  Hands  of  the  Rich  and  Powerful : 
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"  nay,  the  Rich  and  Powerful  fhall  then  become 
"  Bleflings  unto  them  :  For  the  Mountains,  the  Per- 
tc  Tons  who  are  in  high  and  exalted  Stations,  fhall 
cc  bring  Peace,  i.  e.  Quiet,  Security  and  Happinefs 
"  to  the  People  ;  and  the  Utile  Hills,  thofe  of  inter- 
f<  mediate  Ranks,  in  their  feveral  Gradations,  and 
"  according  to  their  refpective  Heights  in  Life,  fhall 
"  join  in  the  fame  good  Purposes,  by  Right 'eoufnefs  ; 
"  by  fheltering  the  Poor  who  lie  beneath  them,  by 
"  lending  them. all  righteous  and  reafonable  Aid,  to 
l<  fecure  them  from  the  cold  Blafts  of  Hunger,  Po- 
<{  verty  and  Diftrefsj  or  perhaps,  for  fo  much  the 
"  Expreflion  is  rationally  underftood  to  fignify,  by 
"  reclaiming  them  from  their  Ignorance  and  Errors, 
"  and  by  being  inftru mental  in  bringing  them  into 
"  the  Way  of  Truth  and  Righteoufnefs  of  Life  :  So 
<c  mall  the  Children  of  the  Needy  be  faved  from  pe- 
"  riihing,  while  all  Oppreflion,  both  temporal  and 
"  fpiritual,  fhall  vanifh  away  and  make  room  for 
"  Peace  and  the  Salvation  of  Mens  Souls.  "  — — 
This,  as  I  apprehend,  is  the  Meaning  of  my  Text, 
and  of  the  Verfes  annexed  to  it :  And  a  pleafing  as 
well  as  an  ufeful  Talk  it  might  prove,  were  we  to 
look  through  the  Hiftory  of  Ages,  and  fee  how  this 
Character  of  Chrifrianity  has  been  made  good  -,  a 
Talk  fo  much  the  more  pleafing,  as  it  would  turn 
out  to  the  Credit  and  Praife  of  our  own  Times,  in 
This  efpecially  and  its  Sifter  Kingdom  :  For  in  what- 
foever  In  fiances  of  our  Duty  we  may  be  found  defi- 
cient, as  in  too  many  doubtlefs  we  are,  yet  in  This 
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at  leaft  we  fhall  furely  be  allowed  to  have  fome  room 
for  Boafting  :  In  fupport  of  which  Claim,  what  need 
we  more  than  to  appeal  to  thofe  numerous  Hofpitals, 
Infirmaries  and  Parochial  as  well  as  more  Public 
Schools,  which  are  almofr.  every  where  provided  for 
the  Sake  and  Prefervation  of  the  Poor,  in  regard 
both  to  their  Bodies  and  their  Souls  ?    Never,  per- 
haps, has  there  been  a  Time  or  Nation,  in  which 
there  has  been   fhewn  fuch  an  emulous  Spirit  of 
Charity,  while  new  and  voluntary  Societies  are  al- 
moft  daily  erecfing  themfelves,   and  contending  as  it 
were  who  fhall  moft  excel  in  doing  Good  ;    and 
that  with  fuch  an  eagernefs  of  Spirit,  as  if  indeed 
each  particular  Benefactor  to  each  Defign,  was  him- 
felf  to  reap  the  Advantages  he  bellows  on  others  : 
And  blefTed  be  our  God,  who  is  the  Author  of  all 
Goodnefs,  that  he  hath  poured  into  our  Hearts  that 
moft  excellent  Gift  of  Charity,   the  very  Bond  of 
Peace  and  of  all  Virtues.     But  among  all  the  In- 
ftances  which  thefe  Kingdoms  have  given  of  their 
extenfive  Goodnefs,  there  is  none,  I  prefume,  that 
can  fo  juftly  claim  our  Attention,  Praife  or  Encou- 
ragement,   as  that  which  has  this  Day  occafioned 
our  ailembling  together  :  I   mall  be   uiiderftood    to 
mean  the  Frotcflant  Working  ScLxoh  of  Ireland,  de- 
figned  and  calculated  for  abating  Popery,  increailng 
Induftrv,  and  promoting  the  Proteftant  Religion  in 
that  Kingdom  ;  the  great  Neccffity  of  which  in  that 
Part  of  his  Majefty's  Dominions,  as  well  as  the  parti- 
cular Circumitances  affecting  thofe  Schools,  in  regard 
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both  to  their  Method  of  Operation,  and  to  the  Ob- 
jections which,  either  through  Ignorance  or  Ilk  will, 
have  at  any  Time  been  raifed  againft  their  general 
Institution,  have  been  fo  judicioufly  and  fo  fully 
confidered  from  this  Place,  that  it  may  be  as  needlefs 
to  go  over  again  what  has  been  already  faid  on  thefe 
Subjects,  as  it  would  be  difficult  to  add  to  it :  There 
are  fome  Particulars  however  in  the  Defign  and  Tz\\- 
dency  of  thefe  Schools,  which  fo  exactly  correfpond 
and  coincide  with  the  prophetic  Declaration  in  my 
Text,  that  after  having  fixed  on  the  one  we  can  hardly 
forbear  taking  Notice  of  the  other  j  whereas  by  tak^ 
ing  Notice  of  them  we  fhall  fall  perhaps  on  no  imprg^ 
per  Means  of  anfwering  the  Purpofe  of  our  prefent 
Meeting :  And  here  the  firft  Particular  that  offers 
itfelf  is,  that  the  Defign  of  thefe  Schools  tends  in  an 
efpecial  Manner  to  the  fulfilling  that  Part  of  the 
Chriftian  Character,  the  bringing  Peace  to  the  People } 
and  that  whether  we  confine  the  Word  Peace  to  its 
fimple  and  original  Meaning,  or  extend  it,  as  ufually 
is  done,  to  the  fignifying  not  only  Quiet  but  Profperity 

in  general To  fpeak  of  it  firft  in  its  more  reftrained 

Senfe. — It  has  been  always  found  that  a  Diverfity  of 
Profeffions  in  Matters  of  Religion,  even  in  Cafes 
where  none  of  thofe  Profeffions  have  been  founded 
on  cruel  or  perfecuting  Principles,  have  neverthelefs 
been  generally  attended  with  untoward  Jealoufies, 
hafty  Sufpicions,  a  thwarting  of  Interefts,  and  a 
variety  of  Inconveniences  to  the  Public. —  A  Good 
man  indeed  and  a  Wife  one  will  always  treat  a  Dif- 
i  ference 
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ference  of  Opinions  in  Religions  Matters  with  Can- 
dour and  Good-nature  -y  he  will  pity  perhaps  all 
all  thofe  whom  he  thinkethi  to  be  in  Error,  feut  he 
will  not  harrafs,  perfecifte  or  opprefs  them  on  that 
Account  j  and  this  doubtlefe  is  a  way  of  Thinking 
that  mould  be  cultivated  and  improved  as  far  as 
may  be;  but  fuch  however  is  the  Weaknefs  of  human 
Nature,  and  fuch  the  Irregularity  of  its  Paliions, 
that  it  requires  a  peculiar  Soundnefs  of  Judgment, 
as  well  as  a  moft  uncommon  Command  of  Tem- 
per, to  produce  this  Moderation  :  Experience  in 
fhort  will  tell  us,  that  Heats  and  Animofities  are  too 
apt  to  arife  among  the  Generality  of  Mankind  from 
Difference  of  Religions,  though  Malice  and  Perfec- 
tion be  not  of  the  Nature  of  any  of  them  :  And  if 
fo,  how  much  room  muft  there  be  for  fearing  Mill 
greater  Mifchiefs,  if  amongft  a  Variety  of  Religions 
in  the  fame  Country,  there  mall  be  one  whofe  Doc- 
trines and  Principles  carry  in  their  very  EfTence  an 
Hatred  and  Deteftation  of  all  fuch  as  do  not  join  in 
its  Communion  and  embrace  its  Abfurdities ;  whofe 
Arguments  are  Violence,  whole  Mercies  are  Cruelty, 
and  which  teacheth  it  as  a  Duty  to  ferve  God  by 
destroying,  his  Rational  Creatures  for  being  Rational, 
or,  which  is  much  the  fame,  for  ufing  their  Rea-fcn 
in  thole  Things  in  which  it  is  of  the  utmoft  Impor- 
tance !  Muft  not  Difcord  and  Confufion  be  naturally 
expected  to  flow  from  fuch  a  Cafe  as  this,  unlefs  by 
the  grcateft  Caution  and  Circumfpection  pr-evented  ? 
And  especially  if  the  Embracers  of  fuch  Religion  are 
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in  any  Degree  confiderable  either  for  Authority  or 
Numbers.  And  what  fhall  we  fay  then  of  the  Safety 
or  Condition  of  that  Kingdom  of  which  we  have 
been  fpeaking?  Does  not  the  Roman  Religion  too 
exactly  anfwer  to  the  Character  we  have  drawn  ?  Are 
not  the  Embracers  of  that  Religion,  in  a  quadruple 
Proportion  at  leaft,  more  numerous  there,  than  thofe 
who  profefs  Proteftantifm  under  all  its  feveral  Deno- 
minations ?  And  mufl  not  fuch  a  State  as  this  be 
more  than  ordinarily  liable  to  have  its  Quiet  dif. 
turbed,  and  its  Eftabliihment  flruck  at  on  all  pof- 
fible  Occafions  ?  And  mould  not  therefore  all  fuch 
prudent  Means,  as  are  confident  with  the  Lenity  and 
Gentlenefs  which  the  Gofpel  teacheth,  whereby  fo 
great  Danger  may  be  removed  from  any  State  or 
People,  be  induftrioufly  fought  after,  praclifed,  and 
encouraged  ?  And  of  this  Sort  mofl  evidently  are  the 
Protejlant  Working  Schools  of  Ireland;  wherein,  at  this 
very  Time,  near  Two  Thoufand  Children,  the  Chil- 
dren moftly  of  Papifb,  or  fuch  deferted  Infants  as 
would  otherwife,  it  is  probable,  fall  into  the  Hands 
of  Papifts,  are  bred  up  in  the  Proteftant  Religion, 
and  which  bid  fo  fair  in  Courfe  of  Time  greatly  to 
diminifh,  if  not  totally  fuperfede  the  Danger  before- 
mentioned. 

But  here  I  am  aware  that  it  probably  will  be 
as  frequently,  I  know,  it  has  been,  objected,  that  the 
Danger  we  fpeak  of  is  merely  imaginary  j   that  to 
urge  fuch  Danger  is  founding  an  Alarm  without 
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Reafon,  and  caufing  Fear  where  no  Fear  is ;  fince 
on  looking  back  through  a  Courfc  of  about  Seventy 
Years  it  will  appear,  that  although  the  Numbers  of 
Papifts  in  Ireland  have  been  at  leaf!  as  great  as  we 
have  fuggefted,  yet  has  there  been  no -Riling  againft 
the  State  from  that  Quarter ;  no,  not  even  at  Times 
when  Rebellions  have  been  actually  and  openly  car- 
rying on  in  other  Parts  of  His  Majefty's  Realms ; 
that  in  their  general  Behaviour  the  Pooifh  Inhabi- 
tants  of  that  Kingdom  are  quiet  and  amenable  to  the 
Civil  Government;  and  that  it  is  unreafonable  there- 
fore to  reprefent  them  as  Perfons  dangerous  to  the 
Public  State;  or  likely  to  difturb  the  Peace  of  a  Na- 
tion :  —But  let  us  not  conclude  too  faft — The  Fact 

is  true,  but  the  Argument  is  fallacious That  they 

now  are,  and  for  ibme  Years  have  been,  quiet  and 
amenable  to  the  Civil  Government,  we  will  readily 
allow ;  but  it  may,  we  imagine,  be  as  readily  ac- 
counted for They  are  numerous  it  is  confeffed, 

and  fo  far  confiderable ;  but  the  Reins  of  Govern- 
ment are,  thanked  be  our  God,  in  the  Hands  of 
Proteftants  :  He  that  is  the  Fountain  of  Power 
amongft  us,  is  the  Defender  of  our  Faith ;  whole 
Vicegerents,  as  well  as  all  others  who  are  in  Autho- 
rity under  Him,  are  conftantly  watchful  by  all  wile 
and  inopprelfive  Means  to  prevent  in  them,  (the 
Papirts)  the  Capacity  of  doing  that  Mifchief,  which 
it  would  neverthelefs  be  Madnels  in  us  to  fuppofe 
they  would  not  be  ready  to  effect,  if  they  might  with 
Safety  to  themfelves,  at  any  time  attempt  it.     The 

Way 
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Way  properly  to  judge  of  Men,  is  to  confider,  not 
what  they  do  when  under  Reftrarat*  but  what  they 
have  done  when  they  have  on  any  Occafion  been 
able  to  exert  themfeives  :  Let  us  then  look  back  on 
the  lad  Century,  and  fee  Popery  ^wantoning  in  the 
Blood  of  Proteftants,  unparalleled  Mauacres,  un- 
heard of  Cruelties ;  and  then  let  their  Advocates  fay 
whether  it  were  not  reafonable  in  us  to  apprehend 
that  the  Spirit  may  be  iiill  willing,  though  the  Flefh 
is  weak :  For  how  true  loever  it  may  be  that  in  the 
Times  when  Rebellions  have  been  openly  carrying 
on  in  other  Parts  of  His  Majefty's  Dominions,  there 
were  no  Rifings  of  the  Papifts  in  that  Kingdom, 
it  muft  nevertheless  be  remembered,  that  thcLeaders 
of  thofe  Rebellions  were  not  in  a  Condition  to  call  on 
Them,  nor  did  appear  on  their  Coafts  to  claim  their 
Afliftance;  and  that,  however  inactive,  they  therefore 
were,  yet  could  it  not  be  concealed  from. any  who  at 
fuch  Times  obferved  their  Behaviour,  that  on  any 
Occurrence  which  might  feem  to  favour  the  Popifrr 
and  Rebellious  Party,  they  were  not  quite  Mailers 
enough  of  themfelves,  or  of  the  Art  of  Diilimulation,, 
to  forbear  difcovering  an  Air  of  Infult  and  Arrogance 
too  indicatory  of  their  Wiilies.— To  treat  them  witli 
Lenity,  and  to  endeavour  by  all  kind  and  engaging. 
Means  to  win  over  their  Affections,  as  far  as  thofe 
Means  may  be  coufiftent  with  the  Publie  Safety 
will  I  doubt  not  be  the  Defire  of  all  Proreftanfr  Go- 
vernors; nor  is  it  to  be  fuppofed  but  that  by  fuch 
Means  they  might  be  won  upon,  were  they  left  free 

to 
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to  ufe  their  own  Reafon  unfettered  by  Bigotry  and 
Superftition  -,  but  when  we  confider  the  Power  and 
Influence  of  their  Priefts,  and  thofe  Prepoifeffions 
which  the  People  have  even  in  their  Infancy  imbibed, 
little,  I  fear,  can  be  expected  from  them,  but  that 
the  Impreflions  made  on  the  green  Tree  will  conti- 
nue in  the  dry  :  How  wife  therefore  was  the  Institu- 
tion of  thofe  Schools,  wherein  the  Children  of  Pa- 
pifte  are  fecured  from  all  fuch  fuperftitious  and  cruel 
PrepoflefTions,  and  are  bred  up  to  that  Meeknefs, 
Induftry,  true  Worfhip  of  God,  and  true  Submiflion 
to  the  Civil  Power,  which  the  Gofpel  teacheth ;  and 
which  are  therefore  fo  well  calculated  for  bringing 
or  enfuring  Peace  to  a  People  in  the  ftricl:  and  literal 
Senfe  of  the  Word  !  Nor  lefs  ferviceable  will  they 
be  found,  if  we  take  that  Word  in  a  more  extenfive 
Meaning,  as  fignifying  Profperity  in  general.  Now 
the  worldly  Profperity  of  a  Nation  is  underftood  to 
confift  chiefly  in  the  Number  of  its  ufeful  Inhabitants, 
and  its  abundant  Production  of  the  general  NecefTa- 
ries  and  Conveniences  of  Life  :  In  both  which  Re- 
fpe£ts  there  will  need  but  little  to  be  faid  in  order  to 
evince  the  Infelicity  which  the  Papifts  of  Ireland, 
through  feveral  Ages,  have  brought,  and  to  this  Day 
continue  to  bring  upon  that  Kingdom.* 

As  to  the  nrft  of  thefe  Points,  it  will  be  confi- 
der ed  that  the  Ufefulnefs  of  any  Inhabitant  mujGt 
arife  either  from  his  contributing  to  the  Security 
and  Defence    of   the  Nation    againft    the   Power 
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and  Attacks  of  its  foreign  Enemies ;  from  his  afli fl- 
ing in  the  Prefervation  of  Order,  Quiet,  and  Regu- 
larity in  the  State;  or  from  the  Share  he  takes  in  the 
Exercife  and  Improvement  of  thofe  Arts,  Sciences 
Manufactures  and  Labours,  by  which  the  NecefTa- 
ries  and  Conveniences  of  Life  are  procured  to  the 
Public.  In  all  or  any  of  which  Circumftances,  what 
can  reafonably  be  expected  from  the  Irifh  Papifts  ? 

Is  the  Public  Security  and  Defence  neceflarv  ? We 

have  already  feen  how  little  Reafbn  we  have  to  con- 
fide in  the  Affiflance  of  thofe  whom  the  Wifdom  of 
the  Government  has  found  itfelf  obliged  to  difarm 
as  well  forefeeing  what  Ufe  would  mofl  likely  be 
made  of  warlike  Inftruments  if  once  entrufted  in 
their  Hands.  Are  Order,  Quiet,  and  Regularity  in 
the  State  to  be  preferved  ? — Who  fo  ready  to  diflurb 
and  overthrow  them  when  an  Opportunity  (hall 
offer  ?  —  Are  Arts  and  Sciences  required  ?  —I  There 
are  not,  perhaps,  to  be  found  in  any  civilized  Coun- 
try a  Set  of  People  who  are  in  general  fo  totally  ig- 
norant, and  fo  little  addicted  to  any  Improvement. 

Are  Labour  and  Induftry  to  be  expected  ? Their 

Sloth  is  almoft  beyond  Imagination.  Even  Self-love 
has  not  Strength  enough  to  get  the  better  of  it  : 
The  Superftitions  of  their  Religion  have  inured  them 
to  Sloth,  and  long  Habit  has  rendered  it  almoft  in- 
superable in  them.  This  is  evident  in  every  thing 
that  regards  either  Society  or  Themfelves;  but  in 
nothing  more  fo  than  in  Agriculture,  that  great  and 
ncceflary  Pillar  and  Support  of  a  Kingdom.     The 
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fordid  and  miferable  Life,  which  even  in  kindly  Sea- 
fons  they  feem  contented  to  lead,  rather  than  be  at 
the  Trouble  of  procuring  to  themfelves  a  better  Con- 
dition, is  fufficiently  aftonifhing :  But  that  the  extreme 
Hardfhips  which  they  mull  and  do  fuffer  when  a 
peculiar  Scarcity  does  at  any  time  prevail.  —  That 
Thefe  fhould  not  excite  in  them  any  the  leaft  Incli- 
nation to  Labour,  is  hardly  to  be  accounted  for  in 
Human  Creatures  :  And  yet  fo  it  is  j  nor  can  a 
more  convincing  Proof  of  it  be  required,  than  what 
we  may  receive  from  confidering  the  feveral  Parts  of 
that  Kingdom  as  refpectively  inhabited  by  Papijis  or 
Proteftants. 

In  thofe  Northern  Diftri6ts  of  it,  where  the  Pa- 
pifts  are,  as  I  prefume,  as  much  out-numbered  by 
Proteftants,  as  the  Proteftants  in  general  through  the 
whole  Kingdom  are  exceeded  by  Papifts,  neither  the 
Soil  nor  Climate  can  be  fuppofed  to  excel,  nor  per- 
haps to  equal  thofe  of  other  Counties ;  and  yet  mthem 
is  Agriculture  improved  to  an  extraordinary  degree, 
in  point  of  Induftry  at  leaft,  however  it  may  be  in 
refpect  to  Art  j  nor  muft  I  forget  to  mention  that  here 
alio  the  great  and  ufeful  Manufacture,  which  is  the 
Boaft,  and  no  inconfiderable  Support  of  Ireland >  does 
now  flourifh  in  its  greater!:  Perfection  ;  whereas 
if  we  look  into  thofe  Parts  where  Popery  chiefly 
prevails,  and  fuch  efpecially  as  are  at  any  confi- 
derable  Diftance  from  the  Metropolis,  though  Na- 
ture in  many  of  them  has  been  even  lavifh  in  her 
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Gifts,  we  fhall  find  a  fhameful  Deficiency  in  both 
thefe  Articles  :  We  fhall  perceive  alfo  that  even  the 
little  Shew  there  is  of  either  of  them  arifes  from  the 
Proteftants,  few  as  they  are,  who  are  in  thofe  Parts 
interfperfed  with  the  Crowd  of  Papifts. — It  is  not  to 
be  doubted  but  that  the  Proprietors  of  thofe  large 
Tracts  of  Land,  who  are  for  the  moil  part  Pro- 
teftants, are  as  careful  and  affiduous  in  endeavour- 
ing to  forward  the  Improvement  of  thefe  important 
Articles,  as  others  are  who  inhabit  the  Northern 
Counties  (though  more  fo  indeed  they  cannot  well 
be.) — And  to  what  then  can  fo  vifible  a  Difference 
in  thefe  Refpecls  be  attributed,  but  to  the  as  vifible 
and  indeed  the  natural  Difference  of  Genius  and 
Complexion,  which  is  fo  remarkable  between  Po- 
pery and  Proteftantifm  ?  From  which  Confideration 
how  ftrongly  recommended  to  us  muff  be  the  Care 
and  Furtherance  of  thefe  Prote/lant  Schools,  which, 
not  only  on  Account  of  the  Children  therein  being 
early  and  conftantly  inured  to  Talks  of  Induftry, 
by  the  Exercife  of  which  they  are  to  earn  their  future 
Subfiflence,  but  from  the  very  Nature  of  Proteftant- 
ifm,  have,  comparatively  at  leaf!:,  an  inherent  Claim 
to  the  Title  of  Working  Schools  :  The  additional 
Right  however  to  this  Name  which  their  particular 
Regulations  have  given  them,  muff  enlarge  our  Idea 
of  their  Utility,  and  will,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  propor- 
tionably  win  over  our  Favour  and  Good- will  towards 
them. 
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Thus  far  then  we  have  feen  with  what  an  happy 
Exactnefs  thefe  Schools  of  Ireland  do  in  their  natural 
Tendency  fall  in  with  and  promote  that  Character 
which  is  prophetically  given  of  Chriftianity  in  my 
Text,  the  hinging  Peace,  i.  e.  Quiet  and  Profperity 
to  a  People  -,  and  there  is  this  farther  confiderable  in 
the  Cafe,  that  they  are  calculated  to  effect  thefe 
highly  valuable  Ends  by  the  very  fame  Means  too, 
by  which  the  Pfalmifr.  has  foretold  that  they  fhall  be 
produced  j  even  by  RighteoufneJ's.  —  But  it  may  be 
doubted  perhaps  whether  by  Righteoufnefs  is  here  to 
be  underftood,  the  Goodnefs,  Benevolence,  and  Ge- 
nerofity  of  thofe  by  whofe  Affiftance  Thefe  defirable 
Effects  are  produced  -,  or  whether  by  it  is  meant  the 
actual  Introduction  and  Increafe  of  true  Religion  and 
Piety  where  there  has  before  been  a  Want  of  them. — 
If  the  latter  be  the  Senfe,  what  an  unbounded  Scene 
would  here  open  to  us,  fliould  we,  in  order  to  fet 
forth  the  Advantages  arifmg  from  thefe  Protejlant 
Schools,  take  on  us  to  compare  the  Lineaments  and 
Features  of  Religion  as  disfigured  and  adulterated  by 
the  Church  of  Rome,  and  as  cleared  from  all  falfe 
Gloffes,  Abfurdities,  and  Contradictions  both  to 
Scripture  and  Reafon,  by  the  Reformation  !  But  altho' 
in  making  this  Companion  there  might  be  room  for 
very  extenfive  Enlargements,  yet  fo  glaring  is  the 
Difference,  that  the  fhorteft  and  raoft  compendious 
State  of  it  may  be  fufficient,  as  well  to  demonftrate 
where  the  Preference  lies,  as  to  evince  the  Impor- 
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tance  of  our  embracing  one,  and  avoiding  the  other ; 
for  it  cannot  furely  be  looked  on  as  lefs  than  a  Matter 
of  the  higheft  Concern,  whether  the  Body  of  a  People 
be  inftrucled  to  reft  their  Religion  and  their  Souls 
on  the  Infallibility  of  a  mere  Man ;  To  invocate,  nay  to 
pay  their  Adoration  to  Saints  ; — To  worfhip  Images; 
— To  traffic  for  Merits ; — To  traffic  for  Indulgences 
and  Pardon  of  Sins ; — To  contradict  the  Evidence  of 
Senfe  in  Matters  of  Faith ; — To  hold  no  Faith  with 
thofe  whom  they  are  pleafed  to  call  Heretics  3— To 
hate  and  perfecute  all  fuch  as  differ  from  them  in 
Matters  of  Religion  j — to  affign  over  all  fuch  to  eternal 
and  inevitable  Damnation  ;  and  from  a  Religious 
Principle  to  fend  them  (as  they  muff,  think)  into  that 
deplorable  State,  not  only  before  their  Time,  but  by 
the  moft  horrid  Tortures,  and  Inventions  of  Cruelty; 
— To  look  on  Obedience  to  thofe  Powers  under  whofe 
Protection  and  Government  they  live,  as  liable  to  be 
difpenfed  with  by  the  Arrogance  of  a  foreign  Poten- 
tate ;  —  or  that  on  the  other  hand  they  mould  be 
taught  to  believe,  as  in  thefe  Schools  they  are,  that 
there  is  none  true,  none  infallible,  but  one,  that  is 
God  ;  —  that  the  Almighty  has  the  fole  Right  to  our 
Adoration  and  Worfhip,  and  that  none  other  fhould 
we  ferve ;  —  That  They  flail  be  turned  back  and  flail  be 
greatly  ajhamed  that  trujl  in  graven  Images,  and  that  fay 
to  t/j?e  molten  Images  ye  are  our  Gods ;  —  That  when  we 
appear  before  the  Judgment -feat  every  one  will  receive  the 
Things  done  in  his  Body,  according  to  that  which  He  hath 
doneywhsther  itbeGood  orBad}  without  any  Dependence 
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on  the  Merits  of  other  Men; — That  infread  of  hoping 
to  purchafe  from  Men  an  abfolute  Remiffion  of  Sins, 
or  a  free  Indulgence  in  ail  manner  of  Wickednefs,  they 
be  taught  to  believe,  that  Faith  in  Christ,  fmcere 
Repentance,  and  Amendment  of  Life,  are  the  only 
•Gofpel-Conditions,  on  which  a  Sinner  may  build  his 
Hopes  of  Salvation  -,  —  That  Chriftianity  is  a  Service 
not  only  reafonable  in  the  Practical  Duties  it  requires, 
but  in  its  Articles  alfo  of  Faith  clear  from  fighting 
againft  the  Evidence  of  our  Senfes  in  Cafes  fubject 
to  their  Enquiry  ;  though  infilling  on  Truths  rela- 
tive to  the  Divine  Nature,  which  are  above  theCora- 
prehenfion  of  our  rational  Faculties ;  —  That  every 
Man  hath  a  Right  to  honeft  and  fair  Dealing  from 
us,  be  his  Religion  what  it  may  3 — and  that  we  mould 
be  fo  far  from  opprefiing  or  deflroying  others  on 
Account  of  their  Religious  Sentiments,  that  we  are 
to  lore  our  Ene?nies,  to  blefs  them  that  curfe  us,  to  do  Good 
to  them  that  hate  us,  and  pray  for  them  that  defpitefully 
.nfe  us  and  perfe  cute  us.  That  Men  mould  obey  thole 
who  rule  over  them,  and  that  to  his  own  Majlerfmuld 
every  Man  Jl and  or  fall. 

Behold  here  the  Difference  between  thefe  two 
Sy items  of  Religion  in  the  feveral  Articles  above 
mentioned ;  to  which  many  more  might  be  frill  added. 
How  naturally  does  the  Righteoufnefs  of  the  latter 
tend  to  the  Honour  of  God,  the  Good  of  Society, 
and  the  Happinefs  of  Mankind,  inftead  of  robbing 
God  of  his  Glory,  private  Perfons  of  their  Lives  or 

Liberty, 
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Liberty,  and  the  Public  of  its  Peace  ! This  furely 

can  never  be  a  Matter  of  Indifference  to  a  Nation  ; 
for  whatever  Strefs  may  be  laid  on  worldly  Politics, 
or  how  much  foever  may  be  attributed  to  them  in 
regard  to  the  procuring  National  Felicity,  we  mall 
upon  due  Examination  perceive  that  in  whatfoever 
Country  Religion  has  prevailed  in  its  greater!:  Purity, 
there  has  in  general  been  found  the  moft  folid  public 
Happinefs  -,  and  that  in  this  Senfe  it  is  molt  cer- 
tainly true  that  Rightecufnefs  or  true  Religion  cxaltcth 
a  Nation ;  and  that  not  only  as  it  is  the  mofl  likely 
Means  to  conciliate  the  Favour  of  the  Almighty 
Being  -,  but  from  the  efpecial  Countenance  and  En- 
forcement it  gives  to  the  Social  Duties.  This  is  a  Po- 
rtion which  will,  I  fuppofe,  be  hardly  denied  ;  and 
if  granted,  what  a  Recommendation  does  it  afford 
to  the  Reformed  Religion,  fince  it  is  notorious  to  the 
whole  World  that  Mens  Lives,  their  Properties,  and 
their  Liberty,  the  greater!  of  all  National  Bleffings, 
are  in  no  Countries  fo  firmly  fecured,  or  fo  fully 
enjoyed,  as  in  thofe  where  the  Proteft ant  Religion  has 
an  Afcendant  in  the  State  :  It  will  not  therefore  be 
wondered  at  that  we  mould  be  thus  folicitous  for 
the  Furtherance  of  thofe  Seminaries  of  Proteftantifm 
which  are  the  Objects  of  our  prefent  Confideration. 

But  if,  in  the  laft  Place,  by  Right  confnefs  in  my 
Text  is  to  be  underitood  the  Goodnefs,  Benevolence 
and  Generofity  of  thofe  Perfons  by  whofe  feafonable 
Aid  thefe  Means  of  bringing  Peace,  Quiet,  and  Pro- 

fperity 
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fperity  to  a  People  are  fupported, — we  muft  here  with 
the  utmoil:  Gratitude  acknowledge,  that  this  Confi- 
deration  compleats  the  Analogy  which  thefe  Schools 
bear  to  the  Words  of  the  Pfalmiff.  -,  fince  from  the 
Mountains  and  the  Hills  it  is  that  they  are  enabled  to 
produce  thole  good  Fruits  which  are  expected  from 
them. — We  acknowledge  this,  mall  we  fay  ?  Yea,  we 
boafl  of  it.     To  be  encouraged  by  the '  Worthy  t  to  re- 
ceive Countenance  and  Favour  from  the  Great  and 
from  the  Good,  is  fuch  a  Recommendation  of  the 
Cauie  we  labour  in,  as  will  juftify  our  Bca/li?/g :  And 
what  then  (hall  forbid,  but  that  our  Gratitude  and 
our  Glorying  go  hand  in  hand,  when  we  fpeak  of 
the  Bounty  that  has  flowed  down  upon  us  from 
Him  who  is  as  Tabor  among  the  Mountains ;  who  hath 
thought  it  not  enough  that  He  atfirftgaveEftablifh- 
ment  to  the  Defign  of  thefe  Schools,  by  the  Sanction 
of  his  Royal  Authority ;  but  hath  endowed  them  alfo 
with  a  Munificence  iuitable  both  to  his  Regal  and  to 
his  rerfonal  Character  ?  Or  what  mail  reftrain  us 
when  we  rejoice  in  that  ample  Teftimony,  that  ef- 
fectual Stamp  of  Public  Approbation  with  which  the 
Parliament  of  Ireland  hath  thought  fit  both  to  honour 
and  arlift  us  ?    Or  what,  laitly,  mall  impeach  our 
Boafting  when  we  enumerate  the  Benefactions,  Con- 
tributions and  Legacies,  which  we  have  received  from 
the  Good  and  Charitable  of  every  capable  Rank  and 
Condition  of  Men  ?  —  And  to  what  at  length  fhall 
we  attribute  this  ?  Envy  perhaps  and  Ill-nature  will 
fay,  that  it  is  owing  to  Self-Intercjlcdncfs  j    in  thofe  at 

leaft 
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leaft  who  by  Reafon  of  Property  or  Abode  have  an 
immediate  Connexion  with  the  Kingdom  wherein 
thefe  Schools  are  erected :  And  was  it  not  for  the 
Injuftice  there  is  in  affigning  too  narrow  a  Principle  as 
the  Caufe  of  Benevolence  in  fuch  Perfons,  we  might 
admit  the  Suggeftion,  and  take  Advantage  from  it 
to  remark, that  this  very  Suppofition  implies  the  UhV/Vy 
at  leaft  of  the  Schoohy  however  indelicately  it  may  treat 
the  Supporters  of  them.  The  temporal  Advantages 
which  the  Proteftant  Inhabitants  of  Ireland  receive 
from  thefe  Schools  have  been  already  enumerated, 
fuch  as  the  common  Safety,  the  Increafe  of  Agricul- 
ture, and  of  every  Art  and  Labour  which  may  con- 
duce to  the  enriching  the  Kingdom  in  general,  and 
of  Confequence  to  advance  the  Good  and  Intereft  of 
thofe  who  have  either  their  Abode  or  Property  therein; 
and  thefe  doubtlefs  are  fuch  Advantages  as  well  de- 
fer ve  the  Returns  of  Encouragement  which  are  given 
to  that  Inftitution  by  which  they  are  produced  :  But 
is  there  nothing  more  ?  Are  there  not,  befide  thefe 
temporal  Benefits,  fome  ftill  more  exalted  Confidera- 
tions  remaining,  fuch  I  mean  as  are  the  Increafe  of 
true  Religion,  and  the  Good  of  Mens  Souls  ?  And 
why,  I  pray  you,  are  we  not  to  conceive  that  thefe 
alio  may  have  their  Share  of  Influence  on  the  Minds 
of  Men  ?  Nay  the  greater!:  Share  fhould  be  afcribed 
to  them :  or  this  however  will  furely  be  allowed, 
that  without  thefe  we  fhall  hardly  be  able  to  account 
for  that  remarkably  generous  Afliftance  which  has 
been  reached  out  unto  thefe  Schools  of  Ireland  from 

this

this  Kingdom  ?  To  what  other  Principles  of  Action 
fhall  we  attribute  all  that  Benevolence,  Affiduity, 
and  Care,  which  have  been  fo  conftantly  and  fo  ftre- 
nuoufly  exerted  among  that  Body  of  Men  who  have 
here  formed  themfelves  into  a  Society  correfpond- 
ing  and  co-operating  with  thofe  to  whom  the  imme- 
diate Superintendency  of  thefe  Schools  has  been  in- 
truded ?  Can  this  alfo  be  Self-intereftednefs  ? An 

Intereft  no  doubt  this  Kingdom  muft  always  have  in 
the  Welfare  of  Ireland^  and  in  every  thing  contri- 
buting thereto  j  but  it  is  fuch  an  Intereft,  as  not  be- 
ing of  fo  immediate  and  local  a  Nature,  as  that  we 
have  been  fpeaking  of,  we  could  hardly  hope  from 
it  all  thofe  earned  and  incefTant  Endeavours  which 
are  made  ufe  of  by  that  Body  of  Men  for  the  advan- 
cing our  Happinefs,  did  not  a  Zeal  for  promoting 
the  Proteftant  Religion  inlarge  their  Affections,  and 
excite  in  them  a  Spirit  of  Generofrty  toward  us. 
Was  not  the  Love  of  God  and  of  his  pure  Re- 
ligion feen  to  actuate  them  in  their  righteous  En- 
deavours, it  could  hardly  be  fuppofed  that  their  Ex- 
ample and  Influence  would  have  been  fo  effectual 
as  they  have  proved,  in  provoking  others  to  good 
Works  j  and  in  procuring  for  us  thofe  generous  Sup- 
plies which  we  have  every  Year  received  by  Dona- 
tions or  Legacies  from  fuch  Perfons  of  this  King- 
dom, as  could  not,  it  is  reafonable  to  fuppofe,  have 
fo  well  known  the  Merits  of  thofe  Schools,  to  the 
Support  of  which  they  righteoufly  contribute,  had 

D  it 
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it  not  been  for  the  Pains  which  have  by  thzCbrrefpond- 
iug  Society,  been  taken  t&  promote  their  In- 
tereft :  Of  fuel*  their  Pains,  their  Care  and  Endea- 
vours, the  Society  with  whom  they  fo  effectually 
co-operate  have  (I  fpeak  from  Authority)  the  moft 
grateful  Senfe  -,  and  glad  are  They  of  every  Opportu- 
nity to  cxprefs  their  Thankfulnefs  for  the  many  Proofs 
of  an  exteniive  Bounty  which  from  this  Kingdom 
have  been  tranfmitted  to  Them, 

But  to  come  to  a  Conclufion:  It  may  be  ob- 
ferved  perhaps  that  while  we  thus  boaft  of  the  Obli- 
gations we  are  under,  we  may  feem  rather  to  bury 
ourfelves  in  fetting  forth  the  Extenfivenefs  of  thofe 
Aids  and  Succours  which  we  have  already  received, 
than  in  expreulng  the  Need  we  have  of  any  farther 
Afliftance ;  and  fo  counterwork  the  very  Purpofe  of 
our  anembling.  —  It  might  indeed  have  this  Appear- 
ance, had  we  not  to  fubjoin  to  our  Expreflions  of 
Gratitude,  an  Account  of  the  very  great  and  neceffary 
Expences  the  Society  has  been  at,  in  not  only  in- 
creafing  the  Number  of  their  Schools  (infomuch  that 
frnce  the  Beginning  of  the  Year  1748,  there  have 
been  no  lefs  than  Twenty-three  Schools  actually  built 
and  filled  with  Children,  together  with  Four  new 
ones  almoft  compleated,  and  Propofals  accepted  for 
Seven  more,  which  with  thole  built  before  that  Year, 
will  make  the  whole  Number  throughout  the  King- 
dom amount  to  Fifty-feven  Schools)  but  by  enlarg- 
ing 
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ing  alfo  their  Plan,  with  the  mod  ufeful  Defign  of 
ere&ing  a  Public  Nurfery  in  each  of  the  Four  Pro- 
vinces, for  .the  Reception,  in  the  Whole,  of  at  lead 
Four  hundred  Infants,  there  to  be  provided  for,  till 
they  fhall  be  old  enough  to  be  draughted  into  fuch 
Schools  as  may  be  ready  for  them.  Three  of  thefe, 
befide  One  already  edablifhed  in  Dublin,  are  in  fuch 
forwardnefs*,  that  it  is  thought  in  a  few  Months  they 
will  be  opened  for  Public  Ufe ;  while  the  Building' of 
the  other  waits  only  for  an  Accommodation  of  Land 
proper  for  it :  And  certain  it  is,  that  from  this  Addi- 
tion to  their  General  Plan  may  very  reafonably  be 
expected  the  mod  advantageous  Confequences ;  not 
only  as  it  provides  for  fo  many  more  Children,  but 
as  thefe  Nurferies  will  enable  the  Society  to  receive 
thofe  Children,  though  not  old  enough  to  be  admit- 
ted into  the  Schools,  at  an  Age  however  when  their 
Parents,  it  is  probable,  will  be  more  willing  to  part 
with  them,  than  when  they  fhall  be  thought  capable 
of  being  in  fome  little  degree  ferviceable  at  Home.— 
Thefe  then  are  fuch  Indances  of  the  increafing  Ex- 
pence,  as  well  as  of  the  Care  and  Fidelity  of  thofe 
who  fu  per  intend  this  noble  Defign,  as  mud  necef- 
farily  call  for,  and  will,  we  flatter  ourfelves,  be  looked 
upon  to  merit  a  Continuance  of  your  Love :  Nor  can 
we  doubt,  while  the  Vallies  beneath,  in  which  we 
labour,  do  thus  more  and  more  extend  themfelves ; 
but  that  the  Streams  of  Bounty  from  the  Mountains  and 
the  Hills  will  flow  down  upon  us  with  a  proportioned 
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Increafe  :  So  fhall  we  with  ftill  increafing  Gratitude 
look  up  unto  tbofe  Heights,  from  whence  cometh  our 
Help  j  —  and  that  they  may  be  always  fupplied  with 
the  Power  and  Readinefs  to  aflift,  and  further  our 
Endeavours,  I  fhall  finiih  my  Difcourfe  with  ufing 
thofe  Words  as  an  ardent  Wifh,  which  in  the  Pro- 
phecy of  Ifaiah  are  a  Command  of  the  Almighty,— 
Drop  down  ye  Heavens  from  above  t  and  let  the  Skies  pour 
down  Righteoufnefs  on  Them. 
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His    Majesty's   ROYAL   CHARTER, 

For  Erecting  and  Promoting  Englijh  Proteftant  Schools 
in  IRELAND. 

GEORGE  the  Second,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  of  Great- 
Britain,  France  and  Ireland,  King,  Defender  of  the  Faith, 
&c. — To  all  Perfons  to  whom  thefe  Prefents  fhall  come.. 

Forafmuch  as  we  have  received  Information  by  the  Petition  of  the 
Lord  Primate,  Lord  Chancellor,  Archbifhops,  Noblemen,  Biihops, 
Judges,  Gentry  and  Clergy  of  our  Kingdom  of  Ireland,  That  in 
many  Parts  of  the  faid  Kingdom  there  are  great  Tracts  of  Land 
almoft  intirely  inhabited  by  Papifts,  who  are  kept  by  their  Clergy 
in  gieat  Ignorance  of  the  true  Religion,  and  bred  up  in  great  Dis- 
affection to  the  Government:  That  the  erecting  of  Englifh  Pro- 
teftant Schools  in  thole  Places,  is  abfolutely  neceflary  for  their  Con- 
verfion-,  that  the  Englifh  Parifh  Schools  already  eftablilhed  are  not 
fufficient  for  that  Purpofe  j  nor  can  the  Refidence  of  the  Parochial 
Clergy  only,  fully  anfwer  that  End. 

To 
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To  the  Intent  therefore  that  the  Children  of  the  Popifh,  and 
other  poor  Natives  of  the  faid  Kingdom,  may  be  inftructed  in  the 
Englim  Tongue,  and  the  Principles  of  true  Religion  and  Loyalty, 
and  that  fo  good  a  Defign  may  the  more  effectually  be  carried  on  j 
The  Lord  Lieutenant,  and  fome  of  the  Chief  Nobility,  Gentry, 
and  Clergy  of  the  faid  Kingdom,  are  appointed  Commiflioners  to 
execute  the  Purpofes  of  this  Charter,  and  have  a  Power  to  elect 
others  in  the  Room  of  their  deceafed  Members;  and  are  conftitut- 
ed  a  Corporation  or  Body  Politic,  by  the  Name  of  The  Incorpo- 
rated Society  /;;  Dublin  jor  promoting  Englifh  Trotejlant  Schools 
in  Ireland  :  And  arc  capable  to  receive  and  enjoy  in  Fee,  and  in 
Perpetuity,  any  Manors,  Lands,  Tenements,  &c.  the  fame  not  ex- 
ceeding the  Value  of  Two  Thoufand  Pounds  per  Annum,  and  any 
Sum  or  Sums  of  Money,  that  fhall  be  given  them  by  any  Perfon 
or  Perfons,  Bodies  Politic  and  Corporate,  &c.  to  be  applied  for  the 
Eftablifhing  and  Supporting  Englifh  Proteftant  Schools,  in  fuch 
Places  of  the  Kingdom  as  they  ihall  think  proper. 

The  faid  Society  is  im powered  to  nominate  and  appoint  School- 
mafters  and  School-miflredes,  to  be  approved  and  Jicenfed  by  the 
Archbifhops  and  Bifhops  refpectively,  to  continue  during  the  Plea- 
lure  of  the  faid  Society  ;  who  are  to  be  fupported  by  the  Society, 
and  provided  with  all  Things  neceffary  for  the  Inftiuction  of  the 
poor  Children  in  thePrincipIes  of  the  Proteftant  Religion,  Reading, 
Writing  and  Arithmetic ;  as  likewife  with  proper  Books  and  all  he- 
ceffary  Materials  fit  for  teaching  them  Hufbandry,  Houfewiferv, 
Trades,  Manufactures,  &c.  in  order  to  bring  them  up  to  Virtue, 
Labour  and  Induftry. 

The  Society  is  likewife  ithpowered  to  nominate  Perfons  to  receive 
Subfcriptions,  Benefactions,  &c.  in  any  Part  of  his  Majefty's  Do- 
minions, from  all  well-difpofed  Perfons. — The  Society  may  elect 
and  admit  Subfcribers  (being  Proteftants)  to  be  Members,  to  aflift. 
in  carrying  on  the  Defign  aforefaid. 

ABRIEF 
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REVIEW 
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RISE  and  PROGRESS  of the  Incorporated  Society  in  Dublin  for  promoting 
EngUJh  Proteftant  Schools  in  Ireland^  from  the  Opening  of  his  Majefly's 
Roy aL Charter,  February  6,  1 733,  to  March  25,  1 759. 

THE  flow  Advances  which  the  Proteftant  Religion,  and  a  Spirit  of  Ir.duf- 
try,  have  made  among  the  common  People  of  Ireland,  for  an  Age  paft, 
being  obferved  by  fome  worthy  Perfons  of  this  Kingdom,  they  formed 
thcmfelves  into  a  voluntary  Society  for  fetting  up  Parochial  Schools,  as 
the  beft  Remedy  they  could  provide  in  that  Cafe. 

Hereupon  many  fuch  Schools  were  fet  up  in  Dublin,  and  fome  other  chief  Cities 
and  Towns,  under  the  Encouragement  and  Direction  of  feveral  of  the  Bifbops,  No- 
bility, Gentry,  and  Clergy,  as  a  Means  to  forward  the  good  Work;  but  alter  the 
Experience  of  many- Years-,,  they  perceived  that  the  Succels  did  not  anfwer  their  Ex- 
pectations ;  for  the  Children  being  taught  as  Day-Scholars  only,  and  afterwards  put 
out  Apprentices  and  Servants,  in  Places  not  remote  enough  from  their  own  Homes, 
their  Popifh  Parents  and  their  Priefts  had  too  frequent  Accefs  to  them,  and  often 
found  Means  to  diaw  them  back  to  Popery,  juft  at  that  Point  of  Life,  when  Children 
begin  to  be  fufceptible  of  religious  Impreflions. 

But  this  Scheme,  even  though  it  had  not  failed  in  any  Part,  was  very  inefficient 
to  anfwer  the  End  of  a  general  Reformation  ;  for  as  the  major  Part  of  thofe  Scho- 
lars were  the  Children  of  Proreftants,  the  Number  of  young  Converts  made  in 
thofe  Schools  was  very  fmall,  and  could  not  have  turned  the  Balance  againft  Popery 
in  tie  Space  of  fome  Centuries. 

It  was  therefore  judged  neceffary  to  find  out  fome  other  Expedient,  that  might 
operate  more  extenfively  and  fpeedily,  to  the  general  Converfion  and  Reformation 
of  the  poor  Natives.  And  the  Expedient  at  !aft  happily  chofen,  was  to  apply  to 
His  Majefty  by  Petition,  that  he  would  by  his  Charter  incorporate  a  Society,  with 
Powers  for  erecting  Schools  in  feveral  Paits  of  the  Kingdom,  wherein  the  Children 
of  poor  Papiits,  and  other  poor  Natives,  fhould  be  inftructed  in  the  Englilh  Tongue, 
(which  many  of  them  cannot  fpeak)  and  in  the  Principles  of  true  Religion  and 
Loyalty. 

An  humble  Petition  was  accordingly  prefented  to  his  Majefty,  dated  the  17th 
Day  of  April,  1730,  being  figned  by  their  Excellencies  the  then  Lords  Juftices, 
and  a  orcat  Number  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  of  the  Commons,  the 
Clergy,  and  principal  Gentlemen  of  the  Kingdom  •,  whereupon  his  Majefty,  through 
the  favourable  Interpofttion  of  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Dorfet,  then  Lord  Lieute- 
nant of  Ireland,  was  gracioufly  pleafed  to  grant  his  Royal  Charter  for  the  Purpoieo 
hefore-mentioncd,  bearing  Date  the  24.thDay  of  October,  i7  3  3« 
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On  the  6th  Day  of  February  following,  the  laid  Charter  was  opened  and  read  in 
the  Council  Chamber  in  Dublin,  in  pretence-  of  his  Grace  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
aforefajd/and  many  .of  the  Nobility  and  Gentry.  The  Officers  directed  by  the 
Charter  were  immediately  chofen,  and  a  Subfcription-Book  opened  for  carrying  on 
the  gocd  Work. 

Many  Perfons  of  Rank  and  Diftinction  then  prefent,  fubferibed  largely  ;  among 
whom  the  late  Earl  of  Kildare  deferves  to  be  mentioned  with  particular  Honour 
and  Gratitude,  who  gave  Five  Hundred  Pounds  at  the  firft  Opening  of  the  Charter, 
2nd  has  fince  bequeathed  Fifteen  Hundred  Pounds  to  the  Society,  for  encouraging 
the  School  at  Caftledermot,  and  for  erecting  two  other  Schools,  viz.  one  at  Strarjg- 
ford,  and  the  other  at  Man  >oth. 

But  as  the  Effects  of  this  Charter  could  not  be  obtained  in  their  full  Latitude 
without  keeping  the  Children  apart  from  their  Parents,  and  maintaining  them  in 
Meat,  Drink,  and  Cloathing,  and  erecting  Houfes  for  their  Accommodation,  and 
furnifhing  the  fame,  and  paying  Salaries  to  School-mailers,  and  providing  Tools  and 
Utenfils  for  their  Country  Labours;  it  was  foon  evident,  that  the  neceflary  Expence 
of  a  few  Schools  would  require  a  greater  Fund  than  this  poor  Country  could  fupply. 

The  Society  therefore  found  themfelves  under  a  Neceflity  of  having  Recourfe  to 
the  Charity  and  Piety  of  England  (which  has  ever  been  diftinguifhed  for  Acts  of 
Munificence)  and  herein  their  Hopes  have  not  been  difappointed,  as  will  appear 
from  the  Lift  of  Englifh  Benefactors,  which  has  been  yearly  published,  and  will 
continue  fo  to  be. 

In  Purfuance  of  this  View,  the  Society  fent  over  their  -former  Secretary,  John 
Hanfard,  Efq;  furnifhed  with  proper  Credentials  for  foliciting  and  receiving  Bene- 
factions, in  which  he  proved  very  fuccefsful. 

It  was  likewife  thought  advifeable  to  fet  on  foot  a Correfponding  Society  ///London, 
who  refiding  in  that  Metropolis,  might  be  inftrumental  in  procuring  and  remitting 
Subfcriptions  and  Donations,  and  keeping  up  a  regular  Correfpondence  with  the 
Incorporated  Society  in  Dublin,  in  order  to  inform  them  of  all  Occurrences,  and  to 
communicate  truir  Sentiments  and  Advice,  as  Occafion  (hould  require. 

By  which  Means  feveral  Perfons  were  encouraged  to  become  Subfcribers ;  of 
which  Number  were  moft  of  the  Bifhops  of  England  ;  who,  animated  with  a  Zeal 
for  the  Honour  of  God,  and  a  Spirit  of  Charity  towards  the  poor  deluded  Natives 
of  Ireland,  prefently  offered  their  Aftiftance j  and  having  firft  contributed  their  own 
Benefactions,  formed  themfelves  into  a  Society  for  that  End,  and  have  brought  in 
a  plentiful  Harveft  of  Benefactions  to  recruit  the  Fund;  for  which  the  Society  do 
hereby  publicly  return  Thanks  to  them,  and  to  the  pious  and  generous  Benefactors 
whom  God  hath  raifed  up  by  their  Means;  fome  of  thefe  we  are  bound  in  an  efpecial 
Manner  to  mention  and  acknowledge  in  this  Place  :  Thefe  are,  One  thoufand 
Pounds,  being  his  Maiefty's  Donation,  befides  his  Royal  Grant  of  a  Thoufand 
Pounds  per  Annum  ;  Mr  Whichcote,  Fifteen  hundred  Pounds;  Mrs  Holden,  Two 
thoufand  Pounds ;  his  Grace  the  late  Duke  of  Devonfhire,  Three  hundred  Seventy- 
fix  Pounds  and  upwards;  Mrs  Dionyfia  Long,  Fifty  Pounds  yearly  for  Ten  Years 
-paft  ;  the  Right  Honourable  the  Earl  of  Chefterfield,  Two  hundred  and  Fifty  Pounds; 
Mrs  Eilher  Houblon,  a  Legacy  of  Five  hundred  Pounds;   Ebenezer  Dubois,  Efq;  a 
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Legacy  of  Five  hundred  Pounds  ;  a  Perfon  unknown  by  Jofeph  Fawthorp,  Efq;  Five 
hundred  Pounds ;  fundry  Remittances  from  the  Weft-Indies,  by  the  Honourable  Sir 
Peter  Warren,  Honourable  Colonel  John  Murray  and  others,  amounting  to  Sixteen 
hundred  Pounds  and  upwards;  a  Legacy  from  the  late  Mrs  Efther  Blundel,  Three 
hundred  Pounds  ;  from  Henry  Herring,  Efq;  Two  hundred  Pounds,  and  a  Legacy 
from  ditto,  of  Two  hundred  Pounds;  from  a  Lady  unknown,  One  hundred  Pounds ; 
a  Legacy  from  the  late  Mrs  Elizabeth  Crifpe,  One  hundred  Pounds;  from  John 
Thornton,  Efq;  One  hundred  Pounds  ;  from  ditto,  being  a  A4oiety  of  a  Legacy 
left  by  his  Father,  One  hundred  Pounds;  a  Legacy  from  Thomas  Downes,  Efq;

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Pounds  from  the  Executors  of  the  late  Reverend  Mr  Worral,  and  Two  hundred  Pounds 
more  in  Debentures  of  Fifty  Pounds  each,  on  the  Dunleer  Turnpike  ;  One  thoufand 
Pounds  from  the  Reverend  Dr  Echlin  ;  One  hundred  Pounds  from  the  late  Mrs  Bur- 
gm  ;  One  hundred  Pounds  from  the  late  Peyton  Fox,  Efq;  to  Longford  School;  One 
hundred  Pounds  from  the  late  Mr  Dalzel,  to  Caftlecarbcry  School  ;  Three  hundred 
Pounds  from  the  late  Dr  Pricv,  Archbifhop  of  Cafhel,  to  Cafhel  School ;  Two  hun- 
dred Pounds  from  the  late  Mr  Ramfay  to  the  Strand  School ;  One  hundred  Pounds 
from  John  Bolton,  Efq;  One  hundred  and  Eighty  four  Pounds  from  the  late  Dr  Don- 
nellan;  Five  Pounds  a  Year  for  Forty  Years,  bequeathed  by  the  late  Samuel  Gerard, 
F.fqj  Five  Pounds  a  Year  for  ever,  by  the  late  Mr  Bulk-n  ;  Ten  Pounds  a  Year  be- 
queathed by  the  late  Alderman  Bowen,  for  Arklow  School,  payable  out  of  Bryans 
holding  in  Arklow  during  the  Continuance  of  the  Leafe,  which  was  made  in  1745, 
for-*hree  Lives  or  Thirty-one  Years  ;  Twenty  Pounds  a  Year  for  ever  bequeathed 
for  Arklow  School,  by  the  late  Right  Honourable  Lady  Vifcountefs  Allen;  Twenty 
Pounds  a  Year  bequeathed  by  the  late  Honourable  Mr  Juftice  Ward,  for  Killough 
School,   fo  long  as  the  Society  keep  a  School  there. 

And  we  muff  with  particular  Gratitude  obferve,  That  the  Parliament  of  Ireland 
have,  out  of  their  Zeal  for  the  Prottftant  Religion,  patronized  and  encouraged  the 
Societv,  by  creating  a  new  Fund  in  the  Hawkers  and  Pedlars  Act,  and  appropriating 
the  whole  Produce  of  thofe  Duties  to  the  Ufe  of  the  Charter;  and  that  his  Grace 
the  Duke  of  Bedford,  having  at  the  opening  of  the  laft  Seffion  of  Parliament  parti- 
cularly recommended  thefe  Schools,  the  Houfe  of  Commons  was  pleafed  to  petition 
His  Majefty  for  Twelve  thoufand  Pounds,  which  he  gracioufly  granted  for  the  Ufe 
of  the  Society  ;  Five  thoufand  Pounds  whereof  are  appropriated  to  the  Building,  &c. 
Four  Nurferies,  one  in  each  Province,  for  the  Reception  of  One  hundred  Children, 
fuch  as  fhall  be  too  young  to  be  admitted  into  the  Charter  Schools,  there  to  remain  till 
thev  fhall  be  Six  Years  old,  and  then  to  be  draughted  into  the  Schools. 

By  thefe  feafonable  Aids  the  Society  have  been  enabled  to  extend  their  Schools 
into  feveral  Parts  of  the  Kingdom,  through  the  Encouragement  of  divers  Gentlemen 
and  Bodies  Corporate,  who  have  given  in  Perpetuity  one  Acre  of  Land,  fome  of 
them  a  greater  Quantity,  for  the  Site  of  a  School  on  their  Effates,  befides  beneficial 
Leafes  of  fmall  Farms  contiguous  to  every  School,  to  be  cultivated  and  improved 
by  the  Labour  of  the  Boys  ;  particularly  the  Five  Corporations  of  Dublin,  Water- 
ford,  Kilkenny,  Cafhel,  and  Trim,  who  have  generoufly  made  confiderable  Grants 
out  of  their  Eft ates,  for  encouraging  Schools  in  or  near  their  refpecl ive  Cities,  as  is 
more  fully  fet  forth  in  the  yearly  Abftra£t. 

In  Confequence  whereof,  the  Society  have  under  their  prefent  Care  and  Direction 
Forty  Six  Schools  already  opened,  Five  now  Building,  and  Six  refblved  to  be  im- 
mediately built,  making  in  all  Fifty  Seven  Schools ;  befides  a  Charter  Nurfery  in 
a  Houfe  hired  for  that  Ufe  in  Dublin,  where  Children  fent  up  from  the  Country  in 
Rags,  are  cloathed,  fed  and  taught,  and  attended  by  a  Matter,  Miftrefs,  and  Nurfe. 
This  is  a  Sort  of  Store-houfe,  from  whence  the  Children  are  tranfplanted  to  the 
Country  Schools  as  Occafion  requires,  and  has  Accommodations  for  about  One 
hundred  Children  in  Number,  all  which  are  fupported  out  of  their  {lender  Fund. 
Tbe  Society  call  it  (lender,  becaufe  it  is  comparatively  fo,  regard  being  had  to  their 
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prefent  Outgoings,  and  to  the  Multitude  cf  poor  Popifh  Children  yet  unprovided 
for,  who  would  fill  Ten  times  that  Number  of  Schools  for  a  Suceeflion  of  many 
Years,  if  Means  could  be  found  to  maintain  them. 

But  as  the  Divine  Providence  hath  raifed  up  many  Benefactors  for  carrying  on  this 
good  Work  thus  far,  the  Society  would  hope  that  it  would  not  reft  heie  ;  but  that  God 
would  put  it  into  the  Hearts  of  many  other  charitable  Perfons  to  encourage  theie 
Schools,  fince  they  can  no  where  find  fitter  Objects.  For  Charity  can  never  be  car- 
ried higher,  than  to  refcue  the  Souls  of  Thoufands  of  poor  Childten  from  the  Dangers 
of  Popifh  Superllition  and  Idolatry,  and  their  Bodies  from  the  Miferies  of  Idieuefs  and 
Beggary.  This  is  not  retailing  Charity  to  Particulars,  but  diffufing  it  over  a  whole 
Na;ion  ;  it  is  a  Charity  that  will  make  thofe  who  are  at  prefent  aNulance  and  a 
Burden  to  their  Country,  to  become  aTreafure  and  a  Blefiing  to  it  -,  that  will  make 
honeft  and  induftrious  Men,  of  thofe  who  would  have  been  bred  up  in  Thievery  and 
Rags ;  it  is  a  Charity  that  will  multiply  obedient  and  peaceable  Subjects  to  the  King, 
and  render  the  Proteftants  of  Ireland  fafe  in  their  Lives  and  Pofieffions.  And  it  will 
for  ever  take  away  the  chief  Caufe  of  thofe  Difquietudes  and  Apprehenfions,  which 
upon  fome  former  Conjunctures,  have  alarmed  the  Government  and  People  oi'  Eng- 
land, by  reafon  of  the  near  Neighbourhood  of  a  formidable  Body  of  Papifts,  devoted 
to  the  See  of  Rome,  and  ready  to  rebel  at  thelnfligation  of  their  Priefts,  or  the  fecre't 
Machinations  of  a  foreign  Enemy. 

Thefe  will  be  fome  of  the  happy  Effects  of  the  Charter- Schools,  if  they  can  be 
fufficiently  multiplied  and  extended.  And  yet  they  will  be  produced  by  Means  that 
cannot  be  liable  to  Cenfure  or  Objection  ;  not  by  Force  or  Terror,  not  by  Penal 
Laws  and  Profecutions,  which  can  only  make  Hypoctites;  but  by  the  Innocent  and 
gentle  Means  of  enlightening  and  inftructing  the  ignorant  Minds  of  Children  in  the 
pure  Truths  of  the  Gofpel,  and  leading  them  early  to  that  Fountain  Head,  which 
the  Church  of  Rome  has  cruelly  fealed  up.  Thefe  are  the  only  Methods  pradiifed 
by  the  Society,  as  being  agreeable  to  the  Nature  of  Man,  and  to  the  Genius  of  the 
Chriftian  Religion. 

And  for  obviating  the  great  Danger  of  the  Childrens  relapfing,  the  Society  are  very 
careful  to  tranfplant  them  originally  to  Schools  remote  from  their  Popifh  Parents  and 
Relations,  who  would  be  apt  to  pervert  them.  This  Expedient,  fo  eftential  to  the 
obtaining  the  Ends  of  the  Charter,  though  it  may  have  efcaped  public  Cognizance,  has 
proved  an  Article  of  no  fmall  Expence  to  the  Society,  and  will  continue  fo  to  he. 

If,  after  all,  any  Man  fhould  really  doubt  whether  this  Scheme  for  converting  the 
poor  Natives  of  Ireland,  be  well  calculated  for  that  Purpofe,  he  may  eafily  be  fatisfied 
from  the  Alarm  it  has  given  to  tlie  Popifh  Priefts,  who  have  lately  denied  the  Com- 
munion, and  refufed  Abfolution  to  thofe  Parents,  who  have  iuffercd  their  Children 
to  be  received  into  the  Charter-Schools,  though  it  be  to  fave  them  from  perifhing 
with  Hunger  and  Nakednefs.  This  is  a  plain  Confeffion  of  their  inward  hears  and 
Apprehenfions,  that  the  Charter  is  laying  the  Axe  to  the  Root  of  Popery,  and  will  in 
its  Progrefs  accomplifh  that  Work  by  fweet  urd  jnienfible  Means,  which  has  been 
too  hard  for  coercive  and  penal  Laws,  in  aCourfe  of  more  than  1'  iity  \  ears. 

The  Society  beg  leave  to  recommend  in  the  moft  earneit  Manner  to  Gentlemen 
and  Ladies  to  vifit,   as   often  as  they  can,   the  Charter-Schools   in  their  respective 
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Neighbourhoods,  to  infpect  the  State  of  the  faid  Schools,  of  the  Furniture,  Cloath- 
ing,  and  Diet  of  the  Children,  and  fee  that  the  Matters  and  Miftreffes  difcharge  their 
Duties,  not  only  in  cloathing  and  feeding  the  Children  properly,  but  alfo  in  inurin^ 
them  to  Labour  and  Induftry ;  and  inftru<5ting  them  in  the  Principles  of  true  Religion, 
and  in  a  true  Senfe  of  their  great  Obligations  to  be  dutiful  and  loyal  to  the  prefent 
happy  Government ;  and  in  giving  them  a  juft  Impreffion  of  the  Corruptions,  Idola- 
try,  and  cruel  Perfecutions  of  Popery. 

The  Society  cannot  part  with  this  Subject,  without  offering  one  Hint  to  the  Gen- 
tlemen of  this  Kingdom,  which  they  do  with  the  greateft  Deference  and  Tendernefs. 

It  is  evident  that  the  greateft  Part  of  the  Contributions  to  this  good  Work  has 
been  remitted  from  England,  to  the  Amount  of  33302I.  14s. 9d.  to  Nov.  1.  1758. 
given  by  Perfons,  many  of  whom  have  no  Intereft  in  Ireland,  nor  Relation  to  it,  but 
fend  over  their  Bounty  upon  the  pure  Principle  of  Charity,  and  for  God's  Sake,  for 
which  they  can  hope  for  no  Reward  but  in  the  World  to  come.  But  the  Cafe  is  very 
different  with  regard  to  the  Gentlemen  of  Ireland ;  for  as  their  Benefactions  will  be 
laid  out  in  their  own  Country,  and  frequently  upon  their  own  Eftates,  the  Money 
will  circulate  among  their  own  Tenants,  and  in  the  End  reimburfe  the  Donors  : 
Every  Popifh  Child  turned  out  a  Proteftant  from  thefe  Schools,  will  bring  an  Acceffion 
of  Strength  to  the  Proteftant  Intereft  and  of  Wealth  to  the  Kingdom,  by  the  Labour 
of  his  Hands.  So  that  if  the  Charter-Schools  could  be  fufficiently  extended  and  dif- 
fufed,  they  would  be  the  Means  of  increafing  Induftry  and  Trade,  and  ufeful  Manu- 
factures;  which  muft  of  courfe  improve  every  Gentleman's  Eftate. 

The  Society  will  conclude  with  this  one  Obfervation,  which  they  apprehend  to  be 
of  confiderable  Importance,  though  little  attended  to ;  namely,  that  the  Progrefs 
of  thefe  Schools  muft,  in  its  natural  Courfe,  gradually  abolifh  the  great  Number  of 
Popifh  Holidays,  by  means  of  which,  fome  hundred  thoufands  of  working  Hands 
are  kept  idle,  and  the  Labour  and  Profit  of  them  loft  to  the  public  Stock  for  a  con- 
fiderable Part  of  the  Year,  the  veryHarveft  not  excepted. 

This  Damage,  as  little  as  it  is  obferved,  yet  upon  a  fair  Calculation,  will  appear 
to  be  an  aftonifhing  Drawback  from  the  Wealth  and  Strength  of  the  Nation;  for  it 
eats  like  a  Worm  unfeen  at  the  Root  of  our  Profperity,  which  grows  chiefly  from 
Labour,  and  muft  languifh  with  the  Decreafe  of  it. 

It  is  manifeft  therefore,  that  the  Increafe  of  Proteftant  Hands,  in  Confequence  of 
thefe  Schools,  will  remove  this  great  Evil,  which,  humanly  fpeaking,  cannot  be  done 
by  any  other  Means. 

N.  B.  At  a  General  Meeting  of  The  Incorporated  Society,  &c.  held  on  Monday 
the  28th  of  March,  1748.  Refolved,  That  a  Portion  of  Five  Pounds  fhali 
be  given  to  every  Perfon  educated  in  the  Charter-Schools,  upon  his  or  her 
marrying  a  Proteftant,  with  the  Approbation  of  the  Committee  of  Fifteen ; 
every  fuch  Perfon  producing  a  proper  Certificate,  that  he  or  (he  have  duly 
ferved  out  their  Apprenticeship.

For  what  is  our  Hope>  or  Joy,  or  Crown  of  Re- 
joy  ring  ?  Jlre  not  even  ye  in  the  Prefence  of  our 
Lord  Jefus  Chrijiy   at  his  coming  f 

For  ye  are  our  Glory  and  Joy, 

A  INT  Paul  begins   this  Epiftle  with  informing  the 
TheJJaloniam  how  mindful  he  was  of  them  in  his 
Prayers,  as  well  as  in  his  Thankfgivings  to  God  on 
Account  of  the  great   Proficiency  they  had  made  in 
the  Chriftian  Religion  : 

And  proceeds  to  allure  them,  that  he  was  thoroughly  con- 
vinced of  their  being  perfectly  grounded  in  every  Refpeet  as 
to  their  moft  holy  Faith. 

He  then  proceeds  to  remind  them  of  the  Manner  in  which 
he  had  conducted  himfelf,  in  order  to  bring  them  to  the 
Knowledge  of  the  Truth :  And  at  the  fame  Time,  to  en- 
courage them  to  go  on  from  Perfection  to  Perfection,  he  fets 
out  to  them  in  proper  Colours,  the  Readinefs  with  which 
they  had  entertained  and  embraced  the  Salvation  offered  to 
them. 

Upon  all  which  Occafions,  he  expreffes  the  great  Defire 
he  had  to  fee  them  :  And  concludes  that  Part,  with  glorying 
in*them,   according  to  the  Words  of  the  Text: 

For  what  is  our  Hope  or  yoy,  or  Crown  of  Rejoycing  ?  Are 
not  even  ye  in  the  Prefence  of  cur  Lord  jc/ui  Chriji  at  his 
coming  ?  Far  ye  are  our  Glory  and  Joy. 

A  And 
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And  certainly  a  moft  rational  Foundation  it  was  for  this 
ftedfaft  Hope  that  he  fhould  joy  and  rejoyce  over  them  in  the 
Prefence  of  our  Lord  Jeius  Chrift  at  his  Coming  :  As  he 
actually  declared  that  at  thatprefent  Time,  they  were  his  Glo- 
ry and  Joy. 

And  fuch  mufl:  be  the  Effect  of  every  laudable  Undertaking 
for  the  Salvation  of  Mankind  :  Such  mufl  be  die  Confequence 
of  every  happy  Succeis  that  attends  any  good  and  great  En- 
terprize  : 

Which  doubtlefs  mufl:  in  a  very  extraordinary  Manner  be 
applicable  to  the  prefent  Inftitution,  to  the  Promoters  and  Di- 
rectors of  it. 

A  s  the  Advantages  are  mod  manifeft,  fo  they  need  very 
little  Explanation  to  thofe  who  are  thoroughly  acquainted 
with  the  Nature  and  Succefs  of  it. 

However,  it  may  be  conlidered  as  in  fome  Meafure 
tending  to  deliver  us  from  great  Evils,  and  to  fecure  to  us 
folid  and  lading  Advantages  j  and  more  efpecially  with  re- 
gard to  a  few  C'ircumftances,  fome  of  which  may  not  have 
been  fufficiently  attended  to  by  many  Perfons. 

And  this  I  mail  attempt  in  as  few  Words  as  pomble. 

Such  as  are  merely  of  a  civil  Nature,  mufl:  be  obvious  to 
all,  and  have  doubtlefs  been  frequently  enlarged  on,  upon 
theie  Occafions. 

A  s  in  Relation  to  the  Objects  of  this  Charity :  The  unhap- 
py Children  of  thofe  who  are  deprefled  by  the  utmofl  Pover- 
ty; and  under  this  Inftitution,  from  Dirt  and  Nakednefs  are 
kept  clean,  and  decently  apparelled  ;  from  being  ill  fed  and 
lodged,  are  fupplied  with  wholeiome  Food  and  proper  Habi- 
tations ;  inflead  of  being  abandoned  to  an  idle  and  diffolute 
Life,  are  accuflomed  to  ufeful  Labour,  and  to  a  Regularity 
of  Manners. 

All  which  Particulars  have  a  vifible  good  Effe<5r.  on  the 
Mind,  and  general  Behaviour,  as  well  as  on  the  Health  of 
the  Body,  the  Reputation,  and  the  Increafe  of  Property. 

And 
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And  even  tho'  fome  of  them  may  be  feduced  back,  yet 
it  will  not  even  with  regard  to  thofe  be  without  Advantage  to 
the  Public,  that  they  have  had  this  Education ;  in  which 
good  Principles  of  Morality,  as  well  as  Religion  are  inftilled  j 
and  they  have  been  bred  up  to  Cleanlinefs  and  Induftry. 

I  s  a  y  thefe  are  Circumftances  too  obvious  to  be  repeat- 
ed :  Nor  would  I  enter  into  particular  Difputes  relative  to 
Religion,  as  the  Subject  of  them  is  well  known  to  thofe  to 
whom  this  Difcourfe  may  be  of  Uie  : 

Tho'  it  may  be  neceffary  to  touch  on  the  general  Manner 
of  proceeding  in  different  ProfefTions,  without  entering  into 
Doctrines  that  are  foreign  to  this  Point. 

But  I  fhall  chiefly  infift  on  the  Advantages  arifing  from 
this  Inftitution  in  one  Light;  as  it  would  very  happily  lead  us 
to  Unanimity,  both  with  regard  to  religious  and  civil  Affairs : 
For  even  with  refpect  to  Temporals,  it  is  certainly  a  very 
happy  Ingredient  towards  the  Profperity  of  the  State,  that 
the  Subjects  mould  be  firmly  united  among  themfelves. 

And  it  feems  at  all  Times,  to  be  really  a  falfe  Policy  to 
attempt  to  correct  any  Excels  in  Conftitution  or  Practice 
by  promoting  Difcord. 

But  with  regard  to  Religion,  a  want  of  Unanimity  is 
ftill  more  fatal,  as  it  ftrikes  at  the  Root  of  that  Charity, 
which  is  the  Bond  of  all  Virtue,  and  the  Life  of  Religion. 

T  h  e  R  e  are  alio  other  very  weighty  Reafons  to  enforce 
the  Duty  to  be  of  one  Mind  in  religious  Affairs,  and  one  of 
the  Principal  is,  that  it  often  affecls  our  civil  Rights ;  as  the 
different  Temperaments  of  Religion  are  found  to  have  an 
Effect  on  the  civil  Constitution. 

F  o  k  Inflancc,  there  is  a  Profefiion  of  Religion  wc  do  not 
choofe,  which,  whatever  Errors  we  think  it  may  have  run 
into  in  other  Refpects,  we  judge  that  it  \-  more  friendly  to 
arbitrary  Government,  than  to  that  happy  Mixture  of  Powers 
which  we  enjoy. 

A  2  A  n  r 
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And  the  Reafon  is  that  this  Government  partakes  of  its 
own  Complexion,  for  that  which  is  of  a  defpotic  Nature  is 
claimed  in  Religion  j  and  an  infallible  Judge  is  fet  up,  as  al- 
lowed by  many  of  them,  whofe  Will  is  a  Law. 

O  n  the  other  Hand,  a  Profeffion  without  any  Head,  go- 
verned by  Paftor  and  People,  is  not  pleafed  with  a  Civil  In- 
ftitution  in  which  one  Head  prefides  and  an  Ariftocracy  of 
Nobles  is  formed,  that  bears  a  Share  in  the  legiflative  and 
executive  Power ;  and  with  the  Power  of  the  People,  all  well 
tempered  together,  is  efteemed  the  happieft  Conftitution  in  the 
World. 

And  the  Religion  which  favours  it,  is  that  which  is  efta- 
blimed  alone  in  thefe  Kingdoms,  in  the  greateft  Perfection. 

Therefore,  it  is  for  the  Civil  Interefts  of  thefe  Realms, 
that  this  Profeffion  which  we  firmly  believe,  is  true  Religion, 
mould  be  made  as  extenfive  as  poffible. 

But  there  are  many  other  Evils  that  arife  from  a  want  of 
Unanimity  both  in  political  and  religious  Affairs,  which  affect 
our  Civil  and  Spiritual  Interefts. 

S  u  c  h  as  on  the  one  Hand,  ill  founded,  extravagant  No- 
tions of  prior  Right ;  As  Law  gives  a  Right  at  nrft  -y  and 
confequently  can  transfer  it  :  Alfo  many  uncharitable  Re- 
flections ;  As  that  the  ProfefTors  of  all  other  Sects  are  in 
PofTeiTIon  of  no  Religion ;  and  a  Confequence  of  this, 
the  being  bred  up  in  a  Contempt  of  others,  and  in  a 
vain  Opinion  of  their  future  Condemnation  :  From  which 
follow,  a  free  Invafion  of  Property,  as  far  as  is  confift- 
ent  with  Safety  ;  The  keeping  no  Faith  ;  A  want  of  all 
Veracity ;  And  every  unfocial  Diipofition  which  can  be  worked 
up  by  Conceit  of  their  own  Syftem,  a  Difregard  for  others,  as 
they  think,  in  a  want  of  every  religious  Advantage ;  All  artiul- 
ly  inffilled  by  thofe  who  are  made  Ufe  of  as  the  Instruments  to 
the  worldly  Grandeur  of  their  Superiors ;  and  who,  many  of 
them,  are  doubtlefs  ignorant  that  they  are  denined  for  thofe 
Ends :  Tho'  they  may  feel  others  alio,  which  come  more  heme 

to 
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to  them,  and  are  without  Doubt,  a  ftill  more  fenfible  Spur  to 
Induftry,  in  thofe  who  feek  Theirs,  as  well  as  Them. 

Now  the  Coniequences  of  all  thefe  Things,  are  thofe 
Diffractions  with  which  we  fometimes  fee  a  Country  moft: 
miferably  torn  to  Pieces,  and  kept  down  by  fuch  Enemies 
within  it's  own  Bowels :  Evils  little  regarded  by  thofe  who 
are  in  fome  Senfe  abftracted  from  them  and  from  moft  other 
Communities. 

And  if  any  Profeffion,  from  fuch  ill  founded  Notions, 
mould  be  thought  to  have  a  Tendency  to  lead  its  Votaries  to 
act  without  Veracity  and  Juftice  with  Regard  to  the  Whole 
or  any  particular  Part  of  the  Community,  the  Effect  of  it 
muft  be  highly  prejudicial  to  the  Interefts  of  Society,  as  it  will 
be  found  exceedingly  difficult  for  want  of  proper  Kands  to 
carry  on  any  Thing  for  the  Public  Good :  And  if  the  Ex- 
ample mould  be  fo  contagious,  as  to  fpread  itfelf  in  fome  De- 
gree through  almoft  all  Sorts  of  People  j  the  Condition  of 
fuch  a  State  muft  be  moft  deplorable,  conlidered  in  this 
Light :  And  it  can  be  fupported  no  other  Way,  than  by  par- 
ticular Perfons  in  Power,  who  will  fet  themfelves  againftfuch 
an  evil  Spirit,  and  in  every  Refpect,  watch  and  act  for  the 
Public  Good. 

B  u  t  of  what  Confequence  foever  Unanimity,  and  fup- 
prelling  fuch  Principles  may  be  to  Society ;  the  natural  Li- 
berty of  Mankind  is  of  ftill  greater  Moment  ;  and  it  is  bet- 
ter, that  there  mould  be  a  Want,  both  as  to  the  one  and  the 
other,  than  that  he  mould  be  deprived  of  that  Liberty  :  And 
we  have  a  ftriking  Inftance  of  this  in  a  free  State,  as  to  a 
Liberty  in  every  one  of  living  where  he  pleafes  in  Time  ot 
profound  Peace,  tho'  the  particular  Society  may  fuller  by  it  : 
So  every  one  has  a  natural  Liberty  to  take  Care  of  his  Soul 
as  he  pleafes,  it  is  his  own  individual  Safety,  it  is  a  Sort  ot 
Sclf-prelervaticn,  the  Laws  of  which  are  neceffary  with  Re- 
gard to  the  Body  ;  the  Danger  as  to  the  Soul  is  always  im- 
pending, and  mull  move  us,  if  we  allow  ourlelves  Time  to 
think. 

So 
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S  o  that  every  one  muft  judge,  where  there  is  Liberty,  to 
whofe  Guidance,  if  he  is  ignorant,  he  will  entrufl  his  fpiri- 
tual  Affairs :  When  he  is  deprived  of  this  Liberty  he  will 
often  think  for  himfelf ;  and  place  himfelf  at  leaft  in  an  invi- 
fible  Manner,  with  that  Church  which  he  inwardly  applauds. 

So  that  unlefs  any  particular  Profeftions  are  judged  dange- 
rous to  the  State,  every  Profeffion  of  Religion  ought  to  be 
tolerated  :  And  if  fome  Kind  of  Restraints  are  judged  necef- 
fary  for  the  fake  of  the  public  Weal  in  good  and  free  Go- 
vernments ;  they  are  ufually  fufpended  in  fome  Degree  in 
Times  of  Security ;  and  only  put  in  Execution  in  Times  of 
Danger,  to  prevent  public  Concourfe,  and  other  lnconveni- 
encies  to  the  State. 

These  are  the  Evils  on  the  one  Hand,  which  we  fee  in 
fome  Cafes  muft  be  borne  to  a  certain  Degree : 

On  the  other,  fuch  Perfons  as  are  the  Subjects  of  thefe 
Paffions  and  Conduit,  and  muft  in  fome  Meafure  oppofe 
thcmfelves  to  them,  cannot  but  think,  that  there  is  a  want  of 
the  diftinguifhing  Charity  ;  That  they  muft  be  ever  on  their 
Guard,  in  perpetual  Fear  j  and  in  general,  in  fuch  Circum- 
ftances  as  muft  deprive  of  many  focial  Blcflings  of  Life  ;  ex- 
cept with  fome  few  g^od  Natures  whom  no  Education  can 
corrupt. 

Must  not  that  therefore  be  efteemed  a  happy  Inftitution 
which  is  calculated  to  defend  againft  all  evil  Principles  what- 
soever that  may  difunite  us  :  To  correct  the  blind  Zeal  of 
fuch  as  may  be  lead  by  the  falie  Notion,  That  they  may  do 
any  Thing  for  what  they  call  the  Glory  of  that  God,  who 
can  give  buccefs  to  proper  Means,  to  every  honeft  Endeavour, 
and  does  not  it:,  id  in  Need  of  fuch  Policy  as  is  directly  con- 
trary to  his  Lav.  :  And  the  making  uie  of  fuch  Means  muft 
aro;ue  a  want  ol   true  Faith. 

And  it  is  a  great  Misfortune,  that  Religion  is  often  made 
life  of  as  a  Tool  to  political  Ends,  otherwife,  what  could  in- 
duce any  Perfons  to  uie  evil  Means  for  what  they  pretend  to 
be  irocd'Er.ds? 

For 
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F  o  R  if  God  Almighty  has  appointed  certain  Means  for 
the  Salvation  of  Mankind,  what  can  influence  any  one  to 
make  ufe  of  other  Means  ?  For  thofe  which  he  has  pointed 
out  are  Doctrine,  Evidence,  Perfuafion  :  If  others  are  prac- 
tifed,  it  is  a  certain  Proof  that  (with  the  Directors  at  leaft) 
there  are  other  Views  than  thofe  of  Religion,  which  muit 
be  temporal  IntereOs :  But  we  fee  how  it  has  fucceeded  with 
thofe  who  have  been  the  greateft  Abetters  of  thofe  Principles : 
For  if  God  be  againft  them,  their  worldly  Wifdom  availeth 
not  :  If  God  be  for  us,  it  is  of  no  Confequence  who  is 
againft  us : 

Now  all  thefe  are  Circumftances  which  are  the  Effect  of 
a  want  of  Unanimity,  of  extravagant  Notions  inftilled  for 
certain  Ends  -,  and  we  fee  are  attended  with  many  civil  and 
religious  Inconveniencies. 

S  o  that  if  there  is  any  Inftitution  which  is  calculated  to 
defend  againft  fuch  pernicious  Principles,  and  to  endeavour 
to  bring  to  a  happy  Agreement  both  in  Faith  and  Practice,  it 
muft  be  looked  on  as  highly  advantageous  in  a  civil  and  re- 
ligious Senfe. 

And  it  is  indeed  an  abfolute  Duty  to  promote  by  all  pro- 
per Means  the  public  Good,  as  well  as  what  we  judge  to  be 
the  true  Religion  : 

F  o  r  it  is  incumbent  on  every  Community  to  endeavour  to 
forward  the  Interefts  of  Truth,  of  the  Religion  that  it  judges 
to  be  true,  which  the  Practice  of  it  naturally  implies ;  to 
promote  it  by  ail  proper  Means,  as  by  Reafon  and  Periuaii- 
011  j  but  without  Force  on  the  Perfon  ;  unleis  any  one  ren- 
ders himielf  liable  by  a  Tranfgreflion  of  the  Civil  Lavs  of 
Society  :  The  Community  alfo  may  remain  Property,  fo  as  to 
encourage  a  perfect  Agreement  among  the  Subjects  for  the 
Good  of  the  State,  and  that  more  especially,  when  Principles 
are  maintained  which  they  judge  may  ilrike  at  the  Safety  and 
Peace  of  Societv. 

I  1 
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I  f  there  are  any  who  pretend  to  ftill  greater  inherent  Powers, 
and  actually  exercii'e  them  when  they  have  Opportunity,  they 
ought  not  to  complain  that  we  make  ufe  of  fuch  Powers,  ac- 
cording to  Law,  as  we  judge  may  be  of  Advantage  to  the 
Community  j  of  which  every  State  muft,  in  the  Nature  of 
the  Tiling  be  the  proper  and  only  Judge,  and  will  act  ac- 
cordingly. 

The  Mind  indeed  muft  be  pcrfuaded  of  the  Truth  of  Re- 
ligion, which  confifts  in  a  Conformity  to  the  Divine  Oracles : 
As  to  the  Interpretation  of  which  indeed  the  univerfal  Con- 
fent  muft  be  thought  to  be  of  great  Weight ;  which  was  not 
obtained  in  the  firft  Ages,  no  more  than  it  has  been  fince  thofe 
Times,  to  any  other  effential  Doctrines  than  what  we  pro- 
fefs ;  to  which  Ages  therefore  we  muft  look  back. 

A  n  d  if  there  are  any,  who  finding  Truth  and  Reafon 
againft  them,  have  Recourfe  to  the  weakeft  and  moft  irrati- 
onal Means  of  Perfuafion,  As  Boafting  AfTeverations  of  their 
own  ProfeiTion,  thofe  of  the  utmoft  Contempt  and  Reproach 
as  to  all  others ;  and  a  moft  weak  Declaration  by  Way  of  Per- 
fuafion, which  can  have  effect  only  on  thofe  who  are  in  a  very 
low  State  as  to  their  reafoning  Faculties,  that  is,  that  they  will 
give  their  own  Souls  as  a  Security  )  which  if  they  believe  what 
they  avow,  is  a  Mark  of  their  Sincerity,  but  no  Proof  of  the 
Truth  of  any  particular  Profeflion  of  Religion  :  For  the  fincere 
Profeftbr  of  every  Sect  of  Religion  may  affirm  the  fame,  tho' 
more  generous  than  to  offer  it  as  an  Argument  or  Reafon. 

But  under  the  Shield  of  Faith  in  Chrift  Jefus,  the  Rock 
on  which  his  Church  is  built ;  under  Chrift  Jefus  the  (o\q 
Head  of  the  Univerfal  Church  Militant,  the  glorious  Judge 
and  Rewarder  of  the  Church  Triumphant,  We  can  do  no 
more  with  thofe  who  muft  not  hear  either  Scripture  or  Reafon 
than  appeal  to  that  Day,  when  we  mall  fee  who  will  be  faved, 
When  we  are  confident  we  mail  meet  with  that  Juftice,  as 
to  Doctrine,  from  the  Great  Judge,  which  we  cannot  expe- 
rience from  fome  of  our  Brethren. 

But 
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But  I  fay,  if  there  are  any  who  act  and  pretend  to  Rea- 
fon  in  the  Manner  already  mentioned,  againft  them  we  ought 
to  defend  ourfelves  by  fuch  Inftitutions  as  that  which  is  the 
Subject  of  our  prefent  Meeting ;  in  order  to  ground  and  fix 
them  in  the  eftablifhed  Religion,  againft  all  other  Profeffiont 
whatsoever. 

For  it  is  the  Duty  of  every  Society,  to  endeavour  to  pre- 
vent public  Evils,  and  to  promote  whatever  may  be  for  the 
Advantage  of  the  eftablifhed  Conftitution. 

We  ought  therefore,  to  ufe  our  utmoft  Endeavours  to 
make  this  Education  as  extenfive  as  we  pofUbly  can  :  For 
it  is  contrived  to  unite  us  in  what  we  are  fully  convinced  is 
the  State  of  true  Primitive  Chriftianity,  and  to  fecure  to  ug 
every  civil  and  religious  Advantage,  as  well  as  to  defend  us 
againft  many  Evils. 

Now  the  Means  muft  be,  To  increafe  the  Fund,  and  to 
contrive  to  bring  in  as  large  a  Number  as  we  can  to  enjoy  the 
great  Advantages  of  this  Education. 

The  firft  depends  both  on  the  Public,  and  on  private 
Contributions. 

The  former  on  the  Legiflature,  who  will  be  influenced 
by  the  proper  Application,  as  well  as  from  the  great  Ufeful- 
nefs  of  it. 

And  they  muft  be  convinced,  that  they  cannot  open  the 
Hand  more  for  our  Advantage  as  to  the  future  Profperity 
of  our  Country. 

Private  Charities  are  alfo  a  great  Enlargement. 

But  in  making  it  thus  Extenfive,  we  muft  take  care  not 
to  direct  to  any  particular  Profefllon  only,  and  always  to  breed 
feme  of  them,  a  proper  Proportion  to  thofe  Employments 
which  relate  to  Agriculture  :  Otherwife,  we  may  want  Hands 
in  that  moll  neceffary  and  valuable  Profefllon. 

And  it  may  be  confidered,  whether  it  would  not  operate 
molt  crfcc'tually,  and  if  there  were  a  Fund  furhcient,  not 
more  ilovvly,  by  taking  in,   at  leaf!  in  the  provincial  Schools 
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all  deferted  Infants  of  v.  hat  Age  foevcr,  and  even,  if  pombler 
in  every  School,  to  be  properly  diipofed  of,  as  the  Society 
(hall  direct. 

And  in  order  to  induce  the  Public  to  enlarge  the  Fund 
to  enable,  there  is  no  Need  of  mentioning  one  Circumftance 
for  that  Purpofe,  and  that  is,  that  they  would  find  it  very 
alarming  ;  as  only  one  of  this  Kind,  in  another  Way,  has 
already  been  found  by  Experience. 

A  n  d  in  this  Inflitution  difperfed  over  the  whole  Kingdom, 
one  Objection  would  be  anfwered,  that  it  would  not  drain 
the  People  to  any  one  Part  :  A  few  Schools  in  every  Province 
applied  entirely  this  Way  would  compleat  that  Bind. 

It  is  hoped  therefore,  that  at  lead:,  the  Experiment  will 
be  made  :   A  public  Fund  may  effectually  iecure  Succefs. 

I  shall  conclude,  with  fome  fhort  Obfervations  on  the 
laudable  Encouragement  and  Application  as  to  this  Inflitution  : 

From  which  it  will  appear,  that  the  Reafon  is  ftrong, 
why  we  mould  efteem  it  our  Hope,  Joy,  and  Glory,  and 
Crown  of  Rejoycing  ;  that  it  will  be  fo  as  long  as  we  live, 
and  more  efpecially  hereafter,  in  the  Prefence  of  our  Lord 
Jefus  Chrift  at  his  Coming. 

The  laudable  and  zealous  Rife  of  this  Inflitution  can 
never  be  futnciently  admired  and  praifed  ;  at  the  fame  Time 
that  it  cannot  be  expected,  but  that  it  muff,  meet  with  the 
moif  opprobrious  Treatment  from  thofe  whom  it  cannot  but 
greatly  alarm  : 

When  once  we  were  convinced  of  the  great  Ufefulnefs 
of  it  to  heal  our  Breaches  and  dole  our  Wounds,  it  muft 
have  been  naturally  encouraged  ;  as  we  could  not  but  be 
fenfible  of  the  great  Advantages  of  it  j  and  particularly  of  it's 
good  Effect  to  unite  us  by  every  civil  and  religious  Tye. 

But  what  is  moft  to  be  admired,  is,  the  great  Counte- 
nance it  has  met  with  in  England,  chiefly  owing  to  the  extra- 
ordinary Charity  and  Zeal  of  Perfons  of  confiderable  Pro- 
perty, who  have  generoufly  beftowcd  on  this  great  Occafion, 

which 
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which  has  fuch  a  remarkable  Tendency  to  promote  every  In- 
terefl  of  a  State  that  has  been  fo  unfortunately  divided  within 
itielf. 

J  f  it  is  our  Hope  and  Joy  and  Crown  of  Rejoycing,  much 
more  mud:  it  be  to  thole  who  beftow  of  their  Abundance, 
(it  muft  be  laid  to  their  Honour)  in  a  more  difmterefted 
Manner  : 

For  which  they  muft  be  entitled  to  a  greater  future  Re- 
ward,  as  they  are  to  a  greater  prefent  Reputation. 

But  the  grand  Reibui  ce  is  the  Public  Countenance  j  and 
we  trull  (efpecially  in  the  Time  of  Peace,  which  we  hope 
is  approaching)  that  it  will  be  very  greatly  encouraged. 

And  the  Public  as  well  as  private  Perfons,  may  more 
chearfully  open  the  Hand,  as  they  muft  be  fatisfied  of  the 
propereft  Application  by  thole  who  generouily  beftow  fo  much 
of  their  Time  with  great  Care  and  Pains  in  carrying  on  this 
excellent  Work  with  the  utmoft  Judgment  and  Integrity  ; 
to  whom  it  ought  to  be,  in  a  more  particular  Manner,  a  Glory 
and  Joy,   as  well  as  the  Subject  of  future  Hope  and  Reward; 

Such  an  Application  as  muft  ever  do  Honour  to  the 
Parties  concerned  in  it. 

And  we  hope  that  many  in  proper  Stations  who  are  en- 
tering on  the  Stage  of  the  World,  will  apply  to  this  great 
Work,  to  eafe  fuch  as  have  laboured  for  a  confiderable  Time, 
and  ought  to  have  a  Relpite  j  as  well  as  to  continue  a  Sue- 
cefTion  of  Labourers  in  this  ufeful  Harveft. 

A  n  d  thofe  who  have  a  Share  in  the  final  Execution, 
muft  have  alio  a  great  Share  both  in  the  Glory  and  die  Re- 
compence  :  on  whom  the  Succefs  does  in  a  great  Meafure 
depend  as  to  the  Completion  of  it ;  carried  on  indeed  chiefly 
when  neglected  of  others  (which  too  often  happens)  by  lbme 
one  Perfon  in  a  particular  Station  : 

A  n  d  as  on  the  one  Hand,  it  cannot  but  be  much  to  the 
Credit  of  fuch  Perfons  ;  lo  on  the  other,  it  muft  be  a  great 
Reproach  to  them  when  particular  Seminaries  are  neglected  ; 

as 
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as  it  muft  proceed  from  a  Defect  as  to  their  Care  of  fuch  a 
valuable  and  promifing  Part  of  their  Flock,  as  they  muft  be, 
if  proper  Pains  were  bellowed  on  them  : 

A  n  d  to  every  good  Paftor  fuch  a  Nurfery  under  his  Eye 
and  Direction  muft  afford  an  extraordinary  Pleafure  and  Sa- 
tisfaction in  fecuring  the  growing  Hopes  of  the  prefent  and 
next  Generation  in  this  inferior,  but   ufeful  Station   of  Life. 

A  n  d  in  relation  to  every  Perfon  concerned  in  this  Inftitu- 
tion,  which  without  the  lead  Doubt,  exceeds  any  in  the 
World,  it  muft,  as  the  Apoftle  exprelfes  it,  be  their  Hope  and 
Joy  and  Crown  of  Rejoycing. 

It  muft  give  a  moft  extraordinary  Pleafure  in  the  Act, 
in  the  Profpect  of  the  Succefs,  and  in  the  Hope  of  the  future 
Reward,  in  the  Prefence  of  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrift  at  his 
Coming. 

A  s  we  may  at  this  prefent  Time  fay  with  the  greateft 
Reafon,  in  the  Words  of  the  Apoftle, 

For  ye  are  our  Glory  and  Joy*

GEORGE  the  Second,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  of  Great  Britain, 
France  and  Ireland,  King,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  fcfc.- To  all 
Perfons  to  whom  thefe  Prefents  fhall  come.  —  Foraimuch  as  we 
have  received  Information  by  the  Petition  of  the  Lord  Primate,  Lord 
Chancellor,  Archbimops,  Noblemen,  Bifhops,  Judges,  Gentry,  and  Cler- 
gy of  our  Kingdom  of  Ireland,  That  in  many  Parts  of  the  (aid  Kingdom, 
there  are  great  Tra&s  of  Land  almofl  intirely  inhabited  by  Papifts,  who 
are  kept  by  their  Clergy  in  great  Ignorance  of  the  true  Religion,  and  bred 
up  in  great  DifafTe&ion  to  the  Government :  That  the  ere&ing  of  Englifh 
Proteftant  Schools  in  thofe  Places,  is  abfolutely  neceflary  for  their  Con- 
verfion  ;  that  the  Englifh  P.arifll  Schools  already  eftablimed  are  not  fuffi- 
cient  for  that  Purpofe  h  nor  can  the  Refidence  of  the  Parochial  Clergy  on- 
ly, fully  anfwer  that  End. 

C  To 
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To  the  Intent  therefore,  that  the  Children  of  the  Popifh,  and  other 
poor  Natives  of  the  faid  Kingdom,  may  be  inftructed  in  the  Englifh 
Tongue,  and  the  Principles  of  true  Religion  and  Loyalty,  and  that  fo 
good  a  Defign  may  the  more  effectually  be  carried  on  ;  The  Lord  Lieu- 
tenant, and  fome  of  the  Chief  Nobility,  Gentry,  and  Clergy  of  the  faid 
Kingdom,  are  appointed  Commiifioners  to  execute  the  Purpofes  of  this 
Charter,  and  have  a  Power  to  elect  others  in  the  Room  of  their  deceafed 
Members  ;  and  are  conftituted  a  Corporation  or  Body  Politic,  by  the 
Name  of  The  Incorporated  Society  in  Dublin  for  promoting  Englifh  Pro- 
lefiant  Schools  in  Ireland  :  And  are  capable  to  receive  and  enjoy  in  Fee,  and 
in  Perpetuity,  any  Manors,  Lands,  Tenements,  &c.  the  fame  not  ex- 
ceeding the  Value  of  Two  Thoufand  Pounds  per  Annum,  and  any  Sum  or 
Sums  of  Money,  that  fhall  be  given  them  by  any  Perfon  or  Perfons,  Bo- 
dies Politic  and  Corporate,  &c.  to  be  applied  for  the  Eftablifhing  and 
Supporting  Englijh  Proteftant  Schools,  in  fuch  Places  of  the  Kingdom  as 
they  fhall  think  proper. 

The  faid  Society  is  impowered  to  nominate  and  appoint  School-mafters 
and  School-miftreffes,  to  be  approved  and  licenfed  by  the  Archbifhops 
and  Bifhops  refpectively,  to  continue  during  the  Pleafure  of  the  faid  Soci- 
ety ;  who  are  to  be  fupported  by  the  Society,  and  -provided  with  all 
Things  neceflary  for  the  Inftruction  of  the  poor  Children  in  the  Princi- 
ples of  the  Proteftant  Religion,  Reading,  Writing  and  Arithmetic  ;  as 
likewife  with  proper  Books,  and  all  neceflary  Materials  fit  for  teaching 
them  Hufbandry,  Houfewifry,  Trades,  Manufactures,  &c.  in  order  to 
bring  them  up  to  Virtue,  Labour  and  Induftry. 

The  Society  is  likewife  impowered  to  nominate  Perfons  to  receive  Sub- 
fcriptions,  Benefactions,  U?c,  in  any  Part  of  his  Majefty's  Dominions,  from 
all  well-difpofed  Perfons. — The  Society  may  elect  and  admit  Subfcribers 
(being  Proteftants)  to  be  Members,  to  aflift  in  carrying  on  the  Defign 
aforefaid,

TH  E  Original  Defign  of  this  Society  is  well 
known  to  have  been  principally  formed  by 
the  late  Right  Revd.  Dr.  Henry  Maule,  Lord 
Bifhop  of  Dromore,  afterwards  of  Meath ;  which 
being  highly  approved  and  encouraged  by  the  then 
Lords  Juftices,  and  a  great  Number  of  the  Lords  Spiri- 
tual and  Temporal,  of  the  Commons,  the  Clergy  and 
principal   Gentlemen  of    the  Kingdom,  His   late   Ma-

jetty,  upon  their  humble  Petition,  was  gracioufly  plealed 
in  1733,  through  the  favourable  Interpol! tion  of  His 
Grace  the  Duke  of  Dorfet,  Lord  Lieutenant,  to  grant 
His  Royal  Charter  of  Incorporation  for  the  Ere&ing  and 
Supporting  of  Schools,  wherein  the  Children  of  Papifts 
and  other  poor  Natives  might  be  initru6led  in  the  Eng- 
UJJj  Tongue  and  the  Principles  of  true  Religion  and 
Loyalty,  and  trained  up  to  the  Practice  of  Induflry  and 
Labour. 

In  Purfuance  of  which,  Charter-Schools  have  from 
time  to  time  been  erected  in  feveral  Parts  of  the  King- 
dom, under  the  Direction  of  the  Society ;  who  have 
the  Satisfaction  to  obferve  that  their  Scheme  of  divi- 
ding the  Children's  Time  between  the  Learning  necef- 
fary  for  their  future  State  of  Life,  and  fuch  gentle  Work 
as  is  fuited  to  their  prefent  tender  Age,  hath  been  fuc- 
cefsfully  adopted  by  many  Charity -Schools  in  Dublin 
and  other  Places  ;  whereby  the  Benefit  of  the  Inftitu- 
tion  hath  probably  been  extended  far  beyond  the  Ex- 
pectation of  thofe  who  at  firft  mod  warmly  promo- 
ted it.  But  there  is  one  Part  of  their  Difcipline  pe- 
culiar to  the   Society,    the    Neceffity    of    which  arifeth 

from 
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from  the  peculiar  Circuro fiances  of  the  Children  whom 
they  receive  into  their  Care ;  which  is,  the  tranfplant- 
ing  of  them  into  fuch  Schools  as  are  moft  remote  from 
their  Popifh  Relations.  This  is  their  ftanding  and  in- 
variable Rule  ;  and  the  more  effectually  to  fecure  its 
good  Succefs,  they  do  not  fail  to  recommend  to  the  feve- 
ral  Local  Committees,  and  ftridtly  to  enjoin  the  School- 
Mafters,  by  all  poffible  Means  to  guard  againft  and 
prevent  an  Intercourfe  or  Communication  between  the 
Children  and  any  of  the  Priefts,  or  other  Popifh  In- 
habitants,  in    the  Neighbourhood  of  the  Schools. 

The  great  Affiftances,  whereby  the  Society  have 
from  time  to  time  been  enabled  to  carry  this  extenfive 
Defign  into  Execution,  have  been  annually  publifhed, 
not  only  for  the  Information  of  the  Public,  but  in  Gra- 
titude to  the  pious  and  charitable  Benefactors. 

His  late  MajefTy  was  gracioufly  pleafed  in  the  Year 
1739,  to  honour  the  Society  with  his  Royal  Counte- 
nance by  a  Donation  of  One  thoufand  Pounds,  and  an 
Annual  Grant  of  the  like  Sum  on  the  Eftablifhrnent 
of  this  Kingdom.  And  His  prefent  Majefty  has  like- 
wife  been  gracioufly  pleafed  to  continue  to  the  Socie- 
ty 
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ty  the  fame  Mark  of  His  Royal  Favour  ;  which  they 
humbly  beg  Leave,  with  the  mod  reipe£tful  Duty, 
thankfully  to  acknowledge. 

The  Parliament  of  Ire/and,  with  that  laudable  Zeal 
for  the  Advancement  of  the  Proteftant  Religion  and 
the  Benefit  of  their  Country,  with  which  their  Pro- 
ceedings have  ever  been  diftinguifhed,  have  alfo  been 
pleafed  to  take  the  Society  under  their  Protection,  and 
to  grant  to  their  Ufe  the  Produce  of  a  Tax  on  Hawk- 
ers and  Pedlars,  as  well  as  feveral  confiderable  Sums  of 
Money,  which  have  enabled  the  Society  to  encreafe  the 
Number  of  their  Schools,  and  to  erect  Nurferies  for 
the  Reception  of  Children  too  young  to  be  admit- 
ted into  the  Schools. 

The  Contributions  of  private  Perfons,  both  in  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  have  alio  been  very  confiderable; 
as  may  appear  by  the  annual  Account  of  Subfcriptions 
and  Donations  received,  and  the  Erection  and  Endow- 
ment of  the  feveral  Schools.  From  the  Commence- 
ment of  the  Society  to  November  1761  the  Sum  of 
Thirty  fix  thouland  fix  hundred    and  forty  two  Pounds

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Three  Shillings  and  Six  Pence  hath  been  remitted  by 
the  Corresponding  Society  in  London  ;  to  whofe  zeal- 
ous and  moft  ufeful  Endeavours  for  promoting  this 
Charitable  Inftitution,  as  well  by  communicating  their 
Sentiments  and  Advice  upon  all  Occaiions,  as  by  con- 
tributing and  procuring  Benefadtions,  the  Society  are 
too  highly  indebted,  not  to  embrace  with  the  greateft 
Pleafure,  every  Opportunity  of  profeffing  their  Obli- 
gations,  and  returning  their  moft  hearty  Thanks.
